On the self-guided motor tour in Virginia Beach there 
is a captivating 1662-1675 brick house that enchants its 
visitors. It is the Lynnhaven House on Wishart Road, 
off Independence Blvd. at Haygood Shopping Center. 

This brick plantation house is a remarkably intact 
survivor of the 17th century. Owned by The Association 
for the Preservation of Virginia Antiquities, the house is 
one of the best preserved structures of the period in the 
United States and stands much as it did when 
constructed circa 1670. 

In 1923 the house and 45 acres with buildings became 
the property of W.W. Oliver. In 1971 the Oliver family 
gave the house to the A.P.V.A. with one and a half 
acres of land. 

The house is typical of 17th century Jacobean English 
architecture, with its steeply pitched gable roof, massive 
outside chimneys, exposed ceiling beams and white 
plastered inside walls. 

It would have been considered spacious in the 1660's 
in the Colony of Virginia, although it is a trifle small by 
modern standards. The pattern of/ brickwork is 
"Engligh bond" throughout, which indicates a pre- 1670 
conduction date. After {he-^Teat-fire of London in 
1666, a different pattern called "Flemish bond" 
predominated in brick buildings. 

There are two rooms on the first floor and two 
bedrooms on the second, plus a basement under the 
kitchen and a large loft over the bedrooms. The first 
floor consists of a spacious kitchen with an enormous 
fireplace, and a hall (parlor) room with an equally large 
fireplace. 

Small by modern standards 

The (reception) hall room was the most important 

room in the house. Here all the entertaining would have 

been done, a trestle table being set up for dinner guests.

English furniture was m use here (as it is today.) 

The kitchen is typical of those few houses built of 
brick in Virginia in the 17th century. (One had to be 



very rich indeed to buildwith brick because it took two 
indentured carpenters and two indentured brick- 
makers-cum-layers three to four years to build a house 
such as the Lynnhaven House.) In the 17th century the 
kitchen was a part of the house, not a separate 
dependency which it became in the next century when 
slavery was firmly established. 

Stairways rare In 1660's 

There is a handsome stairway with 300 year old 
balusters turned on a hand-lathe leading to the second 
floor. Stairways were rare in Virginia in the 17th 
century. 'Ladders were the usual means of access to the 
second story, when there was a second story. 

Windows throughout the house have been reproduced 
as they would have been in the 1660's, small diamond- 
shaped panes in leaded dormer windows upstairs, and in 
casement windows downstairs. Today these are 
handmade on Jamestown Island. 

An herb-medicine-spice garden now grows near the 
kitchen. It has been carefully researched and planted by 
the Princess Anne Garden Club. 

On the propety there also lies a Boush family 
graveyard with four most interesting tombs, ranging in 
date from the Revolutionary War patriot William 
Boush to his daughter Eliza Boush Walke who died and 
was buried there after the Civil War. 

Who built the Lynnhaven House? Research 
continues. But the weight of circumstantial evidence 
points to the rich English merchant family of William 
Hodge who took over in 1662 from the bankrupt, 
formerly indentured servant, Savill Gaskins who first 
patented 100 acres of this site in 1648. The Hodge 
family maintained the property for the next 60 years, 
calling the estate "Modbury" after their home parish in 
England.

Seminars to discuss families in Tidewater 



Inflation, alcoholism, suicide, child abuse, death, 
heart disease, employment, income, drug use, 
newlywed, births, housing — all have one thing in 
common — they affect the family.

The first in a series of 
cardio pulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR) 
classes got underway 
recently at Naval Air 
Station Oceana in Virginia 
Beach. Wally Haigh, NAS

and Tom Schryver, 
manager of Oceana's two 
swimming pools, 
organized and 

coordianted these classes. 

Both Haigh and 
Schryver realized the need 
for such classes, and as a 
result, ten life guards, who 
*work at the officers' and 
enlisted swimming pools 
at Oceana, and six who 
work at the beaches at 
Dam Neck became CPR 
cetified by both the 
American Red Cross and 
the American Heart 
Association. Aviation 
Electrician's Mate First 
Class R.C. Knick from 
Air Operations at NAS 
Oceana, and two 
instructors from Naval 
Air Station Norfolk, 
assisted in teaching the 
three day course at 
Oceana.

New public works assistant 
wears Air Force uniform 

From time to time "foreign" uniforms invade bell- 
bottom territory. Seldom, though, are the strangely 
garbed people more than visitors to Naval Air Station 
(NAS) Oceana. That has all changed.

Q - I am paid death pension benefits by the Veterans 
Administration as the helpless child of a Civil War 
veteran. May I also receive aid and attendence benefits? 

A - You can not receive aid and attendence benefits. 
There are no provisions for payment of additional 
benefits to a helpless child receiving death pension. 

Q - I am a Vietnam Era veteran with 120 days active 
duty. I applied for a VA guaranteed home loan two 
years ago but was denied because of a lack of qualifying 
service. I heard that the law has changed. Am I now 
eligible for the loan quaranty? 

A - You may now be eligible. The Veterans Housing 
Benefits Act of 1978 requires only 90 days of active duty 
for home loan entitlement for Vietnam Era veterans. 
Service must have been performed between Aug. 5, 1964 
through May 7, 1975. 

Q -- If a veteran who is receiving 100 percent 
compensation disappears, will the Veterans 



Administration pay his 100 percent compensation 
benefits to his wife and children? 

A - No. Compensation benefits can not be paid. The 
family would, however, be eligible to receive an amount 
not in excess of death pension benefits that would be 
payable if the veteran was dead. Contact your nearest 
VA office for details.

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Energy problem made worse 

Every move the Depgrtment of Energy makes to 
help solve the nation's energy problems seems to be 
another setback for the free market system. 

The DOE is setting production goals, distribution 
quotas and allowable profit margins and is ordering 
ceiling prices and base prices that have totally 
disrupted the law of supply and demand upon which 
a capitalistic economy is based. 

Suddenly, the government seems to know better 
than the marketplace who wants what amount of 
gasoline where at what price. The consumer seems to 
have lost his voice in the system. 

That has led to a situation where the president must 
order diesel fuel to be diverted from farmers to 
truckers. But because the bureaucracy is so slow and 
clumsy, farmers are still having to plow under their 
carefully grown crops, losing thousands of dollars 
because they haven't been able to get trucks to take 
the food to market. 

As a result, there are shortages on the supermarket 
shelves and the things we find there are more 
expensive. 

But now that the truckers have used their muscle to 
win concession, farmers are planning to demand more 
fuel for the harvest season. It is easy to see how the 
current cycle could repeat itself. 

White House and Energy Department aides are 
reportedly fearing an endless string of special-interest 
demands, and they worry this confusion could cause 
irreversible loss of public confidence. 

But instead of looking to the marketplace for 
answers, the DOE and White House look for more 
bureaucracy. 

To answer the hue and cry about the gasoline lines 
that are clogging the country, bureaucrats ordered the 
oil companies to begin refining as much gasoline as 
possible, even when the companies argued it would 
mean cutting inot their reserves for winter heating oil. 

When the cold weather hits, and consumers are 
shivering in their homes, they may well ask whose 
choice it was that the precious petroleum be used to 
relieve gas line tempers instead of freezing tempera- 
tures. { 

Other gas prices 

While Americans are worried about gasoline at a 
dollar a gallon, the French are paying $2.50, and the 
Belgians and Danes are paying about $2.30. 

•The recent average price in Europe was more than 
$1 .65. Most of Latin America has prices more than a 
dollar, but oil-rich Venezuela charges 25 cents at the 
pump. Ecuador, which also has large oil resources, 
has gas for 22 cents but, unfortunately, most citizens 
cannot afford cars. 

Improving the odds 

In 1973, 54,615 men, women and children were 
killed in traffic ccidents in the United States. The 
following year, 55 miles per hour became the 
maximum national standard and the death toll fell to 
45,763 — the most dramatic drop in fatalities since 
World War II. 

The odds? Your, chances are only 50-50 of living 
through an accident at 70 m.p.h. or faster, 7-to-l in 
your favor at 60-to-70 m.p.h., and 31-to-l at S0-to-60 
m.p.h. 

Whales getting a break 

The International whaling commission should be 
applauded for its recent action in London, which is 
expected to save 10,000 whales each year from the 
harpooner's lance. 

Over the objections of the Soviet Union and Japan, 
the commission banned all whaling by factory ships, 
except in the case of the small minke whale. 

Cetacean experts say the ruling is a major step in 
protecting sperm whales, which have been harvested 
to the extent that they are a critically endangered 

species. 

The whaling commission originally had been aksed 
in a resolution by the United States' delegation for a 
total ban on whaling. That resolution was rejected in 
committee, but a compromise amendment offered by 
Panama was accepted. 

Now factory ships will be allowed to slaughter only 
minke whales — and other species may be taken only 
from shore stations. 

The Carter administration would like to see all 
whaling halted until there is better data on these 
nearly extinct mammals. If Japan and Russia, the two 
major whaling nations, fail to obey the new rules, this 
country should consider trade and fishing restrictions 
until they cooperate. 
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Schemes and the elderly 



The possibilities for 
schemes are limitless and 
can affect anyone. But, 
for a number of reasons, 
the elderly are more vul- 
nerable than others to the 
shyster and, because con- 
men often see older per- 
sons as 'easy prey,' they 
tend to aim their rip-off 
efforts toward them. The 
Better Business Bureau 
reminds elderly consu- 
mers that there are few 
better ways to trip-up a 
schemer than by recogni- 
zing him for what he is. 
Be a cautious and well 
informed buyer. 
The first rule to re- 



member is that the 
schemer must rely on 
basic human desires for 
his success. He appeals to 
the need everyone feds to 
be healthier, wealthier, 
secure and loved. For 
example, senior citizens 
who have recently lost 
loved ones or realize sud- 
denly that they have 
passed from middle age 
into the ranks of the 
elderly are especially vul- 
nerable to disreputable 
"social" organizations or 
"lonely hearts" clubs. A 
schemer's big advantage 
is consumer lack of 
knowledge.

The angry child 

Handling children's anger can be puzzling, draining, 
and distressing for adults. In fact, one of the major 
problems in dealing with anger in children is the 
difficulty in handling the anger that is often stirred up in 
the parent. It has been said that parents, teachers, 
counselors, and administrators need to remind 
themselves that they were not always taught how to deal 
with anger as a fact of life during their own childhood. 
They may have been led to believe that to be angry was 
to be bad and perhaps made to feel guilty for expressing 
anger. 

Experts say it is easier to deal with children's anger if 
the adult can get rid of the notion that anger is "bad." 
The goal is not to repress or destroy angry feeling in 
children— or in adults— but rather to accept the feelings 
and to help channel and direct them to constructive 
ends. 

Parents and teachers must allow children to express 
all their emotions. Adult skills can then be directed 



toward showing children acceptable ways of expressing 
.their emotions. Strong feelings cannot be denied, and 
angry outbursts should not always be viewed as a sign of 
serious problems; they should be recognized and treated 
with respect. 

To respond effectively to overly aggressive behavior 
in children we need to have some ideas about what may 
have triggered an outburst. Anger may be a defense to 
avoid painful feelings; it may be associated with failure, 
low self-esteem, and feelings of isolation; or it may be 
related to anxiety about situations over which the child 
has no control. 

Angry defiance may also be associated with feelings 
of dependency; anger may be associated with sadness 
and depression. In childhood, anger and sadness are 
very close to one another, and it is important to 
remember that much of what an adult experiences as 
sadness is expressed by a child as anger. 

If you are interested in learning more about this 
subject, you may wish to write for a copy of "Plain 
Talk about Dealing with the Angry Child," publication 
number 64SG, available from the consumer 
Information Center, Pueblo, Colorado 81009. The 
brochure was prepared by the National Institute of 
Mental Health, which is part of the Alcohol, Drug 
Abuse, and Mental Health Administration, DHEW. 



In any buing situation 
never be afraid to say no 
or to ask a door-to-door 
seller, for example, to 
return later. Then, take 
the time to check on his 
past record with the local 
Better Business Bureau. 
Be suspicious of high- 
pressure sales tactics. Get 
everything in writing. 
Never sign a contract un- 
less everything is under- 
stood and agreed with. If 
there are questions, don't 
sign. It may be wise to 
have the contract checked 
out by a lawyer before 
signing. 

Don't be fooled by the 
promise of "low monthly 
payments." Find out the 
total amount to be paid 
and subtract the cost of 
the item. The difference 
between the two figures 
will be the interest. Check 
with several lending insti- 
tutions to see what their 
interest charges would be. 
Get a receipt and read it 
completely. When 
dipping into a savings 
account to make a pur- 
chase or close a business 
deal, talk it over with 
officials where the 
account is kept or a law- 
yer to get unbiased 
advice. Buy according to 
facts, hot promises. 

Three-day cooling-of f 
period 

The Three-Day 
Cooling-Off Rule is a 
Federal Trade Commis- 
sion regulation that gives 
consumers three business 
days to change their 
minds about many pur- 
chases or$2T or overrft- 
applies to sales made in 
the home and to sales 
agreements made any? 
where other than the sel- 



To cancel the sale, one 
copy of the cancellation 
form should be signed, 
dated and mailed or band 
delivered to the address 
given for cancellation any 
time before midnight of 
the third business day 
after the contract date. 
The other copy of the 
form 'should be kept as a 
record; proof of mailing 
date and proof of receipt 
are important. It may be 
wise to send the letter 
from the local post office 
"certified with a return 
receipt requested." No 
reason for cancellation is 
needed. 

Bayers beware 



The purpose of the 
"Cooling-Ofr' rule is to 
protect the consumer, 
however it does not elimi- 
nate the possibility of rip- 
offs. Schemes and 
schemers come in many 
guises. Some of the more 
popular areas for rip-off 
artists to operate in are 
home repair rackets, 
quick profit or work-at- 
home schemes, unchari- 
table charities, medical 
quackery, franchising, 
real estate, and auto and 
home appliance repairs. 
This is by no means an 
exhaustive list. 

The Better Business 
Bureau cautions that, 
while most businesses are 
ethical, there will always 
be some that are not. The 
best armour against the 
schemer is the knowledge 
that comes from investi- 
gation. 



Customer rights 
signs required 
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ler's normal place of bus- 
iness. The rule does not 
apply to sales made at 
the seller's place of busi- 
ness, made totally by 
mail or phone, under 
$25, for real estate, insur- 
ance or securities, or for 
emergency home repairs. 
According to the rule, 
salespersons must tell 
customers of their cancel- 
lation rights and the con- 
tract must include their 
right to cance. They must 
also supply two copies of 
a cancellation form. The 
contract or receipt must 
be dated and show the 
name and address of the 
seller.

Veteran* program* at TCC 

Tidewater Community College welcomes veterans. In 
fact, 3000 TCC students in the fall quarter will be 
veterans attending college under the G.I. Bill. The 
college invites and encourages military veterans to take 
advantage of benefits and programs available to assist 
with education and living costs. 

There is a Veterans Affairs Office at each TCC 
campus to provice assistance to any veteran interested in 
attending Tidewater Community College. 

Any veterans who entered military service prior to 
January 1, 1977, is eligible for education benefits under 
the G.I. Bill. Benefits are awarded on a schedule 
according to how many credit hours the veteran is 
taking and how many dependents he or she has. 

The veteran has ten years from the date of release 
from active duty to use benefits and can receive benefits 
for part-time or full-time enrollment. In fact, many 
Tidewater Community College students, veterans and 
non-veterans, work full-time and attend class part-time. 

Anyone can attend TCC who is IS years old or a high 
school graduate. If you are over eighteen, a high school 
diploma or high school equivalency (GED) is not 
required. This applies to all students, veterans or non- 
veterans. 

A veteran with a less-than-honorable discharge may 
be eligible for benefits, as long as the discharge is not 
dishonorable. 

The average age of the Tidewater Community College 
student is 30. The veteran who is reluctant to attend 
college for fear of feeling out of place among a young, 
just-out-of-high-school student body may be 
encouraged by this "older" school population. 

In addition to benefit payments, the Veterans Affairs 
office at TCC can arrange payment for special tutoring, 
and full-time students can apply for employment in the 
Veterans Affairs office as a work-study student. 

For those who need assistance in English, math or 
reading in order to attain a college level, TCC provides 
developmental courses. No charge is made against the 
VA entitlement for these courses. 

In addition to direct benefit payments to veterans, 
there are benefits available to dependents of military 
personnel who died on active duty or who were totally 
disabled as a result of active duty. 

The Veterans Affairs office at each campus of 
Tidewater Community college is eager to assist veterans 
interested in attending TCC. For further information, 
call them at the TCC campus in your city.

Your number's up 
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You need work credit to get benefits 

Before any social security benefits can be paid on a 
person's record, he or she must have a certain amount 
of credit for work covered by social security, a social 
security representative said recently. 

The exact amount needed depends on the person's 
date of birth or age at the time he or she becomes 
disabled or dies. The amount of credit needed ranges 
from a minimum of 1 Vi years to a maximum of 10 
years. In 1979, the maximum amount of credit needed is 
7 years. 

For retirement and survivor benefits, this credit could 
have been earned any time since 1936. But for disability 
benefits, a certain amount of work' credit must be 
earned in the period just before the person becomes 
disabled, the spokesperson said. (People disabled by 
blindness don't have to meet the recent work 
requirement.) 

Since 1978, credits are based on a person's annual 
covered earnings. In 1979, a person receives V* year of 
credit for each $260 in covered earnings. A person gets a 
full year of credit if 1979 earnings are SI ,040 or more. 

This amount will increase automatically each year to 
keep pace with increases in average wage levels. 

Before 1978, credits were earned based on covered 
wages paid in 3- month calendar quarters. Generally, a

peson received Va year of credit if he or she was paid 
covered wages of $S0 or more in a calendar quarter. 

A leaflet, Social Security Credits-How You Earn 
Them, gives more detailed information about earnings 
credits. Free copies can be obtained at any social 
security office.

When homeowner and builder disagree 
the answer Is often conciliation

It was a cloudy, hot day that I accompanied Steve 
McAnelly, the local Home Owners Warranty Council 
Administrator, and the Tidewater Builders Association 
builder member, serving as volunteer conciliator, to a 
HOW conciliation at a homeowner's residence. With us 
went a list of some eight items for which conciliation 
had been requested by the homeowners, who I'll call 
Mr. and Mrs. Morgan to respect their privacy. 

The HOW 10-year warranty, under the rules of which 
this conciliation would be conducted, is now available 
on 81 percent of the new homes being constructed in 
Tidewater. Under the program, the builder warrants the 
house against delineated defects in the first year. He 
warrants, backed up by a national insurance company, 
the performance of the mechanical systems in the 
second year; and the national insuror warrants the 
house against major structural defeats for years eight 
through 10. 

The program protects the homeowner even in cases of 
builder default. Its unique conciliation and arbitration 
features, as a substitute for costly legal action, have 
earned it high praise from the Federal Trade 
Commission, consumer groups, and others. All builder 
members of TBA are now required to be or become 
members of HOW. 

In this particular conciliation, we went to Mr. and 
Mrs. Morgan's confortable, medium priced, three 
bedroom cedar home in the Kempsville area of Virginia 
Beach. The Morgans are a young couple; they have two 
small children and a dog, and like most first-time 
homeowners, they're worried about defeats in their new 
home. 

The Morgans filed a request for dispute settlement 
when they reached a point of impasse with the builder of 
their home on repairs they felt should have been . 
completed by now. The builder had responded to their 
initial complaint and done additional work on several 
occasions. The builder thought he'd done enough; 
however the Morgans still weren't happy. 

The first and main complaint they had centered 
-aioui id wa tei st ain s on the cedar boarding that made up 
the fascja, Pf. tta»J..f»rcplace The MWfNH.jraP4A.l9K....

living room and stared at the fireplace. A wavy water 
line indeed run across the width of the fireplace near the 
toweredge of the cedar facing. —- *~. — ■ 

The builder explained that he had sanded out the 
stains once, but that the water leak had been a difficult 
one to find and had taken several visits to correct. 

The conciliator called for some sandpaper and began 
sanding the stain. Once he was satisfied it would come 
out, he recommended that the builder sand out the stain 
as opposed to replacing the whole facing. Once the 
homeowners were assured that the sanded spots would 
soon mellow to match the remaining cedar in shading, 
they also agreed to the recommendation. 

From there we went outside to look at the chimney 
which also figured into the water leak. The builder had 
previously sent out a representative to repair the leak 
around the chimney, and in doing so, the workman had 
used several different colors of caulk on the chimney. 
Neither had he done the neatest of jobs. 

The conciliator climbed up on the roof, assessed the 
job, and suggested the builder replace the three cedar 
boards on the stack of the chimney and have dean beads 
of one color of caulk applied. There then followed a 
slight different of opinion about the nature of caulking. 
Mrs. Morgan expressed the belief that caulking might be 
a cover-up patch for faulty construction, the builders 
taking the position that caulking was a perfectly 
acceptable, standard waterproofing technique. The 
homeowners agreed to the proposed plan as did the 
builder. 

From there we went inside the garage where Mr. 
Morgan and the conciliator climbed up in the attic. This 
problem had a minor solution; a small hole needed to be 
repaired and some insulation stapled back in place. The 
builder added that to his list. 

Back inside again, the homeowner led us all into the 
kitchen where Mr. Morgan had a question about a 
vibration in the sink's sprayer, and Mrs. Morgan had a 
question about wallpapering the painted kitchen. The 
conciliator pointed out that the wallpaper topic was a 
contractual problem between the builder and the 
homebuyer and HOW could not enter into such 
contractual disputes. HOW could only investigate 
defects that arose from non-compliance with its 
approved building standards. 

The vibration problem dispatched, we followed the 
Morgans into the master bedroom where a question 
about cracks in the trim around the bedroom door was 
discussed. It as the conciliator's opinion that the trim 
splits were not due to poor building practices, but to a 
heavy weight being pushed against the door driving it 
back much further than would normally be the case. A 
► discussion of the nature of touch-up painting and the 
need for a new frost-proof cover for an (outside outlet 
ended the list. 

Mr. and Mrs. Morgan signed the conciliation 
agreement as did the builder, and the builder agreed to 
complete the work promptly. The inspection had taken 
less than an hour and Mr. and Mrs. Morgan seemed 
satisfied with the outcome. If, after the work has been 
completed, the Morgans are still unhappy, they may 



request arbitration, the results of which are binding on 
the builder. 

The local HOW program has had, in its five years and 
almost 10,000 protected homes, approximately 80 
conciliations and a half dozen arbitrations. 

How have the conciliations gone? "Most of them 
very well," says Steve McAnelly. "If you can just get 
the builder and homeowner together with a conciliator, 
then they can effectively communicate, and that's the 
most important part of settling any misunderstanding." 

Disputes most commonly arise, not when a builder 
refuses to come back and take care of problems, but 
when a builder and homeowner disagree as to the 
responsibility of the' problem. Many in the industry 
point out that many homeowners simply don't realize 
what accepted building practices today are. 

For instance, many homeowners feel that small 
cracks in concrete should mean entire new driveway 
aprons or patios. But if one examines the HOW 
approved building standards, it is clear that concrete 
cracking is part of the very nature of the product. 
Therefore some cracking is considered an industry 
"norm" . A difference in definitions and expectations.

Horticulturists from the 
Virginia Beach 

Department of 

Agriculture / Cooperative 
Extension Service remind 
Beach residents that soil 
testing is a very time 
consuming service and 
you can assist by getting 
samples in early this 
month. Many Beach 
residents will be 
establishing a fescue lawn 
in September or October. 
A soil test is a very useful 
tool, especially when 
applying lime to adjust the 
soilpH. 

How to take a soil 
sample: Using a trowel or 
shovel, make a vertical cut 
4 inches deep and push the 
soil aside. Cut a thin slice 
from the surface to 4 
inches deep. Place this in a 
clean container. This 
should be done in 4-6 
different areas. Mix the 
soil and bring Vi pint for 
testing. 

Where to take sample: 
Soil samples may be 
brought to the Extension 
office, or Research 
Station on Diamond 
Springs Road, or any 
Virginia Beach Library. 

Do not use glass 
containers for soil 
samples. 

Cabbages left in the 
garden after they mature 
should be bent to one side 
to break some of the roots 
and reduce cracking of the 
heads. .

White onions should be 
used first. They do not 
keep as well as the brown 
Ebenezer variety.

Improve your future 
garden whether it be 
vegetables or flowers by 
keeping records of how 
varieties produced in 
different locations of your 
yard. 

Seeds collected from 
hybrid varieties usually do 
not produce plants like 
their parents. To store 
seeds for next year, place

Picking your own or selecting your own fruits can 
be a profitable and pleasurable summer activity espe- 
cially with the wealth of acres of fruit trees and vine- 
yards within fairly easy access to Virginians. From 
now through the late summer months peaches, nectar- 
ines, early apples and grapes should be available. 

But before you go to any of the orchards and 
vineyards, make sure that you call first to find out 
picking times, varieties available and whether you'll 
need to supply your own containers for carrying the 
bounty home. With energy costs as they are, "dry 
run" trips can be ill-afforded. 

For peaches and nectarines, fruit that gives to an 
ever-so gentle palm pressure is ready for eating, So, 



When choosing early cooking apples, look for fruit 
that is free from bruises and other visible defects. 
These apples should also be clean and bright in 
appearance. When choosing these varieties of apples, 
maturity is no problem, since very mature fruit would 
be of little value.

Similar in taste to real 
lemonade, with tartness 
typical of an apple, sumac 
tea is a delicious summer 
drink made with berries, 
from wild sumac bushes. 

Sumac is a low, bushy 
plant that grows 
throughout the United 
States, Canada, and in 
many other places around 



the world. 

Two kinds of sumac 
grow in North America. 

You can purchase a wild 
plants guide as an aid to 
identification. 

One kind of sumac has 
red berries and is used to 
make the tea. 

The other, with greyish- 
white berries, is poisonous 
and should never be used 
as food in any form. 

Another distinctive 
difference between the 
two is that the good 
berries (red) grow on a 



stalk that stands straight 
up on the plant, while the 
poisonous (grey-white) 
berries grow on stems that 
droop. 

To make sumac tea, 
gather three clusters of red 
berries for each cup of 
water. 

Remove berries from 
the stem, crush them, and 
let them steep in the water 
for two minutes. 

Skim off the berries and 
strain the tea. Add sugar 
to taste. 



Sumac tea is also a 
pleasant winter drink. 

Pick berries in summer 
and let them dry. Treat the 
same way as for summer 
tea, only heat the liquid 
after it is strained. 

Never boil the berries, 
as this releases tannin and 
makes the tea bitter.

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Seasons set for migratory game birds 



Stinging nettles less plentiful this year 



By ED LEWIS 



The seasons and bag limits for the forthcoming 
migratory game bird season were established by the 
Commission of Game and Inland Fisheries during a 
meeting held in Richmond Friday, July 20. 

A split season for mourning doves will commence 
at noon September 8 and each day following, and 
end each day at sunset. The season will close on 
November 3. The second season for doves begins at 
noon on December 22 and each day following, and 
ends January 3, 1980. Bag limits for the dove season 
is 12 birds daily with 23 in possession. 

The season for rails (marsh hens) will open one-half 
hour before sunrise on September 8 and will terminate 
daily at sunset. The closing date for the season is 
November 16. The daily bag limits are IS per day for 
clapper and king rail with 30 in possession, and 25 per 
day for sora and Virginia rail with 25 in possession. 

If you have never hunted marsh hens (rails) you 
have been missing out on some fine shooting and 
excellent eating. Marsh hens are not difficult targets 
but their ungainly flight can make them deceptive 
targets as they are flushed from the marsh. Before the 
start of the season I will be giving you tips on rail 
hunting and tell you where to hunt them. If you are a 
new-comer to the sport, I will give you detailed 
instructions on how it all is done. 

On the fishing scene things are looking good. Jim 
Lewis at the Wachapreague Marina told me that over 
all the flounder are increasing in size and number. He 
said that Capt. Zed Lewis on the "Path Finder" put 
his party on 114 flounder and 34 grey trout. Hal 
Lynn, a regular visitor to Wachapreague, left the 
Marine Sunday at 8 a.m. and returned by 1 p.m. with 
93 flounder. That is some heavy action for a party of 
three. 

Offshore from Wachapreague, Capt. Ray Parker on 
the charter boat "Sea Bird" raised nine white martin 
and managed to boat three. An of the Eastern Shore 
seaside ports are yielding plenty of flounder, trout 
and croaker from Oyster to Chincoteague. 

On Sunday the croaker and spot fishing' was 
excellent in the area of the Chesapeake Bay Bridge- 
Tunnel. Just north of the fourth island at York Spit 
channel bouy #14 boats were catching their share of 
spot and croaker, too. Anglers around the islands of 
the bridge tunnel tautof were noting an increase in the 
number, of fish they were boating. One boat passed 
me at the entrance to Little Creek and held up a 
tautog that must have weighed about eight pounds. 

In talking with some of the charter boat captains it 
was obvious that this weekend had definitely been one 
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IrTthe most productive for spot and croaker, so you 
might want to give them a try. < 

On the fishing piers* ahanga" area! 
Charlie Cashman at the Lynnhaven pier told me that 
during the day things are steady but not heavy. At 
night the pier is yielding plenty of spot and grey trout 
(pan size). Charlie told me that they are catching the 
trout on small shad rigs, but that the rigs are in short 
supply on the pier at this time. He does have some 
more on order so you might want to call to see if he 
has any before going down there. If he doesn't, any 
of the area tackle shops should be able to help you 
and you could still get down there and eaten a few 
trout. 

On the Sea Gull pier Scott Prichard told me that 
they are catching plenty of flounder, spot and 
croaker. They are also bringing in a few trout and 
shark. On Saturday an unidentified angler caught a 20 
lb. cobia and another angler hung one and played it 
for 45 minutes before his line broke. So you might 
want to give one of these fighters a try. 

The off-shore boats out of the DAM Marina are 
doing well. As I told you last week the tuna are just 
about gone but the marlin are picking up the slack. 
Bill Tiswell on the "Tern" caught three white marlin 
and released two. Tony Tomafse on the "Corgello" 
caught one on Sunday. 

Down at Rudee Inlet at the Virginia Beach Sports 
Fishing Center, off-shore boats had a good weekend. 
Jennifer Dennis told me that the boats were bringing 



back plenty of sea bass from the wrecks and also fair 
catches of wahoo and king mackerel. Jennifer had 
these citation reports for me this weekend: Brad 
Sirfert caught a 55 lb. white marlin, Morgan Trimyer 
Jr. of Norfolk caught a 50 pounder and Gary Wilkens 
caught a 58 lb. white marlin. Abo, they had two sea 
bass citations: John Price caught a 5 lb. 4 oz. trophy 
and Chuch Harris landed a 5 lb. 2 oz. sea bass. 
Jennifer had one citation wahoo to report and that 
was a 32 lb. 8 oz. beauty caught by Wilson H. Marble 
Jr. of Norfolk. 

The Virginia Beach Anglers Club held its fifth 
annual small boat marlin tournament Saturday and 
Sunday at the Fisherman's Wharf in Virginia Beach. 
A total of 68 boats, which had to be 26 feet or under, 
entered. Winners were: 1st place, the "Sea Dance," 
which caught three white marlin and released them; 
2nd place, the "Rip Tide," which caught and released 
three marlin; and most outstanding catch, the 
"Courageous," a 67 lb! citation wahoo. A total of 32 
white marlin were caught and released, as well as 
many tuna and wahoo. 

Down at Nags Head things are still a little slow. 
The water is crystal clear which is great for diving or 
swimming but for surf fishing it is not the best 
condition. Milton at Tatem's Bait and Tackle Shop 
told me that there are plenty of small croaker in the 
sound but you need a boat to get to them. There were 
also a few flounder being caught in the surf between 
Oregon Inlet and Ramp 6 but they are small and the^ 
action is not steady. Milton told me that boats troling 
for blues in the inlet are picking up Taylor blues but 
very few are being caught from the beach. 

On the fresh water scene things are looking good. 
Otis at the Northwest River Campgrounds had a 
couple of fair catches for me this week. He told me 
that Rev. Ivey Carter caught 20 bass and released all 
but eight on Friday. On Saturday C.R. Walter caught 
eight catfish, 12 bream and 10 crappie. Sunday H.S. 
Gale of Chesapeake caught 30 catfish and Jim 
Ritenour of Chesapeake caught 30 bream, one of 

which was a 1 lb. 1 oz. citation. - — 

With the rising cost of fuel and the hot and 
humid days we've been having, a night fishing trip to 
one of the area piers can be a relaxing and enjoyable 
way to vent your frustrations. Pier fishing is not an 
expensive venture and you don't need to be an avid 
angler to have a good time and prosperous trip. If 
you call ahead you can learn what is biting and what 
type of tackle you will need. If you need bait, most of 
the piers have bait and tackle shops that will help you 
get started. Once you are on the pier it is no problem 
to find so meone w ho is wi lling t o help and teach you 

few tricks. 



The abundance of 
stinging nettles in Chesa- 
peake Bay this year is 
considerably lower than 
normal, according to ob- 
servations by VIMS 
scientists. A combination 
of natural weather-related 
phenomena appears to 
have caused the decline. 

The unusually large 
amount of rainfall, ac- 
companied by lower- 
than-normal temperatures 
during May delayed deve- 
lopment of plankton 
upon which sea nettles 
feed, according to Dr. 
Paul Zubkoff . The senior 
marine scientist heads jel- 
lyfish studies at VIMS. 

Sea nettles (Chrysaora 
quinquecirrha) have a 
unique life cycle. The 
medusa, a bell-shaped 
form with long tentacles, 
is the stage commonly 
observed during the hot 
summer months July and 
August. Most of the year 
the -polyp stage, a tiny 
aneomone-like form 

attached to shells and 
other bottom debris is 
unobserved. When the 
water warms in spring- 
time, usually April, 
polyps produce a dozen 



or more epfayra, a small 
form which feeds on 
plankton in the water and 
grow into the large 
medusa stage, according 
to Zubkoff. 

"Destruction of the 
plankton in the breeding 
grounds apparently 
starved many of the eph- 
yra, a particularly frail 
form of the nettle," said 
Zubkoff. 

Polyps produce ephyra 
during summer, but the 
process is progressively 
slower each time. Fewer 
ephyra are produced, and 
those occurring later are 
less likely to survive. 

"The first and most 
prolific production of 
ephyra could have been 
hurt by heavy rains and 
cold temperatures in 
May. Either cold weather 
or freshwater pollution of 
the nettle's saltwater 
spawning grounds would 
reduce the plankton 
population and starve the 
faril intermediate stage 
between polyp and 
medusa," explained Zub- 
koff.

Some fish are swim- 
ming these days with 
small ultrasonic trans- 
mitters implanted in their 
bodies. 

Biologists are using the 
radios to find out more 
about fish behavior, and 
they're learning some 
interesting things. 

One research project 
reported involved placing 
transmitters in 29 large- 
mouth, smallmoul 
spotted black bass in a 
I«u»ess/eeJake>„,. 7fTn ,? 

Among other things, 
biologists ~~ wanted to 
determine the relationship 
between fish movement 
and such things as water 
surface temperature, 
barometric pressure, 
water levels, cloud cover- 
age and water turbidity. 

Of all the variables, the 
study showed that only 
water surface temperature 



was associated with 
major fish movement. 

An intensive creel cen- 
sus of anglers showed 
that the per-hour catch 
rate of black bass rose 
between major movement 
periods, indicating that 
fish movement and the 
lack of angler success are 
related. 

Most fish movements 
occurred in daylight 
were associa- 
ted with water surface 
temperatures bet ween , 52 
and 75 degrees Farenheit. 

The various fish 
species, when released 
together, went their 
separate ways. • 

Smalimouth bass 
traveled the farthest from 
the release site, with 
some fish going more 
than 3,000 feet. 

Largemouth bass 
seldom ventured more 
than 1,200 feet away. 
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more are expected until 
about the third week in 
August. However, num- 
bers are expected to be 
far below the heavy den- 
sities recorded in 1969 
and 1975. 

Another jellyfish of 
Chesapeake Bay, the 
"moon Jelly" (Aurelia 
aurita) has also been 
affected, by the cool, wet 
spring and is expected to 
appear in lower-than-nor- 
mal densities. It is saucer- 
shaped with cloverleaf 
markings on its topsides 
and has short tentacles. 
Its sting is much less 
bothersome to bathers 
than that of the nettle.

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How to shape a sharp hook 



Most fishermen 
wrongly assume that a 
lure's hooks are sharp 
when they're new. 

In some cases, perhaps, 
but most hooks are mass- 
produced and never 
receive the kind of 
sharpening needed to 
make them effective. 

Many anglers never 
bother to check hooks for 
sharpness, much less 
attempt to sharpen them 
after they've been used. 

The importance of 
sharp hooks is better 
understood by realizing 
that it takes three to four 
times as much force to 
sink the barb of a dull 
hook as it does a properly 
sharpened one. 

The sharpening method 
used by Fishing experts is 
easy to learn and will add 
greatly to your success. 

It calls for shaping Ac 
hook into a triangle with 
two sharp edges for better 
penetration. 



The tools needed are a 
jeweler's file and a piece 
of 180-grit carborundum 
paper. 

Begin filing at the barb, 
on top, stroking toward 
the point on one side of 
the hook. Form a flat, 
beveled edge sloping 
toward the rounded 
underside of the hook. 

Do the same on the 
other side of the hook, 
always working toward 
the point. 

Complete the 

sharpening job by forming 
the point of the hook into 



a horizontal oval with the 
carborundum paper. 

Test the hook's 
sharpness holding it 
upside down by the eye, 
running the point across a 
fingernail. A dull hook 
slides easily, a sharp hook 
grabs and leaves a scratch 
on the nail.

posted, it should be 

reported to the state or a 

local Consumer Affairs 

Office. 

On July 1, 1979, the 
Virginia Auto Repair 
Facilities Act went into 
effect throughout 
Virginia. This law gives 
the Virginia auto repair 
customer the same 
consumer rights that 
consumers have had in 
Maryland and 

Washington, DC. for 
some time, said Farmer. 

According to the 
Virginia law, if the 



consumer requests a 
written estimate, including 
description ^)f the 
problem, separate 
estimated costs for labor 
and parts as well as an 
estimated time of 
completion, it must be 
provided by the shop. 
Final costs for repair jobs 
cannot be more than 10 
percent above the estimate 
without the consumer's 
final approval. 

"This will help prevent 
unexpected eflarg« and 
unapproved- work", 
Farmer noted. The law 
also required the shop to 



provide a detailed final 
bill indicating the work 
performed and charges for 
parts and labor separately 
stated. Replaced parts 
must be offered to the 
consumer as well. 

This law is applicable to 
all repair jobs costing 
more than S25. The auto 
repair shops can charge a 
reasonable fee for the 
estimate only if it is 
quoted in advance. Any 
estimate fees or limits on 
hours when estimates will 
be prepared must be 
included on the 
"Consumer Rights" sign.

Leadership training program is 
in progress for teach students 

The sixth edition of a unique leadership training 
program is underwdy this week at Virginia Wesleyan 
College as students from the Virginia Beach secondary 
schools assemble for student activity conferences and 
leadership workshops, according to William S. Peachy, 
recently appointed supervisor of student activities for 
the school system. 

The three-week workshop, the first city-wide program 
of its kind in the country, will offer the yoifhg student 
leaders concentrated courses in leadership skills, 
including assembly organization, publicity, philosophy 
of student activities, parliamentary procedure, fund- 
raising activities, community resources, officer duties 
.and responsibilities and communication skills. 

Coordinating the three-week program is Diane 
Derrick, student activities assistant for Virginia Beach 
schools, who has been involved with the workshops 
since their beginning in 1974. 

"This program is important," Derrick says, "because 
we are not all born leaders. We began a program to help 
train inexperienced and experienced student officers or 
other interested students in the art of leadership. The 
potential for leadership is present in so many students 
but often goes untapped because of lack of training, 
encouragement or experience." 

During the early years of this program, the training 
was limited to students at Cox High School where Jerry 
Deviney served as director of student activities. In 1974 
began the first attempt at creating a city-wide program. 
Funded by the Virginia Beach School Board and under 
Deviney's direction, the first year's pilot program was 
successful, and workshop officials have expanded the 
program each year, from the original one week for high 
school seniors to the present three-week session. 

Last year was Deviney's final year as coordinator of 
the workshop, as he left the position of supervisor of 
student activities to assume his new job as principal of 
Bayside High School on July 1. The workshop will 
continue as a project of the Student Activities Office of 
the Virginia Beach Public Schools, under the 
supervision of Peachy. Working with Derrick this 
summer are Nancy Fowlkes and Terre Ittner, 
coordinators for the junior and senior high workshops.

possible for operators to own their own cabs. 

He said that two companies at the Beach have a 
virtual monopoly and all the drivers are employees who 
get 40 percent of the fares while the owner gets 60 
percent. If the owner drove his own cab he would make 
more and still charge less. 

The only obstacles to owner-operated cabs are the 
need for dispatching services and the high insurance 
rates. 

With a regional system the fare-and-a-half charge for 
rides between cities would be eliminated, he said. 

The newly-approved rates call for a fare-and-a-half 
charge by the Virginia Beach companies for the first 
time. Norfolk, Chesapeake and Portsmouth companies 
have charged a fare and a half between cities. 

Others fares were increased from 79 cents to one 
dollar for the first one-eighth mile compared to 80 cents 
in Norfolk and Chesapeake and 60 cents in Portsmouth;

An increase in cab fares in Virginia Beach approved 
by City Council Monday afternoon make them the 
highest in Tidewater. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury said that the 
increase is necessary primarily because of the increase in 
gas costs - almost 60 percent more since Feburary when 
the last increase was approved. 

The worsening financial condition in the cab business 
and the confusing differences in rates in the adjoining 
Tidewater cities may eventually lead to the 
establishment of a regional taxicab board under the 
Tidewater Transportation District Commission, 
Hanbury said. 

Edward Piliis, president of the Taxicab Drivers 
Association which opposed the increase, also said that a 
regional taxicab system is needed. 

In promoting owner-operated cabs, he said that a 
regional system can provide dispatching services, gas, 
towing, insurance and rental cabs which would make it 



Land Use Plan forecasts future Beach development 



Virginia Beach residents nibbled away at the 
proposed Comprehensive Land Use Plan for more 
than two hours Monday afternoon, but still left most 
of the 194 page plan intact. 

Most criticism was leveled at: 

•The continued industrial labeling of Burton's 
Station, a black residential community which wants to 
remain residential. 

•Failure of the plan to recommend that Sandpiper 
Road in Sandbridge be developed as a 60-foot rather 
than a 90-foot road as shown in the Master Street and 
Highway Plan. Sandbridge residents maintain that the . 
only need for a 90-foot road would be to provide 
access to False Cape Park. The residents have 
consistently opposed using the area as access. 

•The use of an "arbitrary line" between boroughs 
to divide agricultural use from residential use. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury said that he 
would delete from the proposed plan any road that 
could possibly be used as an access to False Cape 
Park. Instead, the city will study all possible 
alternates for access and report later with recommen- 
dations. 

The city will also consider recommending that the 
Planning Commission review the possibility of re- 
zoning Burton's Station from industrial to residential 
use. Residents were also advised that they could apply 
directly for rezoning. 

Mrs. Reba McClanan suggested that the plan be 
reviewed in two years and that a review date be 
incorporated in the plan. She said that Fairfax County 
attributes its AAA bond rating to an annual review of 
its plan. 

She also suggested the city print on both sides of 
the paper in preparing the final plan to save money 
and to reduce the size of the plan, and to incorporate 



directions on how to use the plan. 

City Planner Robert Scott said that once the plan is 
approved, council decisions conforming to the plan 
will carry more weight in court because the document 
is "not capricious or arbitrary." 

The plan is to be used as a guide to physical 
development in the city for the next five to eight year 
period, no down zoning is recommended, and the 
plan is flexible, he said. 

Councilman Reid Ervin remarked that "the things 
that got us into trouble in the past (were not our 
reliance on a plan) but our inconsistencies." 

Ray Shuamn, chairman of the planning and zoning 
committee of the Council of Civic Organizations, said 
the CCO approved the plan and commended the staff. 

Isaac Herbert, president of the Burton Station Civic 
League, said that an industrial designation will 
"prevent us from participating in the Community 
Development Program," although Burton's Station 



has been identified as a prime target area. 

He said that 88 residents signed a petition in May 
1977 requesting the neighborhood be restored to its 
original residential zoning. 

Burton's Station has lived under the shadow of 
possible expansion by the Norfolk International 
Airport. Although the property is in Virginia Beach, 
the Norfolk Port and Industrial Authority has the 
power to condemn land needed for the airport. 

John L. Perry, speaking for the people of Burton's 
Station, said the property has been zoned industrial 
"since Princess Anne County. People will hold on to 
it (the land)." He said that if the houses were 
improved the property would be less likely to go 
industrial. 

The property was left industrial in the plan because 
of the airplane noise, Mayor Patrick L. Standing said. 

Perry said that the people have been there for 100

Beach parking 

Towing charges 
scrutinized 
by city officials 

Virginia Beach is thinking about clamping a ceiling on 
towing charges originating on private property. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury said that next week 
he would recommend ordinance changes which would 
limit towing charges to $35 at night and $30 in the 
daytime, the same limits now imposed on towing of 
illegally parked cars from city property. 

At present towers called by property owners to tow 
away illegally parked cars from private property can 
charge whatever they wish. 

When rates are considered exhorbitant - $50 to $70 
were mentioned - by the luckless car owners, Hanbury 
said, the effect is detrimental to the city's image of 
welcoming people to the resort. 

He said that although the towers would be called to 
private property, they would come under city regulation 
because they have to use the public right of way. 

At an informal meeting of council Monday, Hanbury 
suggested top charges of $40 and $30 but asked council 
to reach a consensus on the limits resulting in the $35- 
$25 recommendation. _________ 

City Attorney Dale Bimson said that court decisions 
in other states found that municipalities can legally 
regulate rates of businesses using the city streets. 

The proposed ordinance also requires that a sign be 
displayed on private property announcing that 
illegally parked cars will be towed, prescribing the size 
of the lettering and requiring reflective paint be used. 

Vice Mayor Dr. J. Henry McCoy Jr. said that he had 
heard that one lot on Pacific Avenue displayed no sign 
until it was filled with cars which were then towed away. 

Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorf said that some 
people put tip no parking sighs in front of private 
residences although public parking is permitted. The 
people don't-Jtnow whether some signs are legitimate or 
not, she said. 

Hanbury said that the parking lot at the Arts and 
Conference Center now under construction will provide 
an additional 1000 parking places with a shuttle bus 
service to take people to the beach front. He said that 
the buses will be "unique" and designed especially for 
the Beach. 

He also said that he had no recommendations on the 
disposition of the present Convention Hall, the Dome, 
after the new center is completed. He said that local 
organizations that use the center have asked that they be 
allowed to continue using it. 



Price of 'good will' 
is high, city discovers 



The City of Virginia 
Beach has planned to 
spend approximately 
$64,000 in a 

demonstration of good 
will toward its citizens, 
but may just end up by 
paying more to keep that 
good will. 

Remember when 

council decided to pick up 
the tab until July 1 on a 
water rate increase 
charged by Norfolk? 

The idea was that the 
increase - 4.2 cents per 
1000 gallons - would not 
be reflected on Virginia 
Beach bills until July 1 
although the Norfolk 
increase on its water rates 
to Virginia Beach went 
into effect April 1 . 

Some people thought 
that menat they would be 
charged at the old rates in 
bills received July 1 or 
later so that they would 
get to use water during 
May and June at the old 
rates because the bill was 
received on July 1 or later. 

Their idea was that any 
water consumed before 
July 1 would be at the old 
rates. 

That's not what the 
ordinance said, Hanbury 
told council Monday 
afternoon. 

But because there was a 
misunderstanding and 
because that good will is 
important, Hanbury said 



the Utilities Department 
would pro-rate the fees 
and use the old rates for a 
period equal to pre- July 
dates on July bills on 
which users were charged 
the increased rates. 

This should make 
natives less restive, 
perhaps, and the city a 
little poorer because, 
Hanbury pointed out, 
people use more water in 
the summer months. 

Hanbury said, however, 
that the city wants the 
people to pay their bills 
when they're due. 
Otherwise a penalty will 
have to be imposed.

Family violence has 
been called a problem that 
won't go away. It's 
become an increasing 
concern for mental health 
and social services 
workers who deal with it 
every day. 

In 1977-78, for 
instance, the Virginia 
Bureau of Protective 
Services handled 7,967 
founded complaints of 
child abuse-neglect. 

Statistics on spouse abuse 
are less readily available, 
but an estimated 30 
percent of all couples in 
the nation experience at 
least one episode of 
violence. About 25 
percent of all murders in 
the U.S. occur within the 
family, and 50 percent of 
these are husband-wife 
killings, according to FBI 
uniform crime reports. 

A new Virginia Tech

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'Floating ambulance' provides service to boaters

Many times efforts are made to make our 
waterways safe, and often these efforts are taken for 
granted because you pay taxes for that service. I am 
speaking of the Coast Guard and the area police 
boats. 

However, in the Tidewater area other efforts are 
taking place to make it safer for watersportsmen to 
enjoy the bay. This service, sponsored by a private 
organization, is the WCMS Maria* Patrol. 

I have seen this boat on the bay many times and 
heard it on the radio but never really knew what its 
exact function was. I have heard its fishing reports 
and knew that it gave assistance to some disabled 
craft, but I recently discovered the real capabilities of 
this orange and white crusader that travels about the 
bay from one fishing hotspot to another. 

Last Sunday I was a guest on the WCMS Marine 
Patrol Boat. I figured it was a good way to spend a 
day off and just relax. Sometimes I find it very hard 
to relax when I am captain of my boat and have the 
responsibility of insuring the safety of the fishing 
party aboard. 

At approximately 8 a.m. I arrived at the boat at 
Little Creek. I was in the company of Dennis Hodge, 
who was the cardiac technician assigned to the boat 
for that day. Dennis and I have been friends for a 
long time so I knew I wouldn't be among strangers all 
day. Dennis is a cardiac technician — EMT with the 
City of Norfolk and moonlights on weekends with the 
WCMS Marine Patrol. 

We were greeted on the boat by Captain Tony 
Scrudato. He is licensed by the Coast Guard as a 
captain and before the day was out he not only 
demonstrated his superior boat handling, but also his 
ability to make repairs to keep the boat in operating 
condition. 

Once aboard, Dennis began to show me the boat. I 
was amazed at the amount of radio and medical aid 
equipment aboard. 

Dennis had a checklist, which he asked me to assist 
him with, that covered every piece of first aid 
equipment aboard. If a first aid item is not in its 
proper place, it is specified on the list so the item can 
be restocked. There are hundreds of items on the list 
that are needed for treatment of cases from minor 
injuries to childbirth. It must have taken 30 minutes 
to complete the list. 

Then all the radios had to be tested. That's not an 
easy job on this boat. The radio equipment includes 
four Citizen Band radios, two VHF Marine radios, 
one company radio, two Rescue radios [for Norfolk 
and "Virginia Beach rescue

emergency room can monitor a patient's heart beat on 
the boat. The CB radios are used to monitor small 
boats on Channel 9 that don't have VHF marine 
radios aboard. The VHF marine radios put the 
Marine Patrol in direct contact with the Coast Guard 
and other larger vessels. 

Once the radios were checked, Dennis took me on 
deck and showed me a wire basket stretcher that was 
secured next to a davit. He said the davit is used to 
swing the stretcher over the side to a victim in the 
water or another boat. I have to admit I was really 
impressed. 1 had no idea that this boat was equipped 
to do so much. 

By this time I was eager to meet the man who put 

together this floating ambulance and was responsible 

for its efficient operation. From hearing him on the 

radio I had built a mental picture of him as a heavy 

set man, balding, with an overbearing personality. I 

had been constantly looking up the pier for a man to 

fit this description and hardly noticed the attractive 

couple walking toward me until the were boarding the 

boat. 
Here I was, face to face with a middle-aged man, 

slender, a head full of neatly cut graying hair, with a 

smile and handshake that make you feel that you were 

truly welcome aboard his boat. I am not sure if it was 

Dennis's introduction or my reading his name tag that 

made me realize that this was George Cramp. I had 

been completely caught off guard. 

Crump was accompanied by an attractive young 
lady, Debby Burr, who is the evening disc-jocky on 
WCMS radio station. Like me, Debby was a 
passenger for the ride, as was Wyndham Curies, a 
local marine parts dealer. 

After the introductions had taken place and a check 



had been made of the twin 250 Chrysler marine 
engines (that power the 34 ft. Silverton) and the other 
equipment necessary for its safe operation, we got 
underway. 

First we cruised the area of the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge Tunnel and then north to Buoy 14 in the York 
Spit Channel. The emergency and marine radios were 
constantly monitored and a close eye kept for boats in 
distress. Occasionally a call would come in for a boat 
needing a tow. Crump explained that unless it was an 
emergency or they were heading in that general 
direction they would let the Coast Guard Auxiliary or 
a civilian boat take the tow, because if they did their 
paramedics would not be available to assist if an 
emergency arose. This was a logical answer. 

During the course of the day, Crump relieved 
Captain Scrudato at the helm and proved himself 
capable of handling the boat. In addition to being 
able to handle the boat and the owner of a very 
successful radio station, Crump is a licensed EMT- 
Paramedic with the State of Virginia. He assists the 
paramedic on board when an emergency arises. 

The day was uneventful. We cruised along the 
oceanfront at Virginia Beach and back into the bay. 
Each half hour Crump gave a radio broadcast, which 
included the fishing news and weather conditions on 
the bay. Around 3 p.m. we received a severe 
thunderstorm forecast and decided to take the boat 
back to port. 

As we were entering Little Creek we spotted a 
fisherman in a 10 ft. sailboat with a bloody rag 
wrapped around his hand. I thought I was finally 
going to get to see this floating medical team in 
action. Captain Scrudato skillfully maneuvered the 
boat up to the smaller craft stern first, and Dennis 
assisted the injured fisherman aboard for treatment. 

The fisherman had stabbed himself in the hand 
while cutting bait and it appeared to be fairly serious. 
Dennis and Crump carefully cleaned and dressed the 
wound. The fisherman was advised that he should get 
follow-up medical attention, but he decided that since 
they had stopped the bleeding he might as well stay 
and fish. So he returned to his boat and we proceeded 
on to port. 

This was only a minor injury that the WCMS 
Marine Patrol was able to assist. Had this been a 
heart attack or broken bone, I am sure that these men 
could handle the situation. Being an avid waterman, I 
can really appreciate the service that this boat renders. 
I commend them for efforts to assist the Coast 
Guard, Coast Guard Auxiliary, and area Marine 
Policthunaking our waterways safer. . 

Getting on with some of the fishing news, April 
Mason at the Wachapreag ue Marina told me that they

catches of crab are being brought in. Early this 
summer it was hard to locate a spot where you could 
catch all the fish you wanted but now it seems that 
the spot and croaker are everywhere. 

Down at Rndee Inlet at the Virginia Beach Sports 
Fishing Center, Pat McGhee told me that the off 
shore fishing is still going strong. She said that boats 
are coming in with plenty of dolphin, wahoo and 
white martin. Pat had the following citations to 
report:

April told me that most of the seaside channels from 
Mogothy Bay to Chincoteague are also yielding plenty 
of flounder and croaker. 

In the area of the Bay Bridge-Tunnel both deep 
water channels between the islands are yielding plenty 
of large flounder. Around the rocks the tautog are 
becoming more abundant and in the area of both 
channels spot and croaker are plentiful. Off Chesa- 
peake Beach and Ocean View drift fishermen are also 
catching plenty of spot and croaker. 

The fishing piers are also reporting an increase in 
the amount of spot and croaker being taken and large

$50,000 of the City's 4th year (1978-79) funds under 
Title -I of the Housing and Community Development 
Act of 1974, reauthorized by Congress and amended as 
of 1977. The request and certification for the release of 
funds pertains to the Acquisition of Real Property 
activity. 

The scope and activities involved in the Acquisition 
of Real Property activity entail the following: 

1) using funds to obtain "Utility Easements" where 
necessary to install badly needed water/sewer systems in 
Community Development target areas; 2) using funds to 
obtain drainage easements; 3) acquiring property for 
"Right-of-Ways" to provide target neighborhoods with 
effective street improvements; 4) acquiring property for 
utility pumping stations; and 5) any other Community 
Development activities needing property for the purpose 
of easements, acquisitions, dedications, etc. 

The City of Virginia Beach will undertake the project 
described above with Block Grant funds from the U.S. 
Department of HUD under Title I of the Housing and 
Community Act of 1974, reauthorized by Congress and 
amended as of 1977. The City of Virginia Beach is 
certifying to HUD that the City of Virginia Beach and 
George L. Hanbury, in his official capacity as City 
Manager, consent to accept the jurisdiction of the 
Federal courts if an action is brought to enforce the 
jurisdiction of the Federal courts if an action is brought 
to enforce responsibilities in relation to environmental 
reviews, decision making, and action; and- that these 
responsibilities have been satisfied. The legal effect of 
this certification is that upon its approval, the City 
Virginia Beach may use the Block Grant funds, 
HUD will have satisfied its responsiblities under 
National Environmental Policy Act of 1969. HUD will 
accept an objection to its approval of the release of 
funds and acceptance of the certification only if it is on 
one of the following bases: A) that the certification 
was not in fact executed by the chief executive officer of 
the applicant; or B) that applicant's environmental 
review record for the activity indicates omission of a 
required decision, finding, or step applicable to the 
project in the environmental review process. Objections 
must be prepared and submitted in accordance with the 
required procedure (Title 24, Code of Federal 
Regulations, Part 58), and may be addressed to HUD at 
701 East Franklin Street, Richmond, Virginia 23219.

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New towns belly-up 

Bills for the undelivered goods of Lyndon Johnson's 
Great Society keep coming in. The Department of 
Housing and Urban Development admits it is going to 
"take a bath" — a $29 million loss — on another of the 
subsidized new communities inspired by a visionary act 
of Congress in 1968. 

That's the amount the federal government provided 
in grants and loan guarantees to start Soul City, N.C., a 
would-be community 50 miles north of Raleigh. After 
10 years it has attracted a grand total of 33 families, and 
HUD has decided there is no hope it will go any further. 
Eight of the 13 "new towns" started by HUD under 
the 1968 act have gone belly-up and the program has 
been quietly abandoned. 

Johnson saw the planned, subsidized towns as 
"communities of tomorrow... self-contained with light 
industry, shops, schools, hospitals, shops, schools, 
hospitals, homes, apartments and open spaces." That 
describes a lot of American communities, and we need 
more of them. But it is people on the local scene who 
make them happen, not distant planners with a pipeline 
into the U.S. Treasury. 

It has cost the federal taxpayer $150 million in losses 
so far to find out that the New Community program 
was not going to work. In the words of William White, 
the HUD official who has been wrestling with it, and 
lost, l he experience was "sad, painful and expensive."

Recreation leadership 

The Virginia Beach campus offers a two-year 
Associate in Applied Science degree in the field of 
Recreation Leadership. The program is designed to 
prepare graduates for careers in a variety of public and 
private recreation programs. 

Graduates may find employment in municipal and 
school recreation programs, amusement facilities or 
resorts, industrial recreation programs, therapeutic 
(medical) recreation programs, correctional facilities, 
private recreation facilities, or the armed services. 

Among the job possibilities are positions as 
Recreation Center Supervisor or Director; Recreation 
Leader; Camp Leader; Playground Leader; Recreation 
Program Director or Aide; Recreation Sports Director; 
or Arts and Crafts Specialist. 

Jim Cutchins, who heads the Recreation Leadership 
program, emphasizes that one does not have to be an 
athlete to enter the program, since emphasis is in the 
area of leadership and not in the skills themselves. For 
example, a course might teach students how to organize 
a tennis match without requiring them to set foot on a 
tennis court. There are courses which include 
participation in activities, however. 

Studies include practical experience in camping and 
outdoor living; a knowledge of arts and crafts; 
techniques of leadership and methods of planning and 
implementing recreational programs. 

One aspect of the curriculum which many students 
find attractive is a coordinated internship program 
which places students as volunteer workers in arty of the 
eight agencies of the community which provide 
recreational services. Such experience benefits the 
students doubly. They have an opportunity to serve in 
leadership capacities in their career fields, and they earn 
college credit for the experience. In addition, a number 
of students have turned their volunteer experiences into 
paying jobs after graduation, either continuing in the 
same job or in a different position within the 
organization. 

Students completing the Recreation Leadership 
curriculum may elect to continue in a four-year 
program. The TCC curriculum is designed to benefit 
either students who decide to enter the field immediately 
after graduation or those who wish to continue their 
studies.

Trial work period for disabled 

Many disabled people who want to try to work in 
spite of a severe medical condition can continue to 
receive their Social Security checks during a trial work 
period of up to nine months. 

Trial work periods are designed to give disabled 
people a chance to test their ability to work and hold a 
job. For this reason not all months in which disabled 
people work are counted as months of trial work. 

Only months in which a disabled person is employed 
and earns more than $50 count as months of trial work. 
Or, if a disabled person is self-employed, only months 
in which he or she has net earnings of more than $30 or 
devotes more than 15 hours to the business count as 
months of trial work. 

After a disabled person has worked in nine different 
months— a complete trial work period— Social Security 
will review the person's job performance. If Social 
Security decides that the disabled person is able to do 
substantial gainful work, benefits will be stopped after 
an adjustment period of three months. 

But, benefits will continue if Social Security finds, 
after reviewing a disabled person's job performance in a 
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trial work period, that he or she is still unable to do 
substantial gainful work. 

Of course, if a person's condition improves so that it 
is no longer disabling, benefits would be stopped after a 
three month adjustment period, even though the trial 
work period might not be over. 

Disabled people should notify Social Security if they 
begin working. Their work activity may show that they 
have recovered from their disability, and if that is the 
case, they may be asked to submit evidence that they are 
still disabled. 

A trial work period ends after the disabled person has 
done work in nine different months or when he or she 
■recovers from the disability, whichever comes first. 

The nine months of trial work need not be 
consecutive; they may be separated by months, or even 
years, in which the disabled person does no work at all. 

Some disabled people are not eligible for trial work 
periods. Generally this includes disabled widows, 
widowers, surviving divorced wives, people disabled by 
blindness, and people who become disabled a second 
time in less than five yean. Special rules apply to these 
people and they should cfieck with their Social Security 
office for specific details. 

If you have questions about trial work periods, 
contact your local Social Security office. The people 
there will be glad to help you in any way they can.

Tips on moving

Each year one in almost Five Virginia Beach and 
Chesapeake families changes its address. Whether it be 
a move across the street to a large house, or across the 
country to take a new job, moving your household 
possessions requires careful planning. 

You should try to plan your move at least four to six 
weeks ahead of time. This is especially important during 
the summer months when 60 percent of all moves take 
place. The First and last days of the month are 
particularly busy ones. 

If you are not in the military services, you have a 
number of important decisions to make, one of which is 
choosing a moving firm. Don't just pick the lowest 
bidder. Begin by asking your friends who they have used 
in the past. Check with the Better Business Bureau. If 
you are moving across state lines, check with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

There are about 12,000 moving and storage 
companies in the United States. They can be divided 
into three basic categories: interstate or long-distance 
moving firms, intrastate movers, and local movers. 

All interstate moving firms are regulated by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. The cost of all 
interstate moves is determined by the weight of your 
household goods and the distance of the move, plus any 
special services such as packing, unpacking and storage. 

Intrastate movers -• those firms that operate within 
one state - are usually regulated by a state agency. 
; Local movers, on the other hand, usually operate 
without any governmental regulations. They usually 
charge a flat rate or by the hour. 

If you are not military or eligible for a subsidized 
move, you can save a lot of money by doing your own 
packing and unpacking. Choose medium-sized, sturdy 
boxes or buy containers from your mover. Some 
appliances require special service prior to moving, 
particularly some types of television sets and stereos and 
most washing machines. You should arrange this in 
advance with your appliance dealer or mover. 

If you are making a long distance move across state 
lines, your mover is required to furnish you with an ICC 
booklet titled "Summary of Information for-Shippers 
bf HousehNaOdbdf*. >tth«M IheMgMMs apply 
only to interstate moves, the booklet contains many 



valuable moving tips even if your move is a local one. It 
is available for $1 from the Superintendent of 
Documents, U.S. Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D.C. 20402. 
Among the points in the booklet: 

• If requested, an interstate mover is required to give 
you a written estimate of what your shipment will weigh 
and how much it will cost to move. Payment must be 
made in cash, certified check, money order, traveler's 
check or cashier's check before your shipment is 
unloaded at your new home. If the actual charge 
exceeds the estimate by more than 10 percent, you have 
IS working days to pay thrrernainder. 

• The weight of your goods is determined by weighing 
the moving van before and after loading your shipment. 
The difference is the weight of your shipment. The ICC 
recommends watching this process, although it may not 
always be convenient. 

• Do not pack money, jewelry, or important papers. 
The mover may not be liable for valuable personal 
items. Be sure refrigerators and freezers are not only 
empty but thoroughly dry. Any moisture may cause 
odor damage. Dispose of any flammable materials 
including oily rags, dust mops, matches, paint, 
ammunition, and aerosol cans. Your mover cannot 
accept them. 

• When the mover arrives to pick up your jjoods, the 
driver or someone representing the company will make 
an inventory of all the articles to be shipped. Notations 
regarding the condition of your furniture are usually 
entered on the inventory in code which is explained on 
the form. If at all possible, you or someone you can rely 
upon should be present while this Inventory is being 
prepared. Before signing the inventory, note on it by 
item number any points of disagreement. 

• During the pickup, the mover will give you a bill of 
lading. This serves as a receipt for your goods. It also 
includes the weight of the truck before the pickup. 
Make sure that the place of delivery is shown correctly 
and that th e bill of lading contains the name, address 
and telephone number where you or someone 
representing you can be notified of casts or delays, while 
your goods are m transit. ;.?il blx/ow X'is .maw:

Homeowners throughout the state, as well as across 
the country, who are in default of their home loans are 
targets of the unscrupulous land speculator. A scheme 
bilking homeowners who have fallen behind on 
mortgage payments has set off a "Consumer Alert" 
from the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. 

Homeowners who have received default notices, 
unaware of equity available to them because inflation 
has dramatically increased the value of their houses, are 
approached by the unscrupulous speculators with 
seemingly sypathetic offers and promises of help. The 
consumer may receive unsolicited calls, callers, and 
letters with offers to protect their credit and promises to 
take care of their problem. Homeowners' fears of losing 
their homes, their ignorance of the true market value of 
the property, and their lack of knowledge about the 
options and assistance available to them results in 
increasing numbers of victims to the "home equity rip 
off scheme." In the end the land speculator ends up 
with title to the property. 

Southern California has reported several cases of rip 
off scheme, but Virginia and other states are also prime 
targets, as inflation has affected the cost of housing. 
Geno Baroni, Assistant Secretary of HUD's Office of 
Neighborhood, Voluntary Associations, and Consumer 
Protection (NVACP), says, "Consumer education is the 
principal defense against consumer fraud." 

Consumers can take a number of steps to protect their 
investments. Those homeowners with government 
insured mortgage loans (HUD/FHA or VA) receiving a 
default notice should contact their lender. In FHA cases 
where the default is due to temporary and emergency 
situations such as loss of job or illness, it is possible to 



have the lender assign the mortgage to the government 
and a new payment plan arranged; or, they should seek 
help from a professional housing counseling agency. 

The Richmond Area Office of HUD funds 10 local 
professional counseling agencies state-wide. While 
HUD funds can only be used for counseling services for 
persons with HUD FHA-related housing, these agencies 
also receive funds from other sources and use those 
funds for counseling other clients. A community group 
known to the homeowners may be of help or in a 
position to direct the individual to such an agency. 

Homeowners with conventional loans should also 
seek out the help of a professional housing counseling 
agency. Check with your lender and check with 
consumer organizations and firms you know are 
reputable before you sign anything.

nine to 10 cents for each succeeding one-eighth mile 
compared to 10 cents for Norfolk and Chesapeake and 
eight cents for Portsmouth, and waiting time will 
remain the same at 15 cents, the same in all the cities.

Passengers complain to

She said that Sandpiper, which is now 22 feet wide, 
needs to be no wider than 60 feet. 

Marshall Bohannon Jr., legal adviser to the Civic 
League, said the Sandbridge representatives would 
return August 27 when the highway plan will be 
considered. 

He said that North Carolina is under pressure to 
provide access to the outer banks where there are 
"thousands and thousands of lots," while Sandbridge 
has only about 1300 lots. He said North Carolina will 
be forced to build that bridge over Knotts Island 
through Pungo whether you want it or not, with a 
ferry or bridge from Knotts Island. He said that a 
ferry would be preferred. 

Although the road has been projected as a 90-foot 
road at least since 1971, residents have wanted it 
reduced as long. 

Ervin said that council was confused about what 
route would be approved for access to False Cape and 
to the Carolina Outer Banks. He said that maybe the 
council should rescind that thing since it bothers so 
many people. 

Council recently passed a resolution opposing a 
route through Pungo and over Back Bay because of 
the possibility that the highway would open up the 
city's agricultural area to non-agricultural uses. 
Sandbridge residents have taken opposition of this 
route as approval of a route through Sandbridge, 
which they oppose. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley who led opposition 
to the Pungo route, said that North Carolina was not 
endorsing the Knotts Island ferry route but a route 
from the Cirrituck mainland. "There are alterna- 
tives," she said. 

Bohannon said he was "convinced that a major 
highway will destroy Sandbridge."

What could bring together an unrestricted line 
Commander, a Judge Advocate General (JAG) Corps

The resolution was passed in reaction to a letter 
signed by 1 1 Congressmen approving the Knotts Island 
route. "Now," Mrs. Henley, said, "our governor has 
said that Knotts Island is the proper route." 

In answer to contentions that council should consider 
all possible routes at one time after more study, Mrs. 
Henley said that there had been enough substantial 
action on the Knotts Island route "that we should act on 
it." 

She said she would have difficulty adopting the city's 
Comprehensive Plan next week if it were only going to 
be changed later by a route over Knotts Island, not 
shown in the plan. No access to the 4200-acre False 
Caps State Park is shown in the plan. 

"If I adopt the land use plan," she said, "I will 
uphold it and not waiver along the road." 

Mayor Patrick L. Standing pointed out that the state 
started acquiring park land ten years ago, but an access 
road was not incorporated in the city's plan. "We chose 
to ignore any route of access to the park because there 
was no access." 

Objections to the Knotts Island Route were that a

Councilman Clarence A. Holland said the plan is not 
"chizzled in granite. If something comes up we will have 
to adjust to it." 

Ervin said the reason for his motion was because of a 
doubt that sufficient notice was given to the people of 
Sandbridge and anyone else interested in the access 
routes. 

He added, "I think it's absurd to say that because of 
False Cape we will not vote on the Comprehensive 
Plan." 

Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorf said that she 
didn't see anything in the resolution saying that council

Utilities Department passes Inspection 



City Manager George 
L. Hanbury issued a bill 
of health for the Utilities 
Department in a progress 
report on 

recommendations made 
by a special council 
investigative committee. 

Along with the report 
released Monday 
afternoon, Hanbury 
included a policy 
statement established by 
the city June 28 for the 
procurement of 

professional architectural 
and engineering services. 
The committee had 
recommended a review in 
the methods of 
employment of consulting 
firms. 

Hanbury also supported 
the competency of the 
Utilities Department staff, 
especially the director, 
Aubrey Watts. The 
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committee, while making 
no indictment of the 
present staff, 

recommended that future 
hirings in the key 
management positions be 
based* . on the job 
descriptions established 
for those positions. 

The council committee 
was appointed to 
investigate allegations 
made by William Kiel, 
former utilities electrical 
engineer. 

He had charged that 
rules of good safety were 
frequently ignored, that 
engineering designs for 
electrical systems in 
certain pumping stations 
were approved even with 
the knowledge that a 
sound alternative was 
cheaper, and that the key 
management positions 
were fiUed by 
inexperienced people ... 
representing a risk to the 
health and safety of the 
citizens of Virginia Beach . 

Appointed April 2, the 
committee included 
Councilmen R. Reid Ervin 
chairman, Clarence A. 
Holland and Donald W. 
Merrick. Their report was 
released the early part of 
Jury. 

As recommended in the 
study, Hanbury said that 
two journeymen 
electricians had already 
been hired and the city 
was in the process of 
hiring a new electrical 



engineer. 

He said the department 
has consistently promoted 
safety and that Hanbury 
will be making periodic 
inspections through the 
Safety Officer of the 
Department of General 
Services as recommended 
by the committee.

Setting maximum towing fees isn't 
going to correct the Virginia Beach resort 
strip's main problem -• inadequate 
parking, a Beach businessman told City 
Council Monday afternoon. 

"Changing the ordinance isn't going to 
create parking," C.A. Karageorge said. 
Karageorge is owner of the Lemon Tree 
Pancake House, Clark's and Heritage 
Restaurant in the 17th - 18th Streets and 
Atlantic-Pacific Avenues area, and the 
Holiday Sand Motel. 

He said that in 13 years he has had only 
three cars towed from his motel parking 
lot. Karageorge and Richard E. 
McQuiston of Rick's Towing Service, 
opposed the maximum fee ordinance 
which was approved by council. 

Beachgoers park illegally 

* 

George said that although he had seven 
signs at the Heritage Inn, five at Lemon 
Tree and Clark's and three at the motel 
warning of the towing, beachgoers 
brazenly parked illegally on his lots. The 
drivers "will abuse you," he said. * 

He said that although he had sufficient 
parking for his business, other businesses 
were allowed to operate without sufficient 
parking and some with no parking at all. 
When the innkeepers have opposed 
exceptions before the Board of Zoning 
Appeals the board informed them that 
only the opposition of adjacent property 
owners would carry any weight. 

As a result of the board's actions, he 
.said., a business like Country Comfort, 
which is located in an old building which 
was formerly an antique shop with "zero 
parking," was allowed to expand* from 75 
to 100 person capacity to 300 to 400 
capacity. 



If a public body is going to create these 
parking problems, he said, the public 
body should provide parking. He said 
that there is available property which the 
city can and should acquire for parking 
such as the Trail ways Station at 18th 
Street and Pacific Avenue. 

Other beach clubs which have been 
permitted to operate without parking are 
the Zanzibar, Bullfeathers, The Snack 
and Puritan Restaurant. 

"If the city is going to allow them to do 
it, the city is going to have to provide 
parking," he said. He said that parking 
spaces should be spotted throughout the 
Beach. He said that a parking lot can't be 
privately operated profitably at the beach 
because of the seasonable nature. 

Councilman Reid Ervin said that the 
Board of Zoning Appeals apparently 
seems to have the impression that if the 
property is not adjacent the owners 
should have no voice in changes. He 
invited the innkeepers as well as the 
towing operators to attend the Sept. 14 
meeting at the Dome when one way streets 



and parking will be discussed. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury said 
that the clubs are the primary attractors 
of traffic. 

Councilman Donald Merrick pointed 
out that the Board of Zoning Appeals is 
appointed by the Circuit Court of 
Virginia Beach. He said that he went to 
"a Senior judge" in Virginia Beach to 
discuss the board, and was told "for me 
to mind my side of the street and for him 
to run his side of the street." 

Karageorge said that the innkeeper and 
the towing operators have come out the 
villains in the matter. He said that he saw 
a sign saying cars will be towed away at a 
cost of $75. "That property owner 
doesn't want cars towed away, he just 
wants people who have no business on his 
lot to stay away." 

Karageorge added that the Arts and 
Conference. Center parking lot where a 
shuttle service to the beach front is being 
planned will not solve the problem. 
People from the surrounding areas who 
come to the beach for the day usually 
bring their own coolers and want to be 
near the beach, he said. 

Top limit set at $35 

McQuiston said there was "no way you 
can operate a wrecker in this town for 
$25." The ordinance sets a maximum fee 
for towing from private property during 
the day at $25 and during the night at $35, 
the same as the fees set for towing from 
public property. The ordinance also 
requires the posting of "Private Parking" 
signs with towing information. Under the 
ordinance the towing companies wifl be 
permitted to charge $3 a day for storage 
after the first 24 hours and an additional 



$10 if a dolly has to be used to remove the 
car. 

McQuiston said that some of the people 
who park illegally must know their cars 
are going to be towed becaue they make it 
hard for the tower. 

Councilman R.L. Riggs said that he 
had called four stations with towing 
service and all were charging below the 
city ordinance's maximums. 

Towing problems cited 

McQuiston said that he operates five 
wreckers, each of which cost $13,000, and 
has the added expense of insurance and 
gas. He said that his company also picks 
up the drivers to retrieve their cars. He 
said that he has 20 cars that no one has 
called for and that he was "stuck with 
them." 

Riggs said that "if this is not beneficial 
to you, you might want to give up your 
service." 

McQuiston said that owners of the

Children from families whose income is at or below 
the levels shown are eligible for free or reduced price 
meals or free milk. In addition, families not meeting 
these criteria but with other unusual expenses due to 
unusually high medical expenses, shelter costs in excess 
of 30 percent of income, special educational expenses 
due to the mental or physical condition of a child, and 
disaster or casualty losses are urged to apply. 

Application forms are being sent to all homes in a 
letter to parents. Additional copies are available at the 
principal's office in each school. The information 
provided on the application is confidential and will be 
used only for the purpose of determining eligibility. 
Applications may be submitted at any time during the 
year. 

To discourage the possibility of misrepresentation, 
the application forms .contain a statement above the 



space for signature certifying that all information 
furnished in the application is true and correct. An 
additional statement is added to warn that the 
application is being made in connection with the receipt 
of Federal funds, and that deliberate misrepresentation 
of information may subject the applicant to prosecution 
under applicable State and Criminal statutes. 

In certain cases foster children are also eligible for 
these benefits. If a family has foster children living with 
them and wishes to apply for such meals and milk for 
them, it should contact the school. 

Under the provisions of the policy the school 
principal will review applications and determine 
eligibility. If a parent is dissatisfied with the ruling of 
the official, he may wish to discuss the decision with the 
determining official on an informal basis. If he wishes 
to make a formal appeal, he may make a request orally 
or in writing to James G. Ratliff, Jr., Post Office Box 
6038, Virginia Beach, VA 23456, 427-4744 for a hearing 
to appeal the decision. The policy contains an outline of 
the hearing procedure. /• 

If a family member becomes unemployed or if family 
size changes, the family should contact the school to file 
a new application. Such changes may make the children 
of the family eligible for reduced price meals, or for 
additional benefits such as free meals and milk if the 
family income falls at or below the levels shown on the 
income scales. 

In the operation of child feeding programs, no child 
will be discriminated against because of race, sex, color, 
or national origin. 

Each school and the office of the Division 
Superintendent has a copy of the complete policy which 
may be reviewed by any interested party.

Secondary students who are certified as indigent or 
foster children may be qualified to receive their 
textbooks on a loan basis without charge. Inquire about 
the textbook fee waiver at each junior and senior high 
school office.

During the month of August, when the mercury 
climbs into the upper 90*s, the Tidewater area is plagued 
with numerous afternoon and evening thunder squalls. 
These squalls, though they are very cooling, pack high 
winds, heavy rain and very dangerous lightning which 
can spell tragedy for a boatman that does not heed the 
warning signs. This past week we have had numerous 
such storms, and many anglers have decided to stay in 
side and not take a chance. 

I have found that the solution to these storms is to 
night fish. Most of the time it seems that these storms 
hit around 6 or 7 p.m. and last only an hour or two. 
Once they have passed, the air is cooler, and it can make 
for some pleasant night Ashing. Of course, if they linger 
on or the bay is too choppy, stay home, but most of the 
time things will settle down and you will be able to tell if 
they have passed. 

Saturday evening we had several such squalls and 
once they had passed the temperature dropped from the 
upper 90's to a comfortable 75 degrees, and there was 
little or no wind. I had been eager to do some Ashing all 
weekend, but because it had been to darn hot I decided 
to wait until the squall was over and then try a little 
night Ashing. I had already called two of my Ashing 
buddies, Larry Wright and Bill Borum, and they were as 
anxious as I was for some Ashing. 

We arrived at Willoughby Bay at 9 p.m. and by 9:30 
we were Ashing by the Hampton Roads Bridge-Tunnel 
near the tunnel entrance. The cool night air was a real 
treat compared to the scorching weather we had been 
enduring for the past several days — not to mention the 
trout and croaker we were catching. 

We had come prepared to jig for trout with grubs, but 
we found that squid strips Ashed on the bottom were 
doing equally as well. We were also catching a few spot 
and croaker to add a little variety to our catch. I wish 
that I had brought along some peeler crab because trout 
are even more fond of that then they are of squid, but 
the squid was sufficient. 

The rash of thunder squalls and northeast winds 
didn't seem to bother the flounder- fishermen on the 
Eastern Shore. Jim I*wis, at the Wachapreague 
Marina, told me that anglers are still having flounder 
catches totaling around 100 per boat. Captain Zed 
Lewis on the "Path Finder" put his party on 55 large 
Aounder and 18 grey trout. The trout weighed an 
average of four pounds, and they were caught in the 
inlet on sling-ray grubs. Jim said the best time for the 
trout has been around 6 a.m., and after you have given 
them a fit you can go drift for flounder. 

1 have had good reports on the irout and Aounder 
Ashing from Magothy Bay to Chincoteague, so you 
don't have to limit yourself' to Wachapreague. I have 
had sn/Mscfur trips out of O^ter (especiaftTMFJif, 
Willis' Warf, Quinhy, Parker's Creek and 
rhfo^frnggy Hay- 

Around the Chesapeake Bay Bridge-Tunnel, trout 
fishermen are still having good luck during the night 
and during the day the bay tube has been yielding plenty 
of flounder and croaker. Around the man-made island, 
anglers are starting to catch more and more tautogs, and 
as the weather cools off and the water temperature 
drops you should be able to load your coolers. 

On this side of the bay, croakers and spot are 
dominating the scene. From the Thimble Shoals light 



and Hampton Bar area to the bridge-tunnel's small boat 
channel, drift Ashermen have been loading their coolers 
with nice spot and croakers. 

On the fishing piers things arc still looking belter. Jim 
Harrison al Harrison's Fishing Pier said his customers 
have been catching plenty of nice spot with a few 
croakers added in. He said that the Ashermen who are 
renting his row boats and getting out past the end of the 
pier are having pretty good catches so you might want to 
consider this prospect also. 







•flat best 
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At Lynnhaven pier, Charlie Cashman told me that all 
day Monday anglers have been pulling the spot in, and 
after dark they are expecting an even heavier run on 
them. 

Over at the Virginia Beach Sports Fishing Center at 
Rudee Inlet things are still pretty good. The off-shore 
boats are still bringing in both blue and white martin, 
tuna, dolphin and wahoo. On Thursday, Steve Scheser 
went out on the "High Hopes" and that is just that he 
fulfilled. Steve caught a 24 lb. citation dolphin and a 44 
lb. citation wahoo which is a pretty good day's Ashing. 
Other citations that were reported in at the center were: 

Donald Taylor — a 47 lb. 8 oz. citation wahoo on the 
"Hastier." 

Bruce Tramp — a 56 lb. 12 oz. white martin while 
fishing on the "Mike II". 

Sandra Duchspics of Virginia Beach — a 51 lb. white 
martin while fishing on the "Fox II". 

Nelson Harvey caught a 5 lb. 4 oz. citation sea bass 
while Ashing on the "Rainbow". - 

Speaking of Rudee Inlet, I have been receiving good 
reports on the Ashing from the shore and also from drift 
Ashermen in boats. They seem to be catching plenty of 
spot, croaker, trout and Aounder, so if you are familiar 
with that area you might want to give it a try. 

Jumping back over the the I (astern Shore for a 
minute, 1 have learned from Emmet Bailey at Bailey's 
Bait and Tackle Shop at Cape Charles that there have 
been several tarpon caught out 6f 'Oyster, Va*. this pas* 
week. Most fishermen aren't aware that this semi- 
tropical fish can be caught in this area, but they have 
been being taken from the salt water shallows along the 
Eastern Shore for years. So if you are looking for a real 
challenge, you might want to give these old silver kings a 
try. 

Down at Oregon Inlet the trout seem to have 
dominated the scene. Milton, at Tatem's Bait and 
Tackle Shop, told me that plenty of trout in the 3'/i to 
4'/2 lb. class are being taken. The best lure seems to be a 
new one to the area which is called the "sea-ducer" 



(yellow 2 oz.), and it should be jigged off the bottom. 
Milton said that fishermen fishing from the catwalk 
along the bridge are having better luck than those 
Ashing from boats, so you might want to get there a 
little early to insure a good spot on the bridge. 

If you should want to spend the night at the Inlet, 
Milton also told me that after dark anglers have been 
picking up puppy drum and blues in addition to the nice 
irout'catches, 

Down at Avon at the Hatteras Island Fishing Pier, 
Milton said that anglers using Aoat rigs have been 
catching a few king mackerel and cobia. At the Kitty 
Hawk Pier he said he saw a 65 Ih. cobia caught on a 
float rig also. 

One of my fishing buddies, Danny McCoy, went off- 
shore out of Oregon Inlet last Wednesday and caught 
himself a white marlin. Danny was fishing with friends 
on the "Pop-N-Spot" and released the marlin. He was 
Ashing in 250 feet of water and estimated that the 
marlin weighed 50 pounds. 

On the freshwater scene, my old friend Otis Nelson 
down at the Northwest River Campgrounds had some 
pretty good news for me. He said that his regulars arc 
still catching plenty of bream and crappie when the 
weather permits. Otis told me that Rowland Marshall 
(River Rat) went both Monday and Wednesday and on 
each trip he caught around 100 crappie. 

On Wednesday, David Hayes and Tom Butler of 
Chesapeake went out on the river and caught 30 bream 
and one bass. On Friday Rev. Ivey Carter brought back 
Ave bass and M. Ward of Chesapeake loaded his creel 
with 20 bream. 

With cool weather just around the corner and some of 
the better tautog fishing coming with it, I think it only 
appropriate that 1 give a few tips on catching this elusive 
rock and wreck dweller. The togs will be increasing in 
numbers mainly from September to November although 
you can still catch a nice mess now. 

The best place for small boat fishermen to locate 
tautogs is the rock islands along the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge-Tunnel. If you have a larger boat you might 
want to try some of the off-shore wrecks. 



dashing back into the rocks before the angler can pull 
him clear. Once he is in the rocks there is a good chance 
(hat you won't get him out again so you will lose your 
bottom rig. With a short stiff rod he is less likely to get 
(he slack he needs to make his retreat. This way you will 
lose less rigs and catch more Ash. 

It is important that you get over the rocks when you 
fish for togs, and you should anchor. To avoid having 
your anchor become entangled in the rocks, carry along 
several cinder blocks. Run the bitter end of your anchor 
line through one of the holes in the block and back to 
your bow cleat. When you lower the block to the rocks 
you will have a double line with both ends secured to the 
boat. When you get ready to leave, it is less likely that 
the block will have become entangled in the rocks than 
would have been life case with a danforth or grappling 
anchor. II il has become tangled, just untie the bitter 
end and pull your anchor line back through the block. 
But please don't leave the block unless il is tangled. It is 
far better to have a block on the bottom than a danforth 
with twenty feel of anchor line secured to it where some 
unlucky angler must cut it off al (he surface caught in 
his prop while passing by. 

When fishing over or around rocks be sure to secure 
your boat so sweels or wakes from another boat won'l 
drop you down on one and damage the bottom of your 
boat. At the bridge-tunnel the rocks extend out 20 to 30 
feet at the bottom so you don't have to be right up to the 
point where they break the surface. 

if you're planning to do some Ashing this week, here 
is a tide table for Friday August 17 through Thursday 
August 23. The table is computed for high tide al 
Sewclls Point. To obtain Oregon Inlet subtract 1 hour 
59 minutes; Virginia Beach subtract 1 hour 30 minutes; 
Lynnhaven subtract 13 minutes; and Kiptopeake 
subtract 40 minutes. To obtain approximate low tides 
add six hours to the high tide times.

Tautogs live among rocks and wrecks and feed off the 
mussels and small crabs around these areas. One of the 
best baits is crab; however, they will take a grub. If you 
use grubs it can get expensive because of the chance of 
becoming entangled in the rocks or wreck and losing the 
lure. . 

For tackle I recommend a short stiff rod with a bait 
casting reel. Togs are notorious for hitting the bait and

A billion dollar bet 



Chrysler Corporation has come up with a novel 
concept of tax accounting to make a pitch Tor up to SI 
billion in cash from the federal government to keep the 
company from going under. 

The money, says, Chrysler, would be used for 
engineering and development of new products. These 
new products would put Chrysler into the black. At that 
point, the company would forgo certain tax deductions 
it otherwise could claim. So the bailout is actually a sort 
of "tax credit" against future earnings - or so the 
accountants say. 

What we say is that Chrysler is asking the U.S. 
Treasury to place a $1 -billion bet on the company's 
hopes to recapture a part of the auto and truck market 
which it has lost to its competitors. Washington is not 
Las Vegas. 

Nor do we see a precedent in the U.S. loans that 
bailed out Lockheed Corp. a few years ago. The only 
justification for that controversial rescue operation was 
that the Defense Department had a stake in the survival 
of a major supplier of military aircraft and missiles and 
the technological team that produces them. Chrysler is 
not Lockheed. 

As for the argument that Chrysler is asking for no 
more than the cost of meeting government regulations 
on fuel economy, safety and air pollution in its line of 
cars, other automakers are meeting the same standards 
without going into the red. In the words of one Wall 
Street analyst, Chrysler is in trouble simply because it 
has been coining up "a dollar short and a day late" in a 
fiercely competitive auto market. 

Granted, for Chrysler to be forced into a merger or 
otherwise to decline or disappear as one of the Big Three 
of U.S. auto manufacturers would be a severe blow to 
the economy, and a personal blow to many of the 
company's 124,000 employees can be insured by the 
federal government against faulty management, poor 
decisions. And sheer bigness does not make Chrysler an 
exception. 



SALT II is not enough 

Former Secretary of State Henry Kissinger was the 
principal negotiator for the SALT I strategic arms 
limitation agreements and did much of the early 
negotiating for a SALT 11 treaty. Unquestionably, then,

I am writing concerning the proposed sex education 
curriculum for all Virginia public schools called the 
Family Life Education Curriculum (K-12). This 
curriculum was instigated by the organization called 
Zero Population Growth (ZPG), which endorses 
compulsory birth control, sterilization, and abortion for 
whatever reason, and it is dedicated to an anti-family 
philosophy.

Job training to aid target neigborhood residents 



Fifteen unemployed and underemployed target 
neighborhood residents will benefit from a pre- 
apprenticeship program under the auspices of the 
Community Development Office and members of the 
Tidewater Builders' Association. 

Virginia Beach City Council Monday afternoon 
authorized the program which will be financed by 
$52,320 in Community Development Loan and Grant 
funds. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury pointed out that 
one of the requirements of the Community 
Development Program is to provide maximum 
opportunities for training and employment for target 
neighborhood residents, a requirement which the 
training program will attempt to meet. The trained 
workers will then be expected to perform work under 



the rehabilitation loan and grant program. 

Hanbury said that the majority of the contractors 
performing in the program are small minority 
contractors and cannot afford the cost of training 
employees. 

The city's Community Development office and the 
TBA have developed a program which will provide 
training in electricity. The trainees will range in age 
from 18 to 28 and the program will run for six months 
including extensive classroom work and on-the-job 
training. 

The trainees will receive stipends equivalent to 
minimum wage. During on-the-job training the trainees 
will be subsidized 50 percent by the contractor and 50 
percent by the Development Program.

Yet Mr. Kissinger is urging the Senate not to ratify the 
Salt II treaty unless there are significant changes in our 



defense and foreign policies. 

He would vote for the treaty only if there is a 
commitment by Congress and the President to a defense 
program aimed at overcoming a military ihbalance 
favoring the Russians. Among other conditions, he also 
would have the Senate call for a policy of "linkage" 
between SALT and Soviet behavior elsewhere in the 
world. 

Mr. Kissinger seems to be holding a door open for 
seniors skeptical about SALT II to accept the treaty 
without surrendering advantages to the Soviet Union. 
Undoubtedly he is reflecting a collective anxiety of the 
American people for stronger defenses. Why is the 
Carter administration so determined to keep that door 
shut? 

President Carter has declared that he would not try to 
"buy" votes for SALT II by increasing defense 
spending. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance is disputing 
the testimony of the joint chiefs of staff that an increase 
of 4 or 5 percent in the defense budget could overcome 
the gap in U.S.-Soviet strategic forces. 

The president's current commitment to a 3 percent 
increase, says Vance, would be enough - which sounds 
like a door slamming. 

Mr. Carter should beware of getting trapped by his 
own rhetoric. What an increased defense budget could 
really buy is the American security which otherwise 
would be jeopardized under his beleaguered treaty. 

The threat of SALT II to leave our strategic deterrent 
vulnerable in the future is what worries so many 
senators now cool toward ratification. That's what 
worries Kissinger, and that's what ought to be worrying 
Mr. Carter and Vance.

The retirement age debate 

Public discussion of the question of raising the social 
security retirement age has caused some concern among 
people who are thinking of retiring within the next few 
years. They are wondering if they will have to change 
their plans at this late date. 

Such fears are groundless. Any notion about 
changing the social security retirement age envisions the 
measure as a far off action to deal with problems in the 
future. It should not affect people who are approaching 
retirement today. 

The idea has been discussed in the light of what may 
well be a new ball game. Increasingly, aging and the 
aged are being viewed in terms of expanding 
opportunities rather than diminishing goals. 

Anti-discrimination laws based on age recognize the 
individual nature of the process of growing older. 
Everyday, more stereotypes of older people are being 
exposed. 

The idea of increasing the social security retirement 
age has been discussed from several angles. The 
Congress recently passed a law making mandatory 
retirement under age 70 in private industry illegal. 

At the same time, it is widely recognized that the 
social security system, which makes it possible to retire 
at age 65 (62 with reduced benefits), sets a standard that 
influences practices in the private sector. 
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The idea is also mentioned in connection with the 
growing size of the aged population, As a result of lower 
birth rates and loafer life spans. It is expected that the 
ratio of social security benefic ia ries to workers will be 
■bout 2 to I at the tarn of the century rather than Ike 
present 3 to 1. 

With an increasing number of older people in the 
U.S., there will be significant shifts in various social 
priorities. Older people will doubtless want to work 
longer, the idea of more than one career may not be as 
unusual, and money now used for child-rearing and 
related expenses will probably be available for expenses 
associated with aging. 

Whatever the outcome of the Issue, it is sure to be the 
subject of continuing debate. But it should not cause 
undue coactrn to workers who already have ■ 
substantial amount of work snder social security. 

The present social security standard of age 65 was not 
arrived at through any measuring stick involving ability 
to work or the number of people reaching that age, It 
was copied, along with the basic idea of social 
insurance, from the already-established systems of 
Europe. Germany's Bismark is said to have selected age 
65 in 1895 for its social insurance system's retirement 
age. 

The law today provides for a reduction of benefits for 
early retirement at age 62, and an increase in benefits 
for later retirement, after age 65. 

The 1977 amendments increased delayed retirement 
credits for people who reach 65 after 1981 from one 
percent to three percent for each year after age 65 a 
person delays retirement. 

For example, a per so n who retired at age 61 gets a 9 



Respiratory therapy programs 

The Virginia Beach campus of Tidewater Community 
College now offers two instructional programs in the 
field of respiratory therapy. A one-year certificate 
program trains students as respiratory therapy 
technicians, and a two-year Associate of Applied 
Science degree in Health Technology is for the training 
of respiratory therapists. 

The one-year respiratory therapy technician 
certificate program equips students with the skills to 
provide technical support in the treatment of patients 
with respiratory problems. The technician's role is to 
administer respiratory therapy treatment programs 
under the supervision of a physician or a respiratory 
therapist. In addition to carrying out these medical 
procedures, the technician may have responsibilities 
relating to infection control, cleaning, sterilization, and 
general maintenance of respiratory therapy equipment. , 

Students completing the one-year respiratory therapy 
technician program will be awarded a Respiratory 
Therapy Technician Certificate. One year's additional 
experience in a hospital is required before the student is 
allowed to take the examination to become a Certii 
Respiratory Therapy Technician. 

f 

In the two-year degree program for respiratory 
therapist training, students receive the knowledge and 
skills necessary to perform clinical care for patients with 
respiratory problems and to supervise the work of 
respiratory therapy technicians. The therapist may be 
expected to serve as a resource person for physicians 
and nursing staff, informing these health care 
professionals of the current practices in respirtory care 
and safe and effective methods of respiratory therapy. 
While the therapist operates under the direct or indirect 
supervision of a physician, he or she may be required to 
exercise independent clinical judgement in the 
respiratory care of patients. 

To qualify for both the respiratory therapist program 
and the respiratory therapy technician program, a 
prospective student must be a high school graduate or 
the equivalent and must have completed high school 
level courses in English, mathematics, biology and 
chemistry. Applicants are also required to have a 
personal interview with the. program's Admission 
,. Committer , . ,, 

Students interested in entering the expaning allied 
health field of respiratory care will find employment 
opportunities in hospitals, medical clinics, private 
offices, educational institutions, industry, and public 
health agencies. Respiratory therapists and respiratory 
therapy technicians provide support to physicians and 
nurses in the care of patients with respiratory therapy 
problems of all types, such as asthma, emphysema, and 
other temporary or chronic medical problems which 
interfere with breathing.

Tips on moving 
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Are you one of the one in four plus Virginia Beach 
and Chesapeake families changing your address this 
year? If so, you may find the physical move itself to be 
less stressful than you'd anticipated if you plan your 
move in advance and understand the current regulations 
affecting your move. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has a booklet, 
"Summary of Information for Shippers of Household 
Goods", which is required to be furnished to you by 
your mover if your household effects will be crossing 
state lines. It's useful for shorter moves too and 
available for $1 from the Superintendent if Documents, 
U.S. Government Printing Office, Washington, D.C. 
20402. 

In last week's column I talked about the pickup end 
of your move, and I'll conclude in this column with the 
delivery part of your move. 

It is a good idea to retain your house or apartment for 
several days after the scheduled moving day since delays 
can occur. Plan to be at your new home or apartment on 
or before the delivery date. The mover is required to 
wait only three hours for you to accept your goods, and 
less time or none at all if your move is less than 200 
miles. 

If the mover is unable to contact you within the free 
waiting time, he will place your goods in storage and 
you will have to pay additional storage and redelivery 
charges. Here again delays can occur so be prepared to 
wait, especially if fuel shortages continue. 

When the unloading begins, check off each item on 
the inventory as it comes off the van or into your house. 
If something is missing or damged, point it out to the 
driver and mark it on your copy of the inventory. Upon 
completion of the delivery, the driver will ask you to 
sign the delivery receipt or the inventory, or both. Be 
sure that both copies of the inventory have the same 
notations regarding each lost or damaged article. If the 
driver will not make such notations, make them yourself 
before signing. 

Interstate movers are not liable for the full value of 
lost or damaged goods unless you pay an additional 



The ICC requires a mover to answer a claim within 90 
days. However, the ICC has no power to determine the 
amount of damages that should be paid, or even 
whether the mover should be obliged to pay. 

Keep records of all moving expenses. Most are tax 
deductible up to a total of $2,500. Deductions inlcude 
househunting trips before the move, moving expenses, 
temporary living expenses and fees incurred for buying, 
selling or leasing a residence. 

Deductions now apply to individuals changing 
employers and the self-employed, as well as transferred 
employees. IRS regulations change frequently, 
however, so check with your local office. Abo 
deductible are items given to charity. Get • receipt 
showing approximate value. 

Contact the present owners of your future home and 
ask for warranties and service manuals for furnances 
and built-in appliances. Also ask for the names of 
competent service people. Your movers will place 
furniture in the locations you request, but they are not 
allowed to hook up alliances. 

If you have complaints or questions about moving, 
contact your local ICC office. If you have questions 
about the performance of any interstate movers, you 
can call the ICC toll-free number, (800) 424-9312, for 
information.

Innocent-looking flower is major 
obstacle to third world development 



Just to look at it, the 
striga plant is a radiant 
flower that would be a 
welcome addition to any 
garden. 

But to those more 
familiar with the plant, its 
lovely blossom is a cruel 
deception. The striga is a 
killer parasite that in 
many developing nations 
is each year destroying 50 
to 73 percent of some 
fields, crops that can 
hardly be spared by the 
undernourished people of 
Africa and Asia. 

"The striga has been a 
major obstacle to our 
agricultural develop- 
ment," said Dr. H.N. 
Jayachandra, a plant 
scientist in Bangalore, 
India, and a participant in 
a recent symposium on 
parasitic plants co- 
sponsored by Old 
Dominion University. 
"So far, it has defied 
control." 

If striga was once a 
concern for only the Third 
World-and the 400 
million people it affects-it 
has become in recent years 
a problem for some U.S. 
farmers as well, said Dr. 
«^*Lytton J. Musselman, an 
ODU botanist and one of 
the nation's few 
authorities on the striga. 

"Since the 1950s, striga 
has been introduced to 
grain fields in the 
Carolinas and more 
recently to portions of

Florida," he said. "We've 
spent millions and 
millions of dollars trying 
to bring it under control, 
so you can imagine the 
problems of the 
developing nations with 
their limited resources and 
technology." 

The name striga is 
appropriately taken from 
the Latin word for 
"witch." It conceals its 
presence until after it has 
stricken-sucking nutrients 
from the host plant and 
then poisoning it~and 
finally appears in the form 
of red, white, or yellow 
blossoms that look 
innocently like a 
snapdragon. 

Since first appearing in 
the Carolinas in 1955, the 
witchweed-as it is 
commonly known-has 
been confined to 30 
counties and 16,000 farms 



in North and South 
Carolina. That's been 
achieved only because of 
the tremendous financial 
and scientific resources 
that have been committed 
by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, said 

Mussleman, who also 
serves as a consultant to 
the department's research 
center near Whiteview, 
N.C. •• 

The center's efforts are 
the only thing standing 
between the striga and the 
$16 billion in damage it 
could cause U.S. farmers, 
he added. 

"It's taken all of these 
resources to prevent its 
spread, and even then we 
haven't succeeded in 
eradicating it," the ODU 
scientist said. "This gives 
you some idea of the 
challenge the plant 
presents to the developing 
nations. 

"The Third World 
farmer doesn't have out 
sophisticated tools. All he 
has is his small plot of 
land, his hoe, and his 
hut," he said. 

The striga's impact on 
the world food supply has 
been compounded in 
recent decades by the 
rapid population growth 
in the developing nations. 
"At one time, the farmer 
could simply pick up and 
move when his fields 
became infested. Now, he 
„sjay& put because there is 
no more land." 

In spite of the 
magnitude of the 
problem, fewer than 70 
scientists in the world 
involved in striga 
research, said Musselman, 
who publishes a newsletter 
that is distributed to plant 
scientists in 30 nations. 

It was for the purpose 
of raising concern in the 
science community and 
for sharing what precious 
little information is 
known about the 
parasites-that Musselman 
helped organize the 
symposium held in July at 
North Carolina State 
University. The three-day 
conference was attended 
by 80 scientists who met to 
discuss striga and other 
parasites that are 
depriving millions of 
people of adequate 
nutrition.

"So little is known," 
explained Jayachandra, 
the expert from India. "In 
my country, it is hard to 
say even how many 
farmers are affected. They 
don't come to the 
government for help, but 
instead keep quiet and 
suffer." 

India is currently 
experimenting with a 
"hardening" technique 
that would make the seeds , 
of corn and other grains 
resistent to the parasite, he 
said. 



Meanwhile, the ODU 
professor is involved in 
basic research, hoping to 
learn enough about the 
plant's biology that a 
permanent remedy might 
someday be developed. 

"So far, what we've 
come up with are 
herbicides that . . are 
effective when sprayed in 
massive quantities," 

Musselman said. "But in 
countries where the only 
tool is a hand hoe, that's 
not enough."

The new 
Grape Newsletter, which lists the Virginia vineyards 
participating in the Pick-Your-Own Grapes program is 
now available. For your free copy, contact VDACS, 203 
North Governor Street, Richmond, Virginia 23219. The 
Grape Newsletter also includes a map and directions to 
the vineyards so that you may choose the one most 
convenient to your area. Most growers request that you 
bring your own containers and some offer the use of 
their crusher-stemmers and presses. 

Whether you are interested in making grape jelly or 
grape wine or buying vines to start your own vineyard, 
the Virginia growers listed in the Grape Newsletter have 
a wide selection from which to choose. For the home 
canner, if you missed some of the other fruits due to the 
short harvest season, remember grapes can be used in 
canning and freezing. For the wine connoisseur, there 
are French-American hybrids and vinifera varieties 
ready for the picking. 

Of course, ripening dates are approximate and can 
vary as much as two weeks. So be sure tcf cdfl in advance 
before traveling to the vineyard.

established in 1909 long before the public became 
generally aware of conservation problems. Preservation 
of wetland, of endangered species, good wildlife 
management and soil conservation practices are 
continued concerns of the DAR. 

Mrs. Youdl quoted Mrs. John T.S. Kearns of 
Culpeper, the State Conservation Chairman, Virginia 
DAR, as noting that this was the first time the DAR 
Conservation Medal had been presented in the 
Commonwealth of Virginia. Mrs. Youdl commended 
Leveridge for the training in conservation that is bang 
provided to young people by the federation through 
their En viro- Adventure Camps, such as the Dismal 
Swamp Retreat held in connection with the Dismal 
Swamp Society in which young people canoe into the 
swamp and camp in the primitive setting, learning about 

animal life by setting live traps. 

The federation also works with the Virginia Institute 
of Marine Sciences in a Wetlands Camp in Gloucester. 
Here the young people go out In boats and study fish 
speciments and water conditions. The third camp is held 
in New Castle, Virginia, in conjunction with the 
Virginia Forestry Service and teaches the young people 
about woodlands man agem e n t. 

Leveridge also discussed his "Consevencrgy" plans 
for fall. Among the 28 recommendations which the 
federation will suggest is an idea for putting traffic 
lights in sequence to save the motorist gasoline from 
stopping and starting.

Advice from the 
Veterans Administration 

Q - My claim for compensation for a World War II 
service disability has been approved by the Veterans 
Administration. Am I now eligible for service disabled 
veterans insurance? 

A ~ You are not eligible if your only service was 
during World War II. Service disabled veterans 
insurance is available only to those veterans released 
from active service under other than dishonorable 
conditions after April 24, 195 1 . 

Q ~ My father reached age 78 in March 1979. Is he 
eligible for the 25 percent increase in his VA pension? 

A - No. Public Law 95-588 eliminated the 25 percent 
increase in rates for veterans attaining age 78 on or after 
January 1, 1979.

The City of Virginia Beach has been awarded a 
Certificate of Conformance in Financial Reporting by 
the Municipal Finance Officers Association of the 
United States and Canada (KFOA) for its annual 
Financial Report for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1978. 

At the same time an award of Financial Reporting 
Achievement was received by Giles O. Dodd, assistant 
to the city manager for finance and research as 
primarily responsible for the city's having earned the 
certificate. 

In accepting the award last Monday afternoon Dodd 
acknowledged the contribution of Bob Hayes and his 
accounting staff in making the award possible. 

The certificate is the highest form of recognition in 
the area of governmental accounting and financial 
reporting. <~ 

Eligible reports are evaluated by an impartial Special 
Review Committee composed of government finance 
officers, certified public accountants, educators and 
others with particular expertise in the area of 
governmental accounting and financial reporting. 

Since its inception in 1945, the Certificate of 
Conformance Program has examined more than 2,700 
Annual Financial Reports and has awarded certificates 
to 460 different governmental units. In order to qualify 
an Annual Report must be easily readable, efficiently 
organized as well as satisfy,, accepted accounting 
principles and applicable legal requirements. 

Other Tidewater cities holding valid Certificates of 
Conformances are Chesapeake, Hampton, and 
Portsmouth, and the Hampton Roads Saltation 
District. 




Plans to widen boulevard 
approved by commission

Plans to widen and 
upgrade Virginia Beach 
Boulevard from the 
Norfolk city limits easterly 
to a point just east of 
Great Neck Road were 
approved last week by the 
Virginia Highway and 
Transportation Commis- 
sion. 

Improvements on the 
7.7-mile stretch of 
roadway will be along the 
existing corridor, which is 
north of and parallel to 
the Virginia . Beach- 
Norfolk Expressway. 

Virginia Beach 
Boulevard is a four-lane, 
divided facility with 
service roads parallel to 
the existing roadway 
within most of the project 
limits. The improvements 
will provide two 49-foot 
roadways with four travel 
lanes for each direction of 
traffic. Curb and gutter 
will be provided on both 
sides. 

The roadways will be 
separated by a 28-foot 
raised median which will 
provide space for left-turn 
lanes where the heaviest 
volumes of traffic are 
anticipated. Widening will 
be done on both sides of 
the street. 



A 14.5-foot space 
between the curb and 
right-of-way line will be 
utilized for sidewalks, a 
new storm drainage 
system, and utilities. 
Drainage drop inlets will 
be provided on both sides 
of the street. 

Major bridges will be 
constructed over Thalia 
Creek and London Bridge 
Creek. 

An average of 32,460 
vehicles use the segment of 
Virginia Beach Boulevard 
everyday, with an average 
of 64,S00 vehicles a day 
anticipated by 1995. 

The Virginia Beach City 
Council in June approved 
the location and design 
plans as presented at a 



public hearing. Several 
minor design changes have 
been made In the final 
plans. 

The project will be 
constructed in three 
phases, and it is hoped 
that an advertisement for 
construction bids on the 
first phase can be issued in 
February, 1981. 

The project, including 
the two bridges, is 
expected to cost 
$40,000,000. The 
preliminary engineering 
costs will be shared at 85 
per cent federal and state 
funds and 15 per cent city 
funds. The remaining 
costs will be financed by 
95 per cent federal and 
state funds and 5 per cent 
city funds.

Hospital, neighborhood civic league 
wrestle with Beach zoning change 



General Hospital of Virginia Beach will get another 
shot at rezoning their original building site but this time 
with imput from the neighborhood civic league. 

General Hospital applied for a change of zoning from 
A- 1 Apartment District to B-4 Resort-Commercial 
District on a 1 .2-acre parcel at the northeast intersection 
of 25th Street and Arctic Avenue. The old General 
Hospital now occupies the rite. 

Existing zoning allows 14 apartment units, while the 
proposed zoning would allow 96 lodging units, 43 
apartment unit, or a variety of commercial 
establishments. 

The Old Beach Civic Association opposed the 
rezoning. A 5-5 City Council vote Monday afternoon on 
denial of the petition left the matter unsettled. Mayor 
Patrick L. Standing abstained because he is a member 
of the hospital board. 

W.H. Kitchin II, president of the Old Beach Civic 
Association, then agreed to a referral to the Planning 
Commission so long as the civic league was included in 
discussions on the rezoning for the property. 

Although the Planning Commission had 
recommended approval, Kitchin said that some of the 
planning commissioners felt that if there had been more 
opposition the request would have been denied. 
Monday, protesting civic league member, took up most 
of the seats on one side of the council chambers. 

Kitchin said that granting the rezoning would 
indicate that vested tatemts would decide what's best 
for us and then ram it down our. throats." He Mid that 
he understood that the applicant would consider suing 
the city if the rezoning were not permitted because a 
similar rezoning was approved recently. 

He claimed the hospital could have selected a zoning 
more compatible with the neighborhood. 

Attorney Grover Wright who represented the 
hospital, said that although Mrs. Kitchin indicated that 
itwmddbetr«fir«Mtath«r*ighbortiood,thatitwas 
not so. He said that a B-4 rezoning at Arctic and 28th 



Street was granted about a month ago. 

Wright also claims that the land use plan recommends 
this type of zoning. 

"Is it council's job to represent what's best for the 
dty or listen to a handful of people in opposition?" he 
asked. 

B-4 is tne most reasonable use from a planning 
standpoint, he said. 

Lorraine Hinton, of 306 26th Street, asked, "Are we 
going to have constant incursions of 7-11's and pinball 
machines to Baltic Avenue? What we are asking is an 
upgrading of the community. We don't want the 
hospital to lose money but we don't want to lose money. 
We can sell, but we want to live there." 

Mrs. Kitchin pointed out that the resident, did not 
object to the 28th and Arctic Avenue rezoning because 
there were no nearby residents. 

The widening of Arctic Avenue, used as one of the 
selling points for the rezoning, may not be in the Capital 
Plan for five or ten more years. 

Councilman R.L. Riggs asked if the citizens were 
willing to confer with representatives of the hospital. 

Kitchins retorted, "Don't you think it's a little late?*« 

Councilman Reid Ervin said that until the city 
addressed the traffic and parking problems, further 
intensity of land use would be wrong at this time. 

Councilman Donald Merrick, who said that he was 
once on the hospital board, agreed, saying that after 
riding around the neighborhood "I can't see B-4.. .it*. 
Uke .pot zoning. We've got parking problem, and can't 
continue to increase the density." 

Councilman Clarence A. Holland said that moat 
people see the Beach borough as a huge business center 
of the city. "I do not find B-4 objectionable." 

Riggs said that he believed the people were ml 
opposed to B-4 but to not knowing what's going to be 
there." 

Wright said the hospital had no way of knowing what

was available, it was not 
needed. Now that it's 
needed, it's too expensive 
or not available. 

Paloukas said that the 
establishments along the 
strip lost even more spaces 
recently with the 
establishment of left-hand 
turns on Atlantic Avenue. 

Last week S.A. 
Karageorge told City 
Council that the city 
should provide parking on 
the strip by purchasing 
sites such as the Trailways 
Bus Station. 

Karageorge, who owns 
the Lemon Pancake 
House, Clark's and the 
Heritage Restaurant in the 
17- 18th Streets and 
Atlantic and Pacific 
Avenues area as well as 
the Holiday Sands Motel, 
said that regulating towing 
isn't going to solve the real 
problem, which is 
parking. 

Last week council 
approved an ordinance 
which set a maximum fee 
on towing from private 
property at $35 at night 
and $25 in the day. 
Karageorge said that 
customers of 

establishments with 
insufficient or no parking 
illegally park on his and 
other privately-owned 
lots. He charged that the 
Board of Zoning Appeals, 
which is appointed by the 
Circuit Court, permits 
some establishments to 
expand without a 
corresponding expansion 
in parking. 

He also said that the 
projected 1,000-space 
parking lot at the new 
Arts and Conference 
Center won't solve the 
problem. Plans call for a 
shuttle bus to take people 
from the center to the 
beach areas. Karageorge 
said that people will still 



want to take their cars 
directly to the beach areas. 
Karageorge, Paloukas 
and other beach 
merchants will have a 
chance to be heard at a 
meeting September 14 in 
the Dome when parking 
will be discussed. 



Burton Station residents 
continue rezoning quest 

Isaac Herbert, president of the Burton Station Civic 
League, was back before Virginia Beach City Council 
Monday afternoon wanting to know what to do next to 
rezone his community from industrial to residential. 

He had secured the signatures of property owners 
interested in rezoning the property; he had met with city 
planner Robert Scott as instructed by council August 6. 

Mayor Patriclc L. Standing said that Scott was to 
report back to council with his recommendations. He 
pointed out that if the Planning Department applied for 
the rezoing ~ the* residents would have to pay the 
ipplicatfon fee which would come to $300 on each 
applicatio n. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury said that in the 
meantime he would like to have the director of the 
Norfolk International Airport meet with council to 
discuss airport plans which might take any of the 
Burton Station property.

He puts in a good word for working mothers

A young man, Jim 
Long, 28, whom I am 
supervising in the prepara- 
tion of his doctoral dis- 
sertation, has done a study 
which contradicts the 
theory that women who 
work spend far less time 
with their children than 
women who are full-time 



homemakers. 

Jim has collected a great 
deal, of statistics which 
surprisingly show that the 
full-time homemaker only 
spends two hours 15 
minutes a day in interac- 
tion with her children 
whereas the woman who 
works full time spends one 
hour 18 minutes. 

The full-time home- 
maker spends most of her 



More workers needed by Census Bureau 



The U.S. Census 
Bureau has issued another 
call for Virginia Beach 
residents to apply for 
temporary jobs which are 
now open. The work 
involves compiling lists of 
addresses for use during 
the 1980 census. 

Temporary census 
workers usually work 
three to four weeks each 
and will be paid on a per- 
address collected basis. 
For an eight-hour day, the 
average worker will earn 
$27 to $30 per day plus 
WA cents- per- mile for 
any driving done in a 
private vehicle. Applicants 
for the jobs must be 18 
years old or over, a U.S. 
Citizen, and pass a written 
test. 

The work involves 
driving or walking to 
compile lists of addresses 
of each dwelling unit in 



designated areas of the 
county. These address lists 
will play a vital role in 
taking the 1980 census. 
They will be used to 
produce mailing labels for 
the census questionnaires 
t» be sent to each 
household in America on 
March 28, 1980. Then, a 
few weeks following the 
April 1 Census Day, 
census officials will use 
the address lists to 
determine which 
households have not 
returned their completed 
questionnaires. Census 
takers must then make 
personal visits to each 
non-responding house- 
hold to collect the 
information required on 
the census form. 

The 1979 address 
collection activity in the 
county is part of a Census 
Bureau program involving 



35,000 temporary workers 
nationwide to compile lists 
containing approximately 
30 million addresses. 
Another 50 million 
addresses have been 
purchased from 

commercial mailing list 
companies. 

The Census Bureau is 
an equal opportunity 
employer.

time not with her children 
but in keeping the house- 
hold and doing her chores. 
Her time is divided bet- 
ween cleaning, shopping, 
cooking, mending, pick- 
ing up, laundering and 
other items that keep a 
household running 
smoothly. 

One part of Jim's study 
was a series of IQ examin- 
ations given to a 45-year- 
old housewife who had 
earned a doctorate by the 
time she was 28. There 
was a significant curve in 
the loss of intellectual 
alertness which was not 
related to women who had 
earned their doctorate and 
continued to work in their 
field. \ 

His male bias did show 
though when he noted in 
his dissertation, "There is 
nothing wrong with 
domestic labor if it is 
appropriated to the inte- 
rest and ability level of the 
individual engaged in it." 
This was later corrected to 
read, "It Is a loss to 
society and often causes 
personal depression to a 
woman to have a large 
proportion of educated 
women lose the potential 



they showed when young* 
er." 

The conclusion of Jim's 
work is pointed toward 
the observation that it is a 
false assumption that 
children need to be reared 
by mothers in the home 
full time. Children "spend 
large proportions of their 
day by themselves and 
with their peers, at school, 
and in their own neighbor- 
hood areas, and maternal 
duties have dwindled 
while home maintenance 
has increased." 

A by-product of his 
studies which Jim was not 
prepared for was that the 
confinement to the home 
and to homemaking 
chores affect a married 
woman's self-esteem 
which becomes even lower 
as she grows older because 
this role diminishes. But 
men showed little varia- 
tion of self-esteem at any 
age and seemed reinforced 
by marriage and by their 
work lives. 

Jim feels that it is not 
marriage itself that has a 
non-desirable effect on 
American women, but the 
restriction of woman's 
social roles after marriage 
to being mothers, home- 



makers, volunteers and 
other underpaid or unpaid 
employees. 

"It is a serious implica- 
tion," his dissertation 
holds, "that the American 
woman does lose ground 
in personal development 
and self-esteem during the 
years of marriage, 
whereas men do not." 

He urges the removal of 
legal inequities which 
affect women, in property 
holding, credit loss, which 
is basic to the extension to 
women of all rights denied 
them under our current 
institution and laws. 

The major result of his 
statistics points out the 
children of working mot- 
hers who are satisfied and 
growing in their employ- 
ment have higher ranges 
of IQ than do the children 
of non-working mothers. 

The conclusion of the 
study is that it is not how 
much time a mother 
spends with her child, but 
rather the kind of time, 
and how close the child is 
to the center of focus of 
their interests, A working 
mother can be much closer 
to a child's world than a 
stay-at-home disinterested 
mother.

School starts for 
teachers new to Virginia 
Beach Public Schools the 
week before students 
begin their first day of 
school. A new teacher 
orientation and briefing 
session begins Monday, 
August 27, at 8:30 a.m. at 
Plaza Junior High. 

At the orientation, 
about 250 new teachers 
and former teachers will 
be welcomed to Virginia 
Beach and its public 
schools by City Mayor 
Patrick Standing, City 
Manager George 
Hanbury, School Board

Superintendent Dr. E.E. 
Brickell. 

Following an overview 
of the school division, the 
teachers will adjourn for 
brunch, and then for 
individual meetings with 
their subject area 
supervisors. That 
afternoon they will report 
to their individual schools. 

The week-long 
orientation continues the 
next day as the new 
teachers familiarize 
themselves with their 
schools, classrooms and 



staff members, and on 
Wednesday, August 29, 
secondary and elementary 
teachers will attend city- 
wide meetings for their 
particular curriculum. 

Many of the new 
teachers receive their 
teaching contract by mail 
during the summer and do 
not have the opportunity 
to learn about all of their 
job benefits; therefore, 
for the first time, the 
Personnel Department of 
Virginia Beach Public 
Schools invited the new 
teachers to a job 
orientation session at the 



School Administration 
building during August. 
Three weekly sessions 
were held during which 
the teachers learned about 
opportunities for 
professional development, 
insurance and retirement 
information, payroll and 
leave, and the teacher 
certification process. 

Returning teachers get 
back in the teaching 
"harness" when they 
report for work at their 
individual schools 
Tuesday, August 30. 
School starts for students 
Tuesday, Septehtber 4. - 



All elementary and kindergarten students entering a 
Virginia Beach school for the first time must show proof 
of having received a complete phsycial examination 
within the 12 months preceding the enrollment. Physical 
exam forms are available at the office of each school. 
Under revised Virginia law which went into effect on 
July 1, a child may not attend school until this 
requirement is met. ' 

Proof of immunization against diptheria, pertussis 
(whooping cough), tetanus, polio, rubeola (measles) 
and rubella (German measles) is also required of any 
elementary student entering a Virginia Beach school for 
the first time. Parents or guardians are urged to begin 
early to ensure that all immunizations are completed 
prior to the beginning of school attendance. 

School physical examinations are offered to new 
students and new teachers who are military dependents 
at the Sewells Point branch only of the Navy Regional 
Medical Center. An appointment must be made by 
calling 397-5831 . Required X-rays for new teachers who 
are military dependents can also be taken at Boone 
Clinic at the little Creek Naval Amphibious Base. 



Immunizations are offered to military dependents on a 
walk-in basis Monday-Friday at the facilities of Sewells 
Point (8-12 a.m., 1-3 p.m.), Boone Clinic (8-12 a.m., 1- 
4 p.m.), and Portsmouth Naval Hospital (8-11 a.m., 1-3 
p.m.). 

In addition, the Virginia Beach Public Health 
Department offers the services of three clinics to help 
children entering the city's public schools complete their 
basic immunization and school physical requirements. 

Free immunizations are offered at the clinics, which 
are located at the Princess Anne Municipal Center, on 
the beach front at 19th and Arctic Avenue, and in the 
Pembroke area at 930 Independence Boulevard. 

The clinics will also give physical examinations to 
indigent students entering Virginia Beach schools for 
the first time. Others are charged a fee on a sliding scale 
based on family income. 

Scheduled hours for the clinics are: Municipal Center, 
Wednesdays, 8:30-10 a.m.; 19th ahd Arctic Avenue, 
Tuesdays, 8:30-11 a.m.; and 930 Independence Blvd., 
Fridays, 8:30-10 a.m. No appointments are necessary.

Beach high schools test three new programs 



Added to the more than 250 courses offered last year 
in the public secondary schools of Virginia Beach are 
three new pilot programs that begin with the fall term. 

Art history will be offered to 1 1th and 12th graders at 
First Colonial High only; a computer science course, 
dealing with programming and literacy, will be taught 
through the math department for 1 1th and 12th graders 
at KempsviUe High only; and a new communications 
technology course through the industrial arts 
department will be taught at Green Run High only, for 
10th, 1 1th and 12th graders. 

The art history course is an advanced placement 
course which in many colleges will allow the student to 
bypass the normally required freshman course and 
move on to a more advanced course. 

The course will trace the history of art from the 
earliest recorded time through the post-World War II 
period. A series of slides and other 'audio-visual 
materials will be used. 

The introductory course to computer programming 
and computer literacy will trace the development of the 
computer and its present applications in everyday life; 
teach the actual data systems of the computer; then 



apply that knowledge to mathematics problems that can 
be programmed and solved by computer with great 
speed. 

As a prerequisite to the course, students must have 
successfully completed both Algebra II and 
Trigonometry. 

The communications technology course marks the 
entry of the industrial arts department into a new 
branch of instruction on a large scale. The course will 
also deal with computers, but as a communications tool. 
In addition, drafting, graphic communication, and 
audio- visual communication wiU be taught. 

The well-equipped shop at Green Run High will have 
two dark rooms, computers, graphic cameras, offset 
printing presses, videotype machines and sound mixing 
equipment, printmaking facilities, and a number of 
other teaching aids. 

The course is not designed to train technicians, as 
such; but it will give those desiring additional education 
in~a^wide variety of communications fields a strong 
basic knowledge. 

All three pilot programs will be evaluated during the 
year, and may be added at other high schools next year. 



School cafeterias prepare to serve 30,000 meals a day 



When Virginia Beach Public Schools open September 
4, 58 school cafeterias will begin the monumental task 
of feeding some 30,000 hungry students each day. 

Each lunch-hot or cold-offered to elementary 
students will have the five basic food components: 
Meat (or alternate), milk, bread, fruit and vegetables. 
Secondary school students have the opportunity to 
select at least three of these components, either at the 
regular food service line or at the quick-serve line. 

This year, facing rising food costs, a pilot satellite 
lunch program will be conducted by three Virginia 
Beach secondary school cafeterias in conjunction with 
three -smaller elementary school cafeterias. The larger 
cafeterias will supply the main portion of the school 
lunches each day for the smaller cafeterias, using 
insulated food ■ carriers and a transport van. The 
cafeterias at Keilam High, Plaza Junior High, and 
Independence Junior High will assist Court House and 
Plaza etementaries, and Old Donation Center for the 
Gifted and Talented, respectively. 

Virginia Beach Public Schools follow the guidelines 
of the U.S.D.A. in offering a "Type A" school lunch 
which supplies one-third of the recommended daily 
nutritional requirements for children of various ages, 
the minimum daUy requirements for a Type A meal are: 

(a) 2 oz. portion of meat or meat alternate such as 
cheese, eggs, or peanut butter. 

(b) A total of W cup of two or more vegetables or 
fruits. 



(c) At least one serving of enriched breads (baked 
daily by the school cafeterias). 

(d) One 8 oz. cup serving of milk. 

In addition, ' 

(a) A Vitamin A vegetable or fruit is required at least 
twice a week. 

(b) A Vitamin C vegetable or fruit is served several 
times a week. 

(c) Several specific foods are served for iron each day. 
Secondary school students may participate in the 

"offer versus serve" provision of the lunch program 
which recognizes that junior and senior high students 
have a special independent nature and a desire to 
exercise judgement in their choice of foods. "Offer 
versus serve" lets sge students choose three, four or all 
five of the Type A meal components; thus they can 
refuse foods they don't like, which reduces plate waste 
and increases student participation in the lunch 
program.

The 1979-80 lunch price for elementary students win 
be 45 cents, and the price for secondary school lunches 
willbe 50 cents. Milk is included in the price of each 
meal. Students who bring their lunches may buy milk 
for 10 cents, and all will have a choice of either low-fat 
or regular whole milk. Kindergarteners may purchase 
snacks for 15 cents. All adult ranches will cost 75 cents. 
Lunch will be served beginning on the first day of school 
for students. 



At the beginning of the 
last school year, Virginia 
Beach school bus drivers 
were instructed to report 
violations of state school 
bus safety regulations by 
Virginia Beach motorists. 
These reports were 
compiled and reviewed to 
see which areas of the city 
had the most violations. 

Once the areas were 
pinpointed, the schools' 
transportation department 
asked the'dty's traffic 
engineering department to 
post warning signs in 
those areas. Before 
September 4, eight new 
school bus warning signs 
will be posted along 
Atlantic Avenue, 
Independence Boulevard, 
Shore Drive, Providence 
Road, and Princess Anne 
Road near the Court

motorists should be* fcWfcrV" 
when they have to stop for 
a school bus. For 
example: 

• At intersections, all 
drivers must come to a 
complete stop. Failure to 
stop for a stopped school 
bus with lights flashing at 
an intersection is a 
frequent violation, since 
some motorists don't 
realize they are required to 
stop even when 
approaching a school bus 
at right angles. 

• On undivided 
highways or streets, all 
vehicles are required by 
law to stop and remain so 



Enrollment 
time is here 

New students to the 
Virginia Beach school 
system or those 
transferring within the city 
should enroll as soon as 
possible at the elementary, 
junior high or senior high 
school to which their 
neighborhood is assigned. 
Except in rare cases this is 
usually the school nearest 
the student's residence. 
The Pupil Personnel 
Office (427-4791) has a 
complete listing of all 
school attendance zones 
and can answer questions 
about specific 

neighborhood assign- 
ments. 

A birth certificate or the 
equivalent is required at 
the time of the child's first 
public school admission. 
A student transferring 
into the Virginia Beach 
public schools from 
another system in Virginia 
must have a transfer 
certificate from the last 
school of attendance. 
Scholastic records from a 
previous school are 
desirable for all transfer 
students * to aid in 
immediate placement.

Working With Job Counselors 

Unless the ad says otherwise, job hunters should call 
an agency about an interesting job opening to inquire 
further about the position. This preliminary 
"screening" can save applicant and agency time and, in 
these days of gas shortages, conserve gasoline. A phone 
call also may help the job hunter assess whether this is a 
legitimate job opening or a bait and switch come-on. 

The applicant will want to make an appointment for 
an interview with a job counselor and have ready for the 
interview a concise resume of his or her job 
background. The counselor should be knowledgeable 
about the position advertised as well as any others 
available in the applicant's field. A good personnel 
counselor will not try to talk applicants into considering 
other types of jobs, belittle previous work experience or 
"marketability," or waste applicants' time by sending 
them to intervies at companies with no specific job 
openings or no openings in the applicants' fields. 
Paying The Piper i> 

Employment agencies receive a fee for placing a 
person in a job, and most of them will require an 
applicant to sign an agreement regarding fee 
arrangements. Applicants should make certain that this 
agreement does not obligate them unless they accept a 
job offered through the agency. In many cases a job is 
fee paid; the fee is paid by the employer. If so, the 



contract usually provides that the applicant will be 
responsible for a fee only if he or she does not report for 
work, is discharged for cause, or leaves on his or her 
own accord before a specified time. 

If the agency's jobs are not fee paid, or if only some 
are, the contract should include a sliding schedule of 
what the applicant's fee will be at various salary levels 
and the provisions for payment, including interest. 

In any case, the applicant should read the contract 
carefully, sign only if and when all provisions are 
understood, and never accept a job offer through the 
agency without clarification of who will pay the fee and 
when. Applicants also should be aware that once an 
agency has introduced them to a particular firm for 
employment, they could be required to pay the fee if 
they accept another job with the same firm at a later 
time. This situation should be spelled out in the 
contract. Moreover, if an applicant already is 
interviewing with a company, this should be noted so 
there is no obligation to the agency should the job come 
through. 

Reputable employment agencies will not ask a penny 
for their services until the applicant has accepted a 
position formally. They must extend their services to all 
qualified candidates, employed and unemployed, 
without regard to race, color, sex, age, nationality, 
religion or physical handicaps. Because they perform a 
service, they should treat applicants as their customers. 
They should be prompt, courteous, honest and willing 
to work for their individual and business clients. 

Some areas have agencies specializing in particular 
job skills. If these firms are expert in their field, they 
often can provide a skilled candidate with a variety of 
career choices. Job hunters may want to review 
regularly the "job bank" listings at state employment 
offices, a service that is free, as well as job listings at 
trade unions and trade associations, most of which are 
free. Job hunters encountering unethical advertising or 
business practices regarding private employment 
agencies are encouraged to call their local Better 
Business Bureau. 



Special paint required for fiberglass

■ Q. Our house has color- 
ad i ike* fUes awtttsss 
which do not add to the 
decor of the house. In 
fact, they detract. Our 
question - can these awn- 
ings be painted another 
color? -John F. 

A. Fiberglass awnings 
can be coated with special 
paints made by manufac- 
turers of plastic products 
reinforced with fiberglass. 
The paint probably can be 
obtained from the dealer 
from whom the awnings 
were purchased. 

Great care should be 
exercised in choosing the 
new color. The awning 
color goes clear through 
and both upper and lower 
surfaces should be paint- 
ed. 

If the present awnings 
are opaque, you will have 
no problem as to color 
choice. However, if the 
awnings are translucent • 
that is, if light goes 
through them - comple- 
mentary colors should be 
used, keeping in mind that 
the original color of the 
awning will bleed through. 
For instance, if your awn- 
ings are now yellow and 
are painted blue, the re- 
sult, seen through the 
light, will be a greenish 
hue. 

Q. We are experiencing 
problems in the attic of a 
50-year-old house. Origi- 
nally, the attic was not 
vented, so we installed 
side vents. As long as our 
home was heated by coal, 
the attic caused no prob- 
lem.. 

Seventeen years ago, we 
began to heat our home 
with an oil furnace and at 
the same time we installed 
loose granule insulation 
between the rafters under 
the attic floor. Seven years 
later, we replaced our old 
red shingled rood with a 
white self-sealing one. 

With the side vents open 
in the winter, our second- 
story bedrooms are cold. 
The side walls are not 
insulated and the attic is 



not heated. Therefore, we 
covered the vents in the 
winter to keep out the 
wind aadrfwU. AMMMik. 
our bedrooms are" much 

warmer. However, we 
have been experiencing ice 
on the attfc ceiling and 
nails. Then mildew in the 
summer. 

The next year we decid- 
ed to leave the vents open, 
thinking this would elimi- 
nate the ice. However, the 
ice returned with the side- 
walls becoming dampand 
our bedrooms are cold 
again. We are at loss to 
know what to do next. 
-Frank A.E. 

A. The condensation is 
caused by warm humid 
house air coming in con- 
tact with the attic air. If 
the attic floor is adequate- 
ly insulated, it should 
prevent the warm house 
air from rising to the attic 
and the bedrooms should 
stay warm. 

Your vents also may be 
inadequate. You need 
about one square foot of 
open vent area for each 
100 square feet of attic

floor. 

The vents should be 
installed as close to the 
gable ends as possible and 
opposite each other. They 
should remain open in the 
winter. 

Your new roof may 
provide better insulation 
which prevents warm air 
from escaping. A fan in- 
stalled in the attic would 
help, especially in the 
summer.. 

Q. Is it possible to paint 
a vinyl plastic folding 
door, and if so, with what 
kind of paint? -Melvin B. 

A. Any good quality 
latex base paint can be 
used to paint a vinyl 
plastic door. But be sure 
the surface is cleaned of 
all traces of grease and 
dirt.

New banking regulations offer 
small savers higher earnings

New banking regulations will make savings more 
attractive to the small saver who has watched inflation 
outstrip interest rates for the past several years. The riew 
regulations could increase the amount of money 
available for home mortgage loans. 

Regulations recently announced by the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board, the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation and the Federal Reserve Board increase the 
maximum interest rate on passbook savings accounts 
and create a new four-year market rate certificate. 

There is one unfortunate tradeoff, however. The 
higher yield on savings could push up already high 
interest rates on mortgages and other consumer loans, 
because lenders will be paying more on the funds they 
take in. 

The three banking regulators had been under heavy 
pressure from consumer groups to increase the rate of 
return on small savings ever since the introduction in 
June 1978 of the six-month money market certificate. 
Few depositors could afford the minimum $10,000 
deposit on the high yield certificates, they argued. 

Savers can now purchase a four-year market rate 
certificate. The interest ceiling will be determined by the 
Treasury Department each month based on the four- 
year rate on government securities. 

The interest ceiling for commercial banks will be 
pegged at 1.2S percentage points below the yield on the 
government securities. The ceiling for savings and loan 
institutions will be one percentage point below the 
Treasury yield. 

When the regulations went into -effect July 1, the 
ceilings were set at 7.6 percent for banks and 7.85 
percent for savings and loans. This compared with the 9 
percent maximum yield for the six-month money 
market certificate in effect at that time. 

Although new interest rates are announced monthly, 
savers keep the same rate on their certificate for the full 
four years. There is no legally mandated deposit 
although lenders are free to set one if they wish. 

At the same time, the banking regulators raised the 
maximum interest rates on passbook accounts for the 
first time since 1973. Passbook accoun ts may now pay 
an additional 0.25 percentage point. 

The new ceilings are 5.50 percent at savings and loans 
«nd 5.25 percent at banks .; Qpnsufliers .sgtypUwe smaller j 
amounts in high-yield time deposits; and penalties for 
early withdrawal have been reduced.

Prior to July 1, the most a saver could earn on a time 
deposit at a federal savings and loan was 8 percent on a 
minimum deposit of $1,000 held for eight years, with 
substantial interest penalties for early withdrawal. 

The new early withdrawal penalties apply to 
certificates issued or renewed after July 1. The 
minimum penalty is six months lost interest for lime 
deposits with maturities of more than one year, and 
three months for deposits with maturities of one year or 
less. Lenders are not required to pay a lower interest 
rate on the funds withdrawn, however. 

Except for the $10,000 minimum deposit required for 
the six-month money market certificates, the banking 
agencies eliminated all legal requirements for minimum 
deposits on consumer time-deposit accounts. Lenders 
may still require a minimum deposit if they wish, but it 
will probably be lower than the previous legally 
mandated minimum. 

Consumers may now pool funds to reach a minimum 
deposit requirement if the lender agrees. Lenders 
previously were not allowed to accept pooled funds. 



It's all a matter of making the most of those white 
walls and using colors and furnishings that will 
emphasize the walls. . , .

If you wish to add color, choose a large painting or 
print as a focal point. Repeat one of the colors sparingly 
in the other accessorries in the room.

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Preserve summer's flowers now for winter decorations

Most kinds of garden flowers can be dried, but the most 
satisfying are zinnias, marigolds, roses, small dahlias and 
asters. 



While you are enjoying the beauty of ihe flowers in 
your garden at this peak-of-the-season time, give a 
thought to preserving a few for winter decorations. 

Some can be dried just by hanging them in a dry, dark 
place. Strawflower, statice and ornamental grasses are 
picked, the leaves slipped off. They are tied in small 
bunches with elastic bands and hung upside down to 
dry. 

Even more of your annual flowers can be preserved for 
the winter by the simple method of burying blossoms in 
a drying agent to preserve their natural look. 

Most kinds of garden flowers can be dried, but the 
most satisfying are zinnias, marigolds, roses, small 
dahlias and asters. Carnations and chrysanthemums 
tend to shrivel and lose petals. 

The two best agents are silica gel and sand of the sort 
sold for sandboxes. Sand is the least expensive if you 
want io dry in quantity. Any box or pan with tight 
seams can serve as a receptacle. Line t he container with 
wax paper. 

Silica gel reduces- drying time and produces the 
brightest color. For this you'll need a cake tin with a 
tight-fitting lid. i 

The technique of covering the blooms is the same for 
both agents, and both are reusable.

Unlike flowers to be gathered for fresh bouquets, 
whose moisture must be conserved^ by picking them in 
the cool of the morning or evening, flowers for drying 
are picked in the heat of the day when there is the least 
amount of moisture in the petals. They are never 
gathered for drying after a rain, when they are wet with 
dew, or after standing in an arrangement. Pass up 
blossoms that show signs of age. Gather them when 
their color is brightest, and just before the centers of the 
flowers unfold. Have your equipment ready so you can 
process immediately. 

Remove the stems from zinnias, marigolds and other 
similar flowers. Replace the stems with a two-inch 
length of 19-gauge florist wire inserted into the blossom. 

Lay daisy-type blossoms face down on a one-inch layer 
of drying agent. Begin by pouring sand or silica gel 
around the edge of petals, piling it up to the base of the 



wire stem. 

Thicker and more intricately shaped flowers like 
marigolds should'be placed face up. Build the drying 
agent up around the outside, then fijl in between the 
petals to equalize pressure and prevent mashing. 

Follow a similar procedure with spiky blooms such as 
snapdragons, but rest them horizontally. Tap the edges 
of the box to eliminate air pockets, then cover any 
exposed parts of blossoms. 

You can leave the box open if using sand. Mark the 
jdate and flower name to estimate time for removal. 
Never mix flowers of different types not stack in more 
than one layer. 

Drying time varies according to flower bulk or 
thickness. In cilica gel, simple, open flowers may take 
only two or three days while thick, bulky marigolds may 
require five days to a week or more depending on size. 
In sand, flowers lose moisture more slowly. 

Avoid uncovering until blooms are completely dry. 
Exposing the blooms too soon causes irreversible 
wilting. Test first by brushing off enough cjf the drying 
agent to feel the tip of a petal. If crisp, pour off the rest. 

Well-dried flowers will last one or two years if 
carefully handled to avoid shattering. Display 
arrangements in a dry room, out of direct sunlight or 
high humidity that can fade dried flowers or cause them 
to collapse.

Weeds: a special problem in summer 



When you look out your window and see a yard full 
of rapidly growing weeds, you probably wonder what 
have weeds got that the plants you're trying to cultivate 
haven't got? 

Agronomists say that weeds are more efficient at 
utilizing sunlight. This allows weeds to grow very 
rapidly after germination •• and this gives them an 
immediate advantage. Their fast-growing steins and 
leaves actually take sunlight away from plants, like 
grass, that are growing around them. 

What can you do during the long, hot summer when 
ugly weeds start taking over your lawn? 

Without a doubt, the best answer to weed is a thick, 

healthy lawn. "Weeds simply cannot grow where there 

is no room to grow," says Dr. Barry Troutman. As 

r r r esear c h a gronomi st f or C h em Law n lawn care service, 

Dr. Troutman can lay proper claim to a long intimate 
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controling weeds. Where bluegrass, fescues and 
— ryegra ss e s prevail, weed control products are most 
effective during the spring or fall when grasses are 
growing well. Dr. Troutman advises homeowners not to 
apply weed controls during the hottest part of the 



Protecting the forest 
from nature 

Surprisingly, nature constantly threatens the life of a 
forest. 

Fire is the danger most associated with forest 
destruction, and it remains a constant danger to any 
forest. Lightning can cause fires. Through cooperative 
protection by timber companies, state and Forest 
Service foresters, fires are kept down. 

Millions of trees are killed or damaged each year by 
such dangers as insects and disease. The loss is 
appalling. Some can be controlled by insecticides and 
biologically. For others there is no real answer yet. 

A few of the insects afflicting various trees are spruce 
budworm, gypsy moth, hemlock looper, pine butterfly, 
larch caseberer, pipe ips, pine sawfly, Bruce spanworm, 
mountain pine beetle, Douglas fir beetle, needle miner, 
European pine short moth, California flatheaded borer, 
lacebug, cankerworm and many others. 

Diseases add their toll: such- things as foot decay 
fungi, blight, darker, rusts, cankers, drought and more. 

Strong winds can spell disaster for some trees, and 
downed trees can create insect infestations. 

Raising trees is a science. Not managing a forest 
properly can produce a mess of stunted, slow-growing 
and unusable trees. 

Preparing for and destroying attackers is a full-time 
job demanding great expertise on the part of all resource 
managers.

summer because that can cause problems. Because your 
grass grows at a slower rate in hot weather, the bare 
spots left by dying weeds would most likely be filed by 
new summer weeds rather than grass. And summer 
weeds are tougher to get rid of. In fact, some cannot be 
controlled at all. 

Dr. Troutman says, "It's like winning a battle, but 
losing a war. ChemLawn, we have found the best way to 
handle the problem in northern areas during the 
summer is with spot applications of weed control using 
hand sprayers - providing the temperatures are not too 
high." 

In southern climates, grasses like Bermuda, zoysia, 
centipede, St. Augustine and Bahia grow most 
vigorously in the summer. "Many summer grasses are 
very sensitive to the controls used fo r s u mm e r weeds, so 
proper use of selected herbicides and heavy fertilization 
is the answer," according to Dr. Troutman.

The new 
ordinance will permit the retail sales as a special use. 

Council also approved the application which led to 
the change in the ordinance. Aubrey L. Lane was 
granted a conditional use permit for retail sales as a 
subsidiary use to a plant nursery on a 4.339-acre parcel 
on the east side of Holland Road, south of Shipp's 
Corner Road, Princess Anne Borough.

Direct deposit is safe and convenient

Hope springs eternal 

Anything that might push'Rhodesian guerrillas closer 
to accepting free elections as the determinant of 
Zimbabwe-Rhodesia's political future must be 
considered in that troubled context as progress. The 
initial impression, then, is that the new peace formula 
approved by Britain and its Commonwealth partners at 
their recent conference in Zambia offers some hope for

the formula, proposed by Britain's new Conservative 
party government, provides for an all-parties 
consitutional conference followed by elections 
supervised by Britain and monitored by the 
Commonwealth's African members. 



Significantly, two of the pro-guerrffla, frontline states 
— Zambia and Tanzania — supported the British 
proposal. Tanzanian president Julius K. Nyerere even 
declined to describe the gurerrillas supported by the 
Soviet Union, Cuba and China as "the sole legitimate 
representatives of the Zimbabwean people." Mr. 
Nyerere's pointed restraint contradicted the official 
, position of the Organization of African Unity. 

Guerrilla leaders Joshua Nkomo and Roberto 
Mugabe have, so far, given no indication that they are 
any more ready now than they have ever been to submit 
their political fortunes to the ballot box. 

And Zimbabwe-Rhodesia's newly eleected black 
prime minister, Bishop Abel Muzorewa, appears 
understandably reluctant to risk the dissulotuion of his 
government. Moreover, Rhodesian whites have 
sufficient parliamentary strength to block any change in 
the present constitution, a precondition under the 
Commonwealth proposal for new elections. 

The prevailing perception in Salisbury that 
government forces are winning the war against the 
guerrillas will complicate the task of coaxing new 
concessions from Bishop Muzorewa and the biracial 
coalition that supports him. 

Nevertheless, the realization that neither Britain nor 
the United States is yet prepared to lift economic and 
plitical sanctions against Zimbabwe-Rhodesia could 
induce one last effort to bring Nkomo and Mugabe to 
the conference table and, ultimately, to the polling 
places. 

Should the guerrilla leaders spurn such an offer and 
continue to rely on bullets rather than ballots, even 
Andrew Young might be compelled to admit that the 
government in Salisbury represents the only chance for 
democratic rule in Zimbabwe-Rhodesia. 



Although it is understandable that our elected 
reoresentatives in Washington receive some added 
privileges to accompany their standing in society, it is 
still amazing how they manage to justify some of their 
expenses. Consider the following: United Press 
International (UPI) reports that Congress spends more 
than $100,000 a year to provide free massages for its 
members. 

The staff of the Appropriations Committee as well as 
other officials express almost total ignorance about why 
such therapy carries such a high price tag. 

In spite of their low public profile, it is known that 
five professionally trained physical therapists who daily 
provide rubdowns for senators and members of the 
House are employed in the gyms. 

in addition, the House gym's facilities include an 
indoor pool, three paddle ball courts, exercise and body 
building equipment, steambaths and whirlpools. This is 
a peculiar development for a congress that continually 
speaks about cutting back on many government 
expenses.

A growing number of people getting social security 
and SSI checks are discovering the advantages of direct 
deposit. Nearly one-fourth of the 35 million people 
getting retirement, disability, and survivors checks now 
have their benefits sent directly to a bank, credit union, 
or other financial organization. Many of the 4.2 million 
people getting supplemental security income (SSI) 
checks also do this. 

There are several advantages to direct deposit; 

1 . No lines to stand in — Harry R. used to stand in 
line up to an hour to cash his disability check on the 
third of each month. With direct deposit, he visits his 
bank to draw money out whenever it's convenient. 

2. No waiting — Jim and Agnes C, both retired, like 
to visit their children and grandchildren in nearby states 
often. With direct deposit, they don't have to wait 
around until their benefits arrive before they can pack 
up and go. 

3. No worry — Helen G. depends almost entirely on 
her social security checks and had two stolen over the 
past 3 years. Direct deposit has relieved her of this 
worry. 

4. No problem cashing check — Bill J. sometimes had 
difficulty cashing his SSI check because of a frequent 
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turnover of help where he did business. This problem 
has been eliminated with direct deposit . 

If you are getting social security or SSI payments and 
want to sign up for direct deposit, ask at your bank or 
other financial institution for form SF- 1 199. 

Completion of form SF-1 199 only authorizes deposits 
into your account. Only you or those authorized by you 
can make withdrawals. 

Even though benefits no longer come where you live, 
you must still promptly notify social security if you 
change your address. This is because important 
information may be sent to you from time to time. For 
more information contact the Social Security Office in 
room 600 at 200 Granby Mall, Norfolk, 23510.

One of the functions of Tidewater Community 
College is to prepare students for the "real world" of 
employment.

The student can participate in Cooperative Education 
as part of full-time or part-time study. In fact, because 
of the schedule of work and classes, many TCC co-op 
students attend classes part time. 

One obvious advantage of the co-op program is the 
"real life" experience it affords the student. Many 
college graduates find themselves eventually in jobs not 
related to what they studied in college, simply because 
they did not realize what their work would involve until 
they began work after graduation. Through the 
Cooperative Education program, students get a realistic 
picture of their career choices and learn long before 
graduation what the future holds in terms of job 
responsibilities. 

Cooperative Education is one program which 
illustrates the relationship between Tidewater 
Community College and the community. Through the 
cooperation of community business leaders who employ 
TCC co-op students, the college is able to graduate 
students with real on-the-job experience, making them 
aware of what to expect from their careers.

Cooling system failures 
are one of the primary 
causes of vehicle break- 
downs, second only to 
flat tires. With the arrival 
of long hot days of sum- 
mer driving, it is especial- 
ly wise to give attention 
to your car's cooling sys- 
tem. 

Basically, an average 
automotive cooling sys- 
tem consists of the radia- 
tor, water pump, thermo- 
stat, fan, fan belts and 
the nee ssary hoses to cir- 
culate the coolant or anti- 
freeze to and from the 
engine. (The only devia- 
tion from this arrange- 
ment is with air cooled 
engines found in Volks- 
wagons, Porches and 
Corvairs, in which the 
engine is cooled by a 
large belt-driven fan.) 

A breakdown of any 
one of your car's cooling 
system components can 
cause severe and costly 
engine damage and 
expose you and your 
crippled automobile to a 
potentially hazardous 
traffic situation. 

A good driver can easi- 
ly avoid the expense and 
inconvenience of a cool- 
ing system failure by 
making a quick visual 
inspection of the cooling 
system components. 

Your personal inspec- ' 
tion coupled with an an- 
nual service checkup by a 
qualified mechanic can 
reduce the chances of a 
cooling system failure. 

You should assume the 
responsibility of checking 
your cooling system at 
regular intervals. Before 
or after you wash your 
car or every other gas 
stop are ideal times. 

Take a few minutes; to 
examine the condition of 
your car's fan belts. Sec- 
tions of the belt that are 



frayed, cracked or deteri- 
orated from exposure to 
oil or grease are potential 
trouble spots. Inspect the 
underside of each belt for 
cracksTJr weak ^pots and 
check for proper belt ten- 
sion to avoid slippage. 

Next, examine the up- 
per and lower radiator 
hoses. Any sign of leak- 
age or bulging on the 
hose makes it a candidate 
for immediate replace- 
ment. Look for cracks 
and splits where the hose 
is clamped to the radiator 
or engine. 

While your engine is 
cold remove the radiator 
cap and check the cool- 
ant. If you find it con- 
tains excessive rust or 
other contaminants 
replace it. Don't be

duped into a false sense 
of security by the term 
"permanent" on the anti- 
freeze container. Coolant 
will begin to lose its 
effectiveness within one 
to one and a half years, 
especially if you've added 
water to the system. 

Your annual cooling 
system check will help 
spot and avert the costlier 
cooling system maladies 
such as a water pump 
failure, sticking thermo- 
stat or slow-leaking radi- 
ator. A mechanic has 
special equipment to test 
the system under actual 
operating pressure and 
can eliminate minor, not- 
so-visible problems be- 
fore they become serious. 
If you find it is time to 
replace your coolant, be 
sure to ask your mechan- 
ic to flush your cooling 
system before adding new 
antifreeze. Flushing is a 
relatively simple, inexpen- 
sive but very messy pro- 
cedure that chemically re- 
moves any contaminants 
that have built up inside 
your engine's water 
jackets, radiator and 
water pump. 

Even the most well 
cared for automobile 
cooling system can break 
down. Fan belts, hoses, 
radiator caps and other 
key parts of the system 
can conspire together and 
' often fail in the middle 
of the busiest rush hour. 
When you find your- 
self stuck in the fast lane 
and your engine tempera- 
ture guage begins an un- 
controlled march toward 
the hot zone, you must 
get your car off the road 
as quickly as possible and 
turn off the ignition. Ac- 
tivate your 4-way flashers 
and use flares if you are 
forced to stop in a pre- 
carious, heavily traveled 
roadway to warn 
approaching motorists. 

Servicing an overheated 
car is a potentially 
dangerous endeavor. 
Even the simplest man- 
euver such as removing 
the radiator cap can 
cause painful and serious 
injuries if not carried out 
properly. 

After your car is safely 
off the road you should 
do the following: 

1) Make visual inspec- 
tion of the engine and 
radiator. Hoses that have 
burst hand broken fan 
belts will be obvious and 
must be replaced before 
you can safely resume 
driving. (Carrying spare 
radiator hoses, clamps, a 
fan belt and some com- 
mon tools is a good trip 
insurance for any motor- 
ist, especially those who

2) If belts and hoses 
are intact the overheating 
may be from lack of 
coolant in the radiator or 
a pinhole leak in the 
radiator or a hose. 
Before removing the radi- 
ator cap give the engine 
several minutes to cool 
down. Then, protecting 
your hand with a heavy 

wad of rags or a thick 
glove, slowly begin to 
remove the cap. You may 
be startled by the sound 
of pressure hissing from 
the radiator and some 
coolant is likely to bubble 
out. This is very hot 
steam and/or water so 
keep your body and head 
as far from the radiator 
opening as possible. 

After the hissing stops 
remove the cap complet- 
ly. If there appears to be 
sufficient coolant in the 
radiator your overheating 
problem is inside the 
engine. You'll more than 
likely need a new thermo- 
stat, water pump or high 
pressure flush job before 
you can operate your car 
without damaging the 
engine. If the radiator is 
dry you can refill it and 
drive your disabled 
vehicle to a service sta- 
tion for a proper inspec- 
tion and the required ser- 
vice. 

Never add water to 
your overheated cooling 
system with the engine 
stopped. Restart the 
engine and slowly add 
water, a little at a time, 
until the radiator is full. 
(Adding water to a hot 
radiator with the motor 
stopped can severely 
damage the engine 
block.) Then, replace the 
cap and allow the engine 
to idle while you search 
for the leak. 

If no leak is evident 



you have a serious prob- 
lem which will require the 
services of a mechanic. If 
you do locate, a small 
leak you can make a 
temporary repair by 
wrapping the hose with 
electrician's or duct tape 
to get you to a service 
station. 

Some driving and traf- 
fic situations can cause 
even the healthiest 
cooling systems to over- 
heat. Slow moving, stop- 
and-go rush-hour traffic 
can send engine temper- 
atures skyrocketing. 

If you're stuck in a 
traffic jam and your car 
is overheating, shut off 
the air-conditioner, put 
your gear selector in 
neutral and gently step 
down on the accelerator, 
to slightly increase the 
speed of your engine. 
This will increase the 
flow of coolant through 
the radiator to dissipate 
the heat. 

In some instances 
opening all of your win- 
dows and operating your 
heater in the maximum 
position will help reduce 
unwanted engine heat. It 
will be uncomfortable but 
it may prevent a cooling 
system failure in certain 
instances. 

Slow mountain driving, 
desert driving and towing 
trailers will force your 
cooling system to work 
harder and the engine to 
run hotter. Keep an eye 
on your temperature indi- 
cator, carry extra coolant 
and water and stop often 
to give your cars a rest 
when overheating appears 
to be imminent. 

Taking care of your 
car's cooling system and 
knowing what to do 
when an emergency arises 
can save you time and 
money as well as prevent 
injuries. 



Take advantage 
of VA's orchards 



Picking your own or 
selecting your own fruits 
can be a profitable and 
pleasurable summer 

activity especially with the 
wealth of acres of fruit 
trees and vineyards within 
fairly easy access to 
Virginians. From now 
through the late summer 
months peaches, 

nectarines, early apples 
and grapes should be 
available. 

But before you go to 
any of the orchards and 
vineyards, make sure you 
call first to find out 
picking times, varieties 
available and whether 
you'll need to supply your 
own containers for 
carrying the bounty home. 
With energy costs as they 
are, "dry run" trips can 
be ill-afforded. 

When you are picking 
or selecting fruits, make 
sure that you pick with the 
present and future in 



mind. Choose some that 
aren't so ripe for savoring 
in the few days or weeks to 
come. 

For peaches, look for 
the creamy to yellow 
background color that 
indicates ripeness. For 
nectarines, ripeness is 
indicated by a rich color 
and plumpness with a 
slight softening along the 
seam. 

In both peaches and 
nectarines, blush or 
redness is usually but not 
always a varietal 
characteristic, so if you 
have questions, ask the 
orchardist. He is a most 
knowledgeable resource. 

These later summer 
months also bring the 
availability of early 
cooking apples such as the 
transparent or the 
improved transparent 
variety, the Lodi, as well 
as the favorite Rambo.

Improperly posted signs cause 
delays in rezoning requests 



"Not Posted Properly" 
has become synonymous 
for "defer for 30 days" at 
Virginia Beach City 
Council meetings. 

Seldom does a meeting 
go by with planning items 
on the agenda that there 
isn't at least one notation 
that the sough' for zoning 
change or conditional use 
perm it was not posted 
properly on the property 
involved. 

A city ordinance in 
effect for several months 
requires the posting of a 
sign announcing the 
request and the date the 
item will be before 
council. When the sign is 
not posted or not posted 
properly council usually 
defers any action until the 
requirements of the 
ordinance are met. Hence 
the deferment for 30 days. 
The purpose of the 
ordinance is to make sure 
people in the community 
of the proposed changes 
are informed so that they 
will be able to appear 
before council to express 
their views. 

The deferment isn't 
automatic, however. 
Council can hear any of 
the items it chooses. 

Accordingly, out of 
three planning items 
containing the notation 
"Sign (or signs) not 
Posted Properly," two 
were continued for 30 
days and one was heard. 

Councilman John A. 
Baum remarked that 
council should reconsider 
the sign ordinance. 

Councilman Clarence 
A. Holland noted that the 
posting of signs was 
"getting so complicated." 
Vice Mayor J. Henry 
McCoy Jr. said the 
problem was. "We're 
playing favorites." He 
voted against rehearing all 
three of the applications 
along with George R. 
Ferrell and 

Councilwoman Meyera 
Oberndorf. 

The remaining council 
members Voted to hear the 
petition of Margaret T. 
Bass for a variance to 
Section 4.4(b) of the 
subdivision ordinance 
which requires lot 
dimensions to conform to 
the Comprehensive 
Zoning Ordinance. 



Located in an R-8 
Residential District, the 
12,000-square foot site is 
occupied by two single- 
family homes. One of the 
homes extends across the 
existing lot line. The 
applicant wanted to 
resubdivide the property 
so that each home is 
located on only one lot. 

Mrs. Bass' attorney, 
Robert E. Ruloff,, said 
that the change in no way 
changes the character of 
me neighborhood and that 
Mrs. Bass wanted to 
convey title of one lot . 

Jim Kaiser, representing 
the North Virginia Beach 
Civic League, said that 
altnougfe^he^l e ag u e wa s 
opposed to granting 
variances, it was only 
concerned when the 
density would be increased > 
and -that hardship would 
be considered. Therefore, 
the league did not oppose 
the petition. 

The variance was 
approved. 

Council by a vote of 8-3 
refused to hear the 
application of OCTO, 
Inc., trading as Dunes 
Motor Inn for a 
conditional use permit to 
operate a bicycle rental on 
a 1.46 acre parcel at the 
northeast and southeast 
intersection of Atlantic 
Avenue and 10th Street, 
Virginia Beach Borough. 
Although the sign was 
posted, according to City 
Planner Robert Scott, the 
information on the sign 
was not "proper." 

Voting against hearing 
the petition were 
Councilmen Reid Ervin, 
George R. Ferrell, 
Clarence A. Holland, 
Donald Merrick and R.L. 
Riggs, Vice Mayor McCoy 
and Councilwomen 
Barbara Henley and 
Meyera Oberndorf. 

Deferement for 30 days 
was approved by a 9-2 
vote with Councilmen

:lose to yellow jortallsm," HlfloUTy piiuiilei 
report on the city's narcotics and vice activities at an 
informal meeting of council when the matter was 
discussed more than an hour. 

A suggestion by Councilman Reid Ervin to appoint a 
blue ribbon committee to investigate charges in the 
article, because Ervin said, the polie would not accept a 
report by the administration or council, received no 
support. Hanbury, instead, was directed to check into 
the vice and narcotics unit to determine whether it was 
adequate. 

The newspaper article referred to police officers 
within the Virginia Beach Department whose names 
were withheld, to a drug informant named "Joe," an 
unidentified state ABC enforcement official, an 
unidentified Norfolk police officer and two drug users 
now in Virginia Beach City Jail. 

Hanbury said, "You fed as though you're defending 
yourself against air, but if you try to make an adequate 
defense and tell all, your elementary ability to do all 
you're attempting to do (is stymied). There's something 
wrong with the American system if we have to 
constantly defend ourselves from innuendo." 

Sgt. C.H. Payne, commanding officer of the 
Investigative Division of the Virginia Beach Police 
Department, prepared the report in which he outlined 
Beach vice and narcotics activities. 

He states that "illegal gambling and to a lesser 
degree, prostitution and other vice problems exist. All 
of these illegal activities have the potential for serious 
harm to the participants and indirectly to the 
community."

He pointed to an error in the article saying that of the 
99 arrests made by the Virginia Beach Narcotics/Vice 
Squad, 74, rather than 31, were felonies. During the 
same period, 244 additional drug arrests were made by 
uniformed personnel. 

Hanbury said that it was "not proper to say that 
Virginia Beach is a haven for prostitutes and drug 
dealers... Since arrests are low, it doesn't mean we're 
not doing a good job." In major cases, personnel has 
been assigned from other areas, he said, but it's "not 
like Sean Cassidy." 

During the last two years money for undercover work 
has been increased from $8,000 to $16,000, $2,000 has 
been authorized for rental cars, unmarked vehicles were 
authorized so that they wouldn't be too conspicuous. 
Payne also said in his report that two additional 
detectives were requested for the Narcotics Squad but 
were not approved. 

Hanbury refuted a charge in the article that Virginia 
Beach did not utilize ingenuous methods of making 
arrests by referring to Operation Snowbird in 1977. 

Virginia Beach initiated the operation which resulted 

in 34 arrests, 23 in Virginia Beach and 31 in Norfolk and 

involved wiretapping. It isn't true, Hanbury pointed

If Virginia Beach City Council has its way, False 
Cape State Park will be left the way it is. 

Virginia Beach City Council Monday afternoon by a 
vote of 6-4 (one abstention) reaffirmed its opposition to 
an access route through Pungo and Knotts Island and 
added opposition to a route through Sandbridge as well. 

The action in effect blocks support of any route to the 
4,000 acre park which is presently accessible only by 
foot, bicycle or boat. The park 'is divided from 
Sandbridge by the federally-owned Wildlife Refuge 
where the only vehicular traffic allowed is by special 
permit 

Mayor Patrick L. Standing pointed out that 
"anybody knows that the park is surrounded by Pungo 
or the.North Carolina Line." 

Councilman Clarence A. Holland added that "if you 
don't use Pungo," you don't get to the park. 

Both Standing and Holland have supported public 
vehicular assess to the park. 

Monday night's public hearing, which attracted so 
many people that they overflowed into the corridors, 
was held to reconsider council's former resolution to go 
on record against the Knotts Island route. Councilman 
Reid Ervin suggested the hearing to give people a chance 
to voice their opinions and 15 did in the hour-and-a-half 
session. 

The final decision on the highway will be made by the 
state so that Ervin said that whatever the council does, 
"it doesn't have that much clout."

not see as likely 25,000 trips (12,500 round trip) to the 
park a day, as predicted, pointing out that the various 
arteries in the city carry about 100,000 .cars a day. 
"Somebody's trying to sell me that one quarter are 
going to the park. As a governing body, regardless of 
access through Pungo you still have control over the 
zoning," he said, through which the area can be 
controlled. 

Farmers want rural area preserved 

Mrs. Ann Bright, representing Farmers Allied for 
Rural Management, asked council to "stand fast in 
your resolve that the state consider all alternatives." She 
said there was no way farm equipment can be used in 
heavy traffic. If Princess Anne Road is widened for 
access, she said, farmers may be forced to sell and as 
land use changes, so does the tax rate. 

She said the people in the area are pleased with the 
land use plan. The plan calls for continued rural use in 
the Pungo-Back Bay area and no major widening of 
roads. 

Clare Floege, of 3252 Muddy Creek Road, chairman 
of the Back Bay Civic League, said that the state park 
traffic along with the Munden Park traffic will increase 
and conflict with the Comprehensive Land Use Plan. 
She exhorted council not to "steamroller" the corridor 
"down our throats by people who do not live in the 
area." 

Oscar L. Ingram, of 3852 Anselm Lane said that the 
state has five miles of beach front and, "if feel we 
should be able to reach it." He said advocates of sports 
such as golf and fishing are not told they have to walk to 
their recreation sites. "We should be able to get there by 



"Councflwoman Meyera Oberndorf supported the 
original resolution as well as the amendment to oppose 
the Sandbridge Route became the area u extremdy 
fragile and the "state will never get clearance to upset 
the environment." She said she was in favor of limited 
access and that the state park superintendent, Ben H. 
Rolen, was reported as saying the park would probably 
be a walk-in park and that there would be no highway 
access for another 10 years. She said the state never 
envisioned extending the road beyond False Cape to 
North Carolina's outer banks. 

Speakers from the rural Pungo area wanted council to 
retain the resolution while those from Sandbridge 
wanted the resolution rescinded because they thought it 
left Sandbridge as the only viable alternative. 

Speakers from other areas of the city wanted access 
through any route so that more beach front would be 
accessible to them. 

Many of the speakers opted for withdrawing the 
resolution and taking no action until recommendations 
of state and bi-state (Virginia and North Carolina) 
committees are available. 

As Councilman George R. Ferrell voted with the 
majority, Councilman J. Curtis Payne Jr. said that, he 
(Ferrell) was agreeing with everyone in the room and 
that the vote was political. Payne voted with the 
minority. 

Forest W. McFarlane Jr. said he was a strong 
advocate for access through the Pungo Borough. It was 
probably the only reasonable access, he said, and the 
people of Virginia Beach need the park badly. 

He said all state parks are in rural areas and the state 
doesn't seem to have problems with those areas. He did

What makes students cheat?

Mary Sue Marks is in the sixth grade. Her mother 
came to me because her daughter's teacher had called 
her in and confronted her with the evidence of her 
daughter's cheating on a test. She is from a good home, 
loved by her parents, very nice looking, yet. with a 
serious problem in honesty. 

Despite what the Supreme Court says, I know that 
there are going to be prayers in school as long as there 
are final examinations. I also know that there is going to 
be cheating on those same examinations. 

The ingenious and laborious length that some of my 
fellow students went to in order to cheat left me 
puzzled. The logic of working that hard at cheating 
when it would take far less effort to learn the material 
escaped me. 

In order to help Mary Sue and her mother, I tried to 
do my homework in what is known about cheating in 
the grammar school and high school level. 

The results of one study by Simpson and Banes show 
that a great many students are scrupulously honest until 
they sense a threat to their status or their rapport with 
their teacher. The conclusion of this study came from 
testing a group of fifth graders by giving them a 
mathematics test. The children were told that if they 
made any mistakes on the test, they would be required 
to work that problem correctly 10 times. They were 
informed that they were on their honor, although in fact 
they were watched for the study through a one-way 
mirror. 

During this test, a number of children made mistakes, 
but no one failed to hand in the correctly worked 
problem later. The test was given again, and this time 
they were to work 10 different problems for each one 
missed. Again, very few cheated and none of those who 
made mistakes failed to hand in the added assignment 
for errors. 

For the last test, the procedures were changed. The 
children were told that there was no penalty for making 
a mistake, but that the teacher would be very 
disappointed if there were mistakes. She stated that she 
was certain that anyone as smart as the members of her 
class would certainly do very well on the examination. 
The result from that kind of pressure was there was a

great deal of turning of the head and whispering during 
the test. 

The conclusion was that the teacher that they loved 
and respected put these basically honest children in a 
position where they emotionally could not afford to 
consider the possibility of failure. They wanted the 
teacher to be proud of them. 

Another finding of the study was that it was found 
that more girls cheated than boys, and when the boys 
did cheat they cheated in a much bigger way. One 
suggestion by the team of doctors to help with the 
problem of cheating was to eliminate the use of so many 
multiple choice or true and false questions. Teachers 
tend to use these more often because of the amount of 
work involved in correcting subjective answers. 

A great deal of attention had been given to individual 
learning, using specific learning objectives which are set 
down in contracts made between the students and the 
teacher. This eliminates the pressure on the student and 
gives a wide possibility for actual learning to take place. 

After talking to Mary Sue's mother, I went to the 
school and asked her teacher how many students had 
been cheating in her class, and the figure was 
proportionately very high. When she chose to remove 
the extremely high expectations from her students, the 
cheating dropped off in the class proportionately, and 
Mary Sue is going quite well.

Beach school buses ready to log 17,000 miles a day 



The beginning of school on September 4 means 
Virginia Beach drivers should be alert fo&|he more than 
400 yellow school buses that will be transporting more 
"'than 50,000 students daily to and from their schools. 

Virginia Beach Public Schools offers free 
transportation to those students who live more than a 
mile from their school or who do not live in a school 
"walking zone." To accomplish this herculean task, the 
schools' transportation department relies on a well- 
trained crew of drivers, including substitutes. These 
drivers - mostly bomemakefs - log more than 17,000 
miles each school day on Virginia Beach's highways, 
streets and roads. # 

Each person selected as a school bus driver receives 
extensive training both on the road and in the 
classroom. In addition to the driving skills necessary to 



handle the large buses, the drivers also learn bus 
discipline techniques and road courtesy. The average 
Virginia Beach school bus driver has more than seven 
years experience behind a "big yellow" wheel, but many 
have more than 20 years service. 

More than 1,500 school bus routes link the 
neighborhoods of the city with public schools. Each 
route is carefully planned by the bus driver, officials of 
the individual schools, and the transportation 
department to make sure the students are safely 
delivered to and from school in the shortest possible 
time. Except for rural areas, most school but pick-up 
and delivery routes are completed in less than thirty 
minutes. 

Included in the school fleet are specially designed and 
equipped buses for transporting students who have 



In addition, some regular buses which transport the 
more mobile handicapped students have driver aides to 
provide constant attention and care while the bus is in 
motion. 

Backing up the drivers is a staff of experienced 
maintenance men and women, plus large, modern repair 
facilities which enable them to handle any phase of bus 
repair or upkeep, from changing an engine to painting 
the exterior. Also, radio-dispatched repair vehicles 
provide emergency service if a school bus is suddenly 
disabled.

The 
drivers of these vehicles receive special training 
particularly in loading and unloading of these students.

SALT II may hurt U.S. defense

After careful study, I have concluded I cannot 
support the SALT II treaty aa presented to the Senate. 

A strategic arms limitation treaty which would act as 
a real curb on the arms race would be in the national 
interest. 

But what has happened in the seven years since SALT 
I was signed? 

Russia has achieved a massive military buildup in 
both conventional and nuclear weapons, has spent - 
according to Secretary of Defense Brown - more than 
$100 billkm on strategic defenses, and has deployed the 
most powerful olall missiles, the SS-18. 



Our bombers not effective 

SALT II gives the Soviets special and unmatched 
rights to 308 of these heavy intercontinental ballistic 
missiles. 

The proposed treaty will permit both sides to deploy a 
totally new ICBM, but on the U.S. side the new missile 
must not exceed a throwweight of 8,000 pounds, while 
Russia's new missile could be twice that large. 

The chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, General 
David C. Jones, stated categorically that - in terms of 
numbers of launchers and taking into account 
throwweight ~ the United States does not have equality 
in intercontinental missile forces. 

It is generally conceded that within a year the Soviet 
Union will have the potential to knock out the bulk of 
our land-based missiles. The United States itself has 
virtually no defenses to ah attack. It was decided years 
ago that this nation would rely on its ability to retaliate 
to forestall an attack. 

But with U.S. offense forces strictly curtailed by the 
treaty, Russia is left free to spend much of its military 
budget on defensive system -- including systems in space 
if it so desires -- thus sharply reducing our retaliatory 
threat. 

SALT II gives special rights 

The treaty counts United States manned bombers, but 
it does not cover the massive Soviet air defense system 
which virtually negates the American bomber threat. By 
1985 our bombers will not be able to penetrate 
effectively these defenses, according to testimony by 
SecretaiyBrdwnY 

Restrictions in the treaty on the number of cruise 
missiles per bomber, and a temporary protocol limiting 



cruise missiles to a range of 360 miles, inhibit the United 
States more than the Soviet Union. 

In addition, the new Russian "Backfire" bomber is 
not counted as a strategic weapon. Yet the Soviet force 
of at least ISO of these aircraft is capable of striking the 
United States. 

Loose drafting of treaty language restricting weapons 
modernization will permit the Soviet Union to field its 
new fifth generation of ICBMs. In my judgment, at 
least three new ICBMs will be introduced by Russia in 
the near future. 

Furthermore, SALT II cannot be satisfactorily 
verified, given the Russian tendency to exploit 
ambiguities and loopholes. 

The Soviet Union stretched, if not violated, the terms 
of SALT II. We can expect similar behavior under 
SALT II. 

Finally, the Senate must guard against assuming that 
U.S. technological superiority can compensate for 
Russian numerical advantages. Wholesale transfer of 
Western technology to the Soviet Union has taken 
place, and Russia has exploited this technology in the 
military area. 

Many of the issues connected with SALT II are 
technical and complex. But in the last analysis, the key 
question is this: 

Does the treaty enhance the security of the United 
States and our free allies? 

In my judgment, it does not.

out, that local law enforcement officers across the state 
"are not doing enough on a high level of sophistication 
to clam down on drugs and vice," as attributed to Lewis 
W. Hurst, executive director of the State Crime

on from September 1978 to May -1979 in cooperation 
with State Police and Chesapeake resulting in two 
charges on the sale of heroin and two others on 
conspiracy to distribute heroin and cocaine and 40 
arrests on other major crimes. Two murders were solved 
.on information received during the operation. Most of 
the arrests, however, were made in Norfolk. 

Hanbury said that charges made in the article were a 
"slur on the Police Department and administration. He 
maintained that even if the city had more manpower, 
they couldn't do any better. Virginia Beach's seven men 
made 99 arrests compared to Norfolk's 33 who made 
245 arrests. 

The news article indicated that other Tidewater cities 
all had a greater percentage of their police forces 
working on narcotics. 

Mayor Patrick L. Standing said the article smacked 
of "boiler plate journalism." He said six months ago, 
Virginia Beach was a "haven for the Mafia." Now it's a 
"haven for prostitution and drugs.. .What amazed me, 
is that (the article) quoted two people sitting in jail, but 
said we're not doing anything about it." 

Ervin wanted to know whether there actually was 
more drug traffic in Virginia Beach than in other cities. 

Councilman J. Curtis Payne Jr. replied that "We 
recognize we have a drug problem in Virginia Beach. 
Norfolk has one, too. Norfolk has just as much of a 
problem, if not more." 

Hanbury said, "We are working on the problem." 
He said the city would be developing a new approach 
and that "you will be pleased with the results.. .It is a 
serious problem, but we'll be able to handle it." 

Ervin asked about the article's reference to doctors 
and lawyers and others in the affluent North End of the 
beach as involved in the drug traffic. 

Councilman Clarence A. Holland, a physician, said 
that he was not aware of any in the circles he runs in. He 
added that "if you have a drug problem small or big, 
it's a big problem." He said, however, that he could not 
give credence to a story with no sources. 

Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. asked whether the 
vice and narcotics squad was undermanned. 

Hanbury said that he didn't think it is. He added that 
Sgt. J.M. Curran, vice and narcotics supervisor, has 
never turned down requests for assistance from other 
Police Departments. 

Ervin suggested the "blue ribbon" committee saying, 
"The public wants to believe the worst." 

Standing disagreed, saying, "I believe there are good 
and smart citizens in Virginia Beach who won't believe 
that article." 

Hanbury was chiefly concerned with charges that the 
hierarchy in the police department wanted to do nothing 
about the drug problem. 

Councilman R.L. Riggs said that he has checked the 
story with police officers. Charges have been made and 
it's up to us t6 prove them right or wrong.".. .The 
officers, he said, "want to do more but it seems that the 
higher echelons do not want them to do it." 

Ervin remarked that if you know what marijuana 
smells like, all you have to do is walk along the 
beach..." 

Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorf refereed to the 

request by Chief Davis for two or three more men in the

Financial aid available

Tidewater Community College operates under the 

principle that no one should be denied an education 

because of financial need. The college has a number of 

financial assistance alternatives available to help 

* students and their families meet education costs. 

Among the financial aid programs available at TCC 
are grants, scholarships, loans, and the college work- 
study program, through which students are employed 
either on or off campus in part-time jobs up to twenty 
hours per week. Grants, scholarships, and of course the 
work-study program, require no repayment and are the 
most advantageous types of financial assistance for that 
reason. 

New federal guidelines, under the Middle Income 
Student Assistance Act, expand existing programs to 
include students not previously eligible for financial aid. 
The new regulations mean that, regardless of income, 
anyone can receive financial aid of some kind . 

The Middle Income Student Assistance Act adds $1.5 
billion to the Basic Educational Opportunity Grant 
program to accommodate "middle income" students. 
Although various factors do affect eligibility for Basic 
Grants, a dependent student from a family of four with 
an income of up to $25,000 should be eligible for a 
grant. 

The new law also removes income requirements from 
the federally subsidized Guaranteed Student Loan 
Program. A student from any income bracket may 
receive a tew interest loan which must be repaid after 
the student completes his education or terminates 
enrollment. On these loans, the government pays the 
interest which secures while the student is attending 
college. , 

TCC has a number of scholarships at each campus. 
Private organizations donate scholarships each year to 
benefit students in various academic programs. The 
financial aid office can provide information on the 
types of scholarships available and the criteria for each. 

At TCC, in order to qualify for financial aid, a 
student musf he enrolled in an approved curriculum on , 
at least a half-time basis of six credit hours.

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Earnings may approach the limit

This is the time of year when the earnings of many 
working people who receive social security benefits arc 
approaching the point where their benefits may be 
affected. 

Once a person's earnings exceed the annual limit, SI 
in benefits is generally withheld for each $2 of earnings. 
The 1979 annual limits are $3,480 for people under 65 
and $4,500 for people 65 or over. 

Many people getting benefits plan to earn no more 
than (he limit but for one reason or another, their 
earnings exceed it and they have to repay benefits that 
were incorrectly paid. 

That is the reason people should take a little time to 
review their earnings for the first part of 1979 and make 
sure of where they stand. 

One thing people should keep in mind is that gross 
earnings, not just lake home pay, count toward ihe 
annual limit. Remembering this point will keep many 
people from going over the limit. 

Another important point is that it is when wages are 
earned, not paid, that decides whether they should be 
counted. For example, wages earned late in 1979, but 
not paid until 1980, count toward the 1979 annual limit. 
By the same token, wages earned late in 1978 but not 
paid until 1979, do not count toward the 1979 limit. 

More information about how earnings affect social 
security benefits can be found in the leaflet, "If You 
Work After You Retire."

In addition to long-term financial assistance 
programs, TCC has a short-term, interest-free loan 
fund for emergency tuition needs. These loans are 
limited and depend upon prompt repayment. 

Certain students may find themselves eligible for 
financial assistance through Social Security, Vocational 
Rehabilitation, Veterans Administration, the 
Comprehensive Education and Training Act (CETA), 
the Work Incentive Program (WIN), active duty 
military programs, or through membership in the 
Virginia National Guard. Arrangements for aid through 
these agencies must be made through the local office of 
the agency in question. TCC cooperates with these 
officers in financial aid programs for our students.

Shoplifting: its consequences for consumers

"Go on, take it. The store won't miss it. It's just little 
thing. Besides, they make so much money on the stuff 
they sell here, $20 means nothing to them." 

If you're between the ages of 13 and 19 youve 
probably heard this statement, or something like it from 
a friend. Or maybe you have said it yourself. 

In either case, it is simply not true. 

Recent studies show that teenagers are responsible for 
about 50 percent of all retail store loss due to 
shoplifting. It is difficult for young persons to resist 
shoplifting. They see things they want; their friends are 
taking merchandise; and the pressure is great to go 
along with the rest of the crowd. 

But this "going along" is costing consumers a lot of 
money each year. For retail stores, between 1962 and 
1975, shoplifting losses increased from $2.5 billion to 
$6.5 billion. Prices of items in the stores are raised to 
coyer most of this loss. Some retailers are forced to raise 
prices four percent or more to cover losses. Therefore 
an item cosing $25 would normally only cost between 
$23 and $24. 

Another way of looking at the cost of shoplifting is to 
note that each family in the United States pays from $50 
to $160 extra in retail stores each year because of 
shoplifting. 

Another part of the cost of shoplifting is the cost of 
serveilance equipment needed in stores to check on 



shoppers-two-way mirrors, guards, and closed circuit 
television. 

The number of shoplifters is overwhelming. Some 
professional security personnel estimate there are 
150,000 shopliftings each week in department, variety, 
food, drug, and discount stores. One the average one of 
every 12 shoppers takes something from the store. 

Besides the cost to consumers, shoplifting has long- 
lasting, often damaging, consequences for those who 
are apprehended. Law enforcement agencies no longer 
treat shoplifters lightly— the friendly lecture and 
dismissal that many people associate with shoplifting 
has become rare. 

Virginia and other states' laws permit the 
apprehension of suspects while they are still in the store, 
something not allowed in the past. Shoplifting is 
considered a serious crime. 

Removing labels, price tags, or markings is 
considered theft. Persons over 16 years old are subject 
to arrest and prosecution, and they face the likelihood 
of a permanent police record that may limit future 
opportunities. 

Persons under 16 risk delinquency charges in court. 
Also, their parents or guardians can be held responsible 
for their actions, and be sued by the store. People who 
receive a stolen item from a friend are guilty of 
possession of stolen goods, even though they had 
nothing to do with the theft. 

Increasing losses have forced many retailers to begin 
prosecuting shoplifters almost 100 percent of the time.

A. Unless you know 
which bank, you will 
probably be out of luck. If 
an account has no deposits 
or withdrawals for seven 
years, then the bank or 
banks try to find the 
owner at their last known 
address. The bank will 
carry on an active search 
throughout the area to 
Find the depositor. 

Once an account has 
been inactive for the 
seven-year period, the 
names of the account 
holders are published in 



local newspapers. The 
bank then allows a 
reasonable time for the 
money to be claimed, 
either by the owner, or if 
the owner is no longer 
alive, by the heirs. If no 
one turns up, the money is 
turned over to the state. 

In your case, if you 
have the name of the 
bank, you can obtain 
forms from them to 
complete. You will use 
those forms to petition the 
state for the return of the 
money. Good luck.

Q. Last summer for the 
first time in II years, we 
noticed mildew in our 
basement. The rags on the 
floor had mold that 
looked Hke thick white 
fur. Boxes of games stored 
on the cement surface not 
covered with a rug 
accumulated a green dusty 
mildew. We opened 
windows, washed rugs and 
discarded the games. That 
ended the problem, but we 
don't want it to happen 
again. Was It only because 
we didn't have the 
windows open that this 
happened?

A. Your problem is 
sometimes caused by a 
change in the water table. 
Perhaps small cracks have 
opened in the foundation 
wall, causing moisture to 
seep through. There are 
good waterproof sealants 
on the market which may 
be applied to basement 



to leave your windows 
open on clear sunny days. 
The Epoxy-type repair 
product for masonry is 
produced under different 
brand names, a few of 
which are Epoxite, Decon 
Exposy Sealers, Epox-Seal 
and Thoroseal, which 
should be available at 
leading hardware and 
houseware stores, paint 
stores, some masonry 
supply dealers and 
marinas. 

Q. When I turn on the 
hot water faucet just a 
little, It spits and sputters 
and very little water comes 
out. When I turn it as far 
as it will go, the sputtering 
stops, but I do not want 
that kind of force all the 
time. Can you suggest 
what I should do to 
remedy this situation? 
—Arthur McD. 

A. The water may be 
heating at too high a 
temperature. 

As a test,, I recommend 
having it set lower, if you 
have an automatic gauge. 
When water is under 



pressure, as in a hot water 
supply system, it will not 
vaporize when heated to 
and above the boiling 
point, but will flash into 
steam when the pressure is 
reduced and ' steam 
instantly forms, forcing its 
way to the outlet for 
escape. This also blocks 
the cold water in a mixer 
faucet. 

Q. What can be done to 
stop blistering on the 
outside walls around the 
foundation? —Mrs. 
E.L.G. 

A. First check the 
drainage to see that the 
adjoining ground slopes 
away from the house. 
Do not have shrubs and 
trees so close to the house 
that you dampen walls 
when irrigating. 

For correction, wire 
brush the affected area to 
remove all loose material, 
then coat with a water 
sealer (Thompson's Water 
Seal is a good product) 
and paint. Then apply 
another coat of sealer. 

Also if your house if 
built on a foundation with 
a crawl space under the 
house, check there for 
moisture. The ground can 
be covered with heavy 
plastic to prevent 
intrusion of moisture. 
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Pound for pound, you may come up short 
with present U.S. system of measurement 



Just in case you may have forgotten, the United 
States still plans to convert to the metric system during 
the 1980*8. Why? What's wrong with our present system 
of measurement? 

The United States is the only major industrial nation 
that has not converted to the metric system. Because our 
economy is so heavily based on importing and exporting 
goods with other nations, our present system of measure 
does not provide an efficient means of communication. 
The United States' adoption of the metric system would 
make foreign trade with all nations much more 
hatmc«sous.and«niforra. 

Under our present system which weighs more - a 
pound of gold or a pound of hamburger? Most people 
would reply that they weigh the same. But that's wrong. 
A pound of hamburger is determined by avoirdupois 
weight and measures 7,000 grains. A pound of gold is 
determined by troy weight and measures 3,760 grains. 
Thus, a pound of hamburger is heavier. 

Which is heavier - an ounce of gold or an ounce of 
hamburger? Again many consumers would reply an 
ounce of hamburger. That's wrong too. A pound of 
gold consists of 12 ounces determined by troy weight. 
Therefore, an ounce of gold is equal to 480 grains. But 



there are 16 ounces in an avoirdupos pound, so 1 ounce 
of hamburger equals 437. 5 grains. 

This is just one example of the complex nature of our 
present day system of measurement. Not to mention the 
fact that one bushel of potatoes weighs 60 pounds in 
Masschusetts and only 56 pounds in North Carolina. Or, 
that one bushel equals 48 pounds of barley, 32 pounds 
of oats or 56 pounds of rye. 

With conversion to the metric system all of these 
discrepancies would be eliminated. Because the decimal 
system is the basis for metrics, one kilogram of potatoes 
would measure the same from Virginia to Austrafiai' * u ' '

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Over the past several months, I've used this column 
on occasion to present a continuing series, an A to Z 
glossary, on now to take care of your new home. 
Today's column treats grounds. 

Proper care of the grounds around your house not 
only can add to the beauty of your home but also can 
protect the structure of your house*. 

Grading. Your house lot and surrounding lot grades 
were established by professional engineers to provide 
drainage away from the building. Should you wish to 
change the drainage pattern, be sure that a proper 
drainage slope is maintained. Do not nil above the top 
of the foundation and always allow a six-inch minimum 
between the earth and the siding; otherwise water may 
enter the joint between the foundation and the wall 
material or cause decay of wood. 

Standard practice is to soak the back-filled earth in 
the foundation area and utility ditches to promote 
proper settling. As the earth around the house becomes 
compacted, depressions may form especially where a 
trench has been dug near the foundation. These places 
must be filled with dirt so that water will not collect in 
them and cause dampness. Small depressions in the 
lawn should also be filled. 

Lawn and plaats. Water your new lawn and shrubs 
often. In the fall of the first year rake the lawn 
thoroughly, reseed it with the appropriate mixture, and 
add an organic fertilizer or manure. Give special 
attention to any bare spots in it. (Note: In watering the 
lawn avoid sprinkling any painted parts of the house. 
Allowing the spray to hit the paint reduces its life 
expectancy.) 

If you plan to have flower beds near the house, do not 
disturb the earth next to the foundation - dig several feet 
away. 

Landscaping your bone: plan first, then plant. There 
are two ways to go about landscaping your new home. 
One is by guesswork, and you're almost sure to get a 
horticultural disaster. The other is to plan the whole 
thing, how you want the place to look ten years from 
now. This takes more time, but it pays off. 

Before you dig a f single hole, you need reliable, 
specific information "about the local flora and its 
requirements. Then you can plan what to plant where, 
and set up a budget for the job. 

As you study up on plants, bsar in mind the 
landscaping principle that the outdoors around your

home is an extension of indoor living space. Your 
grounds should be defined areas for work and play, 
often best screened or partitioned by trees, shrubs or 
other greenery. 

This means you will want plants of various sizes and 
shapes that attract the eye both near and afar. You will 
need taller shrubs for privacy, trees for shade, flowering 
trees for color, low-growing plantings under windows, 
thicker evergreens for backgrounds. 

The beauty of having a landscape plan is that you 
need not feel compelled to carry out the plan all at once. 
You can work it out a phase at a time, as gradually or as 
rapidly as time and money allow, yet know where you're 
going at every step. 

Once you have a general plan in mind, list all the 
plants that appeal to you, then see what your garden 
encyclopedia and other references say about them. 

When you reach the stage of actual design, take out 
paper and pencil and make a sketch of your property to 
scale, a quarter inch representing one foot. Measuring 
carefully, plot the exact location of the house, walks, 
wall, trees and any other landscaping features. Indicate 
doors and windows, too, since they will have a bearing 
on location of plants. 

Sketch in the areas you want to reserve for turf, and 
locate precisely each shrub and tree that you have 
chosen to use. Be sure to figure their space requirements 
and maturity, particularly if you expect to plant very 
young stock. And take care not to plant anything that 
will grow up to block a good view or shut out light 
needed at a window. 

If all this sounds like lots of work, remember that a 
thoughtful plan minimizes wasted effort in the long run. 
The plan you have worked out should be a long-range 
one, Stay with it, making changes only if they fit your 
rules. The period when everything seems bare will pass 
soon enough. Before you know it, your landscaping will 
be the envy of the neighborhood.

Tips on keeping the slugs out of your garden 



By PATRICK DENTON 

One of the most common questions I'm asked this 
time of the gardening year is how to get rid of slugs. 
And unless you are living in an area that is suffering 
either prolonged drought or frost, you will likely be 
having some problems with these singularly unappealing 
creatures. 

Slugs come in a variety of sizes and colors. They carry 
under their skins a quantity of water and glandular 
secretion. Under dry conditions these are lost and the 
slug shrinks considerably. They leave a trail of slime 
behind them as they travel through the garden. This trail 
can be silvery clear or colored by red or yellow pigment. 
Whatever color, this trail gives the backyard gardener 
his best clue to the feeding habits of his resident slugs. 

To combat the slug populations in your backyard 
plot, it helps to know something about their nasty 
habits. For example, did you know that slugs were 
hermaphroditic? This means that all of them can lay 
eggs, after cross-fertilization with another slug. They 
lay their rather large round eggs in clusters just under 
the ground or on the soil beneath loose rocks and paving 
slabs. And as egglaying goes on throughout the season 
— indeed throughout the year in wanner areas of the 
continent — you can see what you are up against! 

Normally, slugs come out to feed en masse, two to 
three hours after sunset. The few you might see out in 
damp weather for a midday chomp on your lettuce are 
only a small proportion of the total population. 

Slugs, given the slightest encouragement, will 
consume pounds and pounds of food in the average 
backyard garden. This includes anything that gets in the 
way of the slug — all sorts of garden rubbish, dead

beetles and insects, as well as favorite plants and fallen 
fruit. 

Young bedding plants are a special gourment treat for 
the slug, and need to be given special protection where 
slugs are a problem. 

Since it is almost impossible to get rid of these odious 
creatures once they take up residence in your yard, the 
best thing to do is try to control them and protect your 
plants as best as you can. Here are a few tips. 

Keep the garden clear of debris — dying vegetation, 
fallen fruit, piles of wood, weeds. All these things offer 
hiding places for the slugs. 

Where there is an obvious infestation of slugs, hoe 
frequently to expose and dry up the eggs. 

Where you must have a pile of lumber or any sort of 
refuge for slugs, such as a brick path or paving slabs set 
in the earth, remember this provides a good place for 
laying eggs. So, especially if you see the slug trails, place 
slug pellets at the site to attract and destroy the slugs 
that feed there. 

Scatter slug pellets around newly set-out bedding 
plants, and around spreading leafy plants like hostas 
which offer such good protection for slugs.

$25,000 a year by new 
and sorghum trash pick-up policy 

City Manager George L. Han bury hopes to save 
$25,000 a year by eliminating "cruising" of refuse 
personnel on Wednesdays and requiring citizens to call 
in for pick-ups of special types of trash such as 
discarded appliances, lawn cuttings and leaves. 

At present refuse personnel cruise along the regular 
garbage routes on Wednesdays to pick up these items. 
By requiring citizens to call for special pick ups, 
Hanbury said that the city can save 15 percent or 35,000 
gallons of gasoline for a $25,000 savings a year. 

Public Works Director Oral Lambert said that the 
refuse will be picked up within a week of the call. Public 
Works estimates that 75 to 85 percent of the people call 
now anyway. Four hundred calls are received a day. 

Regular pick-ups will continue on Monday and 
Thursday and Tuesday and Friday.

be used five months of the year adding that walking was 
good for the health and mind. She said that anybody 
can get there now. 

Joann Epstein, a North End resident, said that it was 
unfortunate that agriculture usually loses. She said 
Virginia Beach wisely developed a land use pun and the 
state has placed an obstacle before it - a four-lane 
highway. "We must learri to live with our land and try 
not to change it." 

Mervel Litton, a machinist, said, "Give Virginia 
Beach people access to the beach." He said the unique 
seashore park should be for all Virginians and that after 
the state spent $9 million for the land, the park will be 
lost to the people if it is accessible by nothing more than 
a bicycle path. 

Sheila Price, president of the Sandbridge Civic 
League, asked council to rescind the resolution "so that 
we won't have to feel so concerned." 

Marshall Bohannon, also with the Sandbridge Civic 
League, said he was opposed because studies point to 
two routes, Pungo and Sandbridge. A major road 
through Sandbridge would be destructive, he said. He 
said that he did not object to including Sandbridge in 
the resolution. 

Charles Traub, conservation chairman of the Virginia 
Wildlife Association, said that council's action was 
premature. Still to be considered are the investment of 
taxpayers' money in the park, the desire of the majority 
of Virginia Beach residents to use the park, the need for 
additional beach front and the federal government's 
study in the use of the Outer Banks as a wildlife refuge. 

He recommended the resolution be withdrawn and 
that results of the Governor's Task Force be awaited 
before further action. 

Mrs. Helen Love said the main reason she believed 
the resolution should be continued was because a road 
through Pungo would jeopardize or invalidate the 
Comprehensive Land Use Plan which took two years to 
put together. 

Philip Addabba said that City Council "owes me 
somewhere to go on weekends." He said the farmers are 
lucky they have land for their children to play on. He 
said he represented the bulk of the people in Virginia 
Beach - the Aragona Village - the Princess Anne Plaza 
crowd. 

Bonnie Romano, of Corova Beach, N.C., said that as 
of Dec. 31, she will not be able to get to her home. She 
asked that the resolution be rescinded. Corova Beach 
residents at present are permitted limited access through 
the wildlife refuge to their homes. 

Dr. Holland said that some kind of equitable use 
should be sought for the park and that the resolution 
should be rescinded to give time for proper study by the

drug unit which was turned down by Hanbury and to 
Hurst's charge that the local officers were not trained 
sufficiently to use more sophisticated equipment. 

In a recent police survey, she pointed out, the two 
complaints which cropped up were that the police were 
undermanned and underequipped. 

Hanbury pointed out that drug crimes are generally 
unreported while the city has to check reported crimes. 

Ervin said that the police officers obviously did not 
want their names used in the article because they were 
afraid of losing their jobs. 

Mrs. Oberndorf asked if the city had a break-down 
on other crimes which might be committed as a result of 
drugs. 

Hanbury said that although "you hear about crimes 
(commited) to support the habit," there is no strong 
evidence. Whisky and beer consumption has a closer 
relationship to murder, rape and accidents, he said. It's 
difficult to uy whether a crime is drug-related. 

Curran, in a reubuttal to the charges included in the 
report, said that although the vice and narcotics unit 
could use more investigators, "we do not ignore any 
complaints because of persons involved, type or size of 
investigation, cost, etc." 

He aaid that during his 14 months as supervisor, he 
had never been contacted by any ABC investigator 
requesting assistance. 

Curran also said that it would be an asset to keep at 
least two persons undercover yearly to infiltrate the 
large drug dealers. 

As for reports from "Joe" that 20 high school 
students are each selling an average of $12,000 worth of 
marijuana a week in Virginia Beach, Curran said "line 
U such a dedicated and reliable informant...be , sbould 
have cone forward with his information." 



He said that he always felt that 25,000 people or 15,000 
people would ruin False Cape where he once owned 25 
acres. He said that it was a fragile area and that the state 
was premature in purchasing the land without exploring 
access. He then suggested including Sandbridge in the 
resolution. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley, who lives in Pungo 
and initiated the resolution, said that while there was 
merit to waiting until different solutions are offered she 
questioned whether the city would have any imput by 
that time. A Congressional delegation endorsed the 
Pungo route, the Governor endorsed the route, and 
these stands alone were enough to lead the city to make 
its city wishes known, she said. 

She then questioned city planner Robert Scott on the 
land use plan. 

Scott said the basic strategy was to provide only 
facilities and services for people there now. He said that 
even with no changes in the land use plan, some changes 
are imminent and will probably occur. 

Standing said that he "can't understand why the park 
was not recognized in the Comprehensive Plan. He 
added that no proposal has been put forth yet by the 
state on how they're going to get to False Cape. "The 
way we're talking now, we don't know what we're 
talking about." 

Ervin said, "I don't think people gave five minutes of 
consideration on how they were going to get to that 
park. The decision was made in Richmond." 

Payne said he agreed with Standing, that to eliminate 
the two routes was not the answer. "We would be acting 
irresponsibly." 

Holland said the Land should be utilized. "It's not a 
private organization that bought the property." 

Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. said that the 225,000 
in the Lynnhaven, Bayside and Kempsville boroughs 
should be entitled to use the park. 

Ferreil reminded council, "Are you sure they won't 
do the same thing as in Seashore State Park. You can't 
use that!" Virginia Beach has tried unsuccessfully to get 
the state to allow Seashore to be used as a day park. 

Councilman John A. Baum said that rather than the 
$9 million the Land cost, "you're going to be talking 
about $100 million before everything's finished." 

Council voted 5-5. (one absention) to rescind the 
original resolution. With the tie defeating the motion, 
council then voted 6-4 to reaffirm the resolution and to 
add the Sandbridge route. 

Voting to rescind the resolution were Mayor Standing 
and Councilmen John A. Baum, Payne, Holland and 
McCoy. 

Voting on the second motion opposing both the 
Pungo and Sandbridge routes were Councilmen Baum, 
Ferreil, Merrick and Ervin and Councilwomen Henley 
and Oberndorf 

Councilman R.L. Riggs abstained from the 
discussion and the voting because of possible conflict of 
interest.

Many rumors about this year's duck and goose season 
have been going around. Some rumors have been that 
we will have the season split into three parts, others have 
been that the season will be longer. Well, at this point 

they are all just rumors. 

The Commission of Game and Inland Fisheries will 
hold a meeting on Friday, August 31 to decide what the 
season will be. On Monday 1 talked with Virginia State 
Game Warden Lt. John Crumb of Oyster, Virginia. Lt. 
Crumb is in charge of the law enforcement division for 
the Hampton Roads area and he told me that nothing 
had been decided yet. The ten Commissioners from 
around the state will listen to the recommendations of 
biologists and Game Commission staff members on 
August 3 1 before they make their decision. 

The meeting is open to the public and if you are 
interested in attending, it will be at 9 a.m. at the 
Commission Headquarters, 1040 West Broad St., 
Richmond, Virginia. The Commission attempts to make 
the season coincide with when the most hunters are 
available, along with the most game. Holidays play an 
important part, too. Next week I will have the 
Commission's decision for you. 

Getting on with the fishing news, flounder, croaker 
and trout are still plentiful along the channels on the 
Eastern Shore's seaside. Some of the croakers being 
weighed in have been in the four lb. class. Dean Price of 
Wallops Island weighed in a 4 lb. 13 oz. hardhead 
(croaker) at Quimby. 

Wachapreague is still yielding plenty of flounder and 
trout, and other seaside ports from Chincoteague Bay to 
Mogothy Bay are yielding their fair share. 

In the bay, the spot and croaker are being very 
elusive. Don Griffin, Captain of the "Bid D" out of 
D & M Marina told me that you might get on a school of 
croaker one day at Buoy 14 in the Baltimore Channel 
and catch them for two hours. But if you return the next 
day at the same time, they are not there. Over all, it has 
been a hit and miss week. Once in a while they will 
appear the next day on schedule. 

The flounder fishing in the bay seems to be the only 
thing that is holding true to form. Both channels of the 

Bay Bridge-Tunnel are yielding some nice flounder 
catches. 

Emmet King of Norfolk caught an 8 lb. citation door 
mat at I he first island and H.W. Smith Jr. of Hampton 
boated a 7 lb. 7 oz. citation at the third island. Also, at 
the fourth island, Ralph E. Wagner Sr. landed a 13 lb. 
12 oz. citation grey trout. That is one real nice fish.

bay this week. I started listing the citations that were 
checked in at the Virginia Beach Sports Fishing Center 
at Rudee Inlet and after about 10 minutes of writing I 
realized that I wasn't going to be able to list them all.

Fish subject to parasite infection 



Unknown to many 
anglers is the fact that 
fish are subject to infec- 
tion by a wider variety of 
parasites than are most 
other animals. 

Both internal and ex- 
ternal parasites prey on 
fish, and warm water fish 
have more parasites than 
do cold water fish. 

One parasite seen by 
many sport fishermen is 
the black grub. 

It appears as a curled 
worm just under the skin 
of popular species of 
fish, including large- 
mouth bass, sunfish and 
crappie. 

This easily detected 
worm is actually attac- 
king its second host, say 
fishing experts, having al- 
ready served a term as a 
larvae worm passing 
through the body of a 
snail, and on its way to 
co-habiting with a third 
host. 

The black grub has 
developed a master plan 



of survival that requires 
cooperation of all three 
of its unwilling partners. 

As a grub, it weakens 
the host fish and makes it 
vulnerable to being eaten 
by birds such as herons 
and gulls. 

After entering the bird, 
the grub becomes a fluke 
and is capable of repro- 
duction. 

The resultant eggs are 
deposited in water by the 
bird and they develop 
into small worms which 
enter the bodies of snails 
and clams. 

The larvae continue de- 
veloping and eventually 
escape this host and 
attach themselves to pas- 
sing fish. 

Burrowing under the 
skin, they become 
encysted and wait for the 
next stage of life when 
the fish is consumed by a 
bird. 

Thus the chain of para- 
sitic living continues. 



The idea of returning to 
water some of the fish you 
catch is becoming more 
popular. 

Here are some tips from 
fishing experts that will 
increase the chances of 
survival for fish released 
to the wild. 

1. Use barbless hooks if 
you intend to release all 
the fish you catch, 
regardless of size. 

Barbed hooks can be 
changed by mashing down 
the barb with pliers. 

2. Don't play a fish too 
long on light, inadequate 
tackle. 

This tires the fish, 
depletes its reserve energy 
and causes the release of 
vital body fluids which 
further weakens the fish. 

3. If you don't intend to 
keep a fish for eating, 
release it immediately. 

Long stays in live wells, 
on stringers or in fish 
baskets, can damage fish 
and make them 
susceptible to disease and 
predation upon release. 



Avoid excess 



handling of fish. Try to 
release them from the 
hook without removing 
the fish from the water. 

5. If you must pick up a 
fish, grab large-mouthed 
fish (those without sharp 
teeth) by the lower jaw. 

Hold small fish with 
your hand over the back 
behind the gills. Don't 
squeeze. 

6. Don't stick your 
fingers into eye sockets or 
gills. This is a sure way to 
kill fish. 

7. If you drop the fish in 
the boat, plan on keeping 
it for table use. It is 
probably injured inside 
and will likely die. 

8. Never jerk a hook 
from a fish's mouth, 
throat or stomach. If 
possible, back it out with 
your fingers or pliers. 

Deep hooks should be 
left by cutting away the 
line. Most will rust away, 
and stomach juices will 
dissolve others.

anglers using float rigs. I hope the predicitions are right 
for the fall, because I really enjoy taking my Blazer out 
on the beach and having a good day's fishing in the surf. 
On the freshwater scene, Otis Nelson told me that his 
regulars down at the Northwest River Campgrounds are 
still holding their own. On Saturday, Mike Nye of 
Virginia Beach caught 25 bass and released all but eight. 
The average for the eight was two lbs. a piece and Mike 
caught them on spinners and black jelly worms. 

P. Boone and J. Brown of Chesapeake caught 32 
bream on Sunday. On Saturday and Sunday Walt 
Gregory of Chesapeake caught a total of 10 bass with an 
average weight of two lbs. On Monday, Rowland 
Marshall (River -Rat) and Mr. Dean of Chesapeake 
(Deep Creek) caught 45 speckle perch and five bass 
using small minnows. Otis said they are not setting the 
world on fire but to my any of the above catches would 
make a worthwhile trip. 

September 8 will mark the beginning of the dove and 
rail (marsh hens) season in Virginia and for those of you 
who are not sure on where to go or how to go about it I 
will be doing a special on dove and rail hunting next 
week in addition to the local fishing news. 

With hunting season just around the corner, many 
sportsmen will be breaking out their trusty old shotguns 
and trying to sharpen up on wing shots. Many of these 
weapons will have been stored in closets or gun cabinets 
since last season and should be properly cleaned and 
inspected before using. Clean and lubricate all moving 
parts. Make sure that there are no obstructions in the 
barrel. Make sure that you have the proper ammunition 
tor the weapon. 

Remember to shoot in areas designated for that 
purpose. Transporting a loaded firearm in your vehicle 
is not only dangerous but in Chesapeake it is against the 
law whether it is concealed or not. 

Live by the following rules from the National Rifle 
Association: 

The Ten Commandments of Shooting Safety 

1. Treat every gun with (he respect due a loaded gun. 

2. Watch that muzzle! Carry your gun safety on until 
ready to shoot. 

3. Unload guns when not in use, take down or have 
actions open; guns should be carried in cases to shooting 
area. 

4. Be sure barrel is clear of obstructions, and that you 
have ammunition only of the proper size for the gun you 
carry. 

5. Be sure of target before you pull trigger; know 
identifyin g featu res of game you hunt. 



6. Never point a gun at anything you do not want to 
shoot; avoid all horseplay. 

7. Never climb a tree or fence or jump a ditch with) a 
loaded gun; never pull a gun toward you by the muzzle. 

8. Never shoot a bullet at a flat, hard surface or 
water; at target practice be sure your backstop is 
adequate. 

9. Store guns and ammunition separately, beyond 
reach of children. 

10. Avoid alcoholic beverages before or during 
shooting. 

If you are planning a fishing trip here is a high tide 
table for the week of Friday, August 31 through 
Thursday, August 6. The table is computed for high tide 
at Sewells Point. To obtain Oregon Inlet, subtract one 
hour, 50 minutes; Virginia Beach subtract one hour, 30 
minutes; Lynnhaven subtract, 13 minutes; and for 
Kiptopeakc, subtract 40 minutes. To obtain 
approximate low tides add six hours to the high tide 
times.
